CHAIRMAN HAY’S NEW APPOINTMENT. 

The appointment of Chairman Hay, of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs, to the U.S. Court of 
Claims is a very satisfactory development from the point 
of view of the advocates of preparedness as well as from 
that of the friends of the present head of the Military 
Committee. Mr. Hay is given a very honorable and 
lucrative position. ‘The advocates of preparedness are 
highly pleased at the prospects of a new chairman for 
the Military Committee, for Chairman Hay simply did 
not keep pace with modern military thought. All the 
lessons of the European war were ignored by him. He 
opposed every effort that was made to increase the 
strength of the Regular Army. He never took a step 
in reporting out legislation except at the urgent request 
of the Administration. Mr. Hay, being too wise a 
politician to break with the Administration and its 
majority in the House, carried out the policy of his 
party. 

The steps taken by the present Congress toward 
carrying out the recommendations of the War College 
and the General Staff originated in the Senate, while 
Mr. Hay’s bill was a continuation of the old patchwork 
legislative policy pursued by Congress for so many years. 
Throughout his policy of obstruction Chairman Hay has 
been consistent. He has been opposed to an adequate 
force of first line troops, and only recently did he 
advocate the extensive legislation for the National 
Guard which was incorporated in the Defense bill. In 
his entire career he has apparently prided himself upon 
his disregard of the recommendations and advices of 
the military authorities. He has been an uncompromis- 
ing enemy of the General Staff and has sought in every 
way to cripple this modern organization of the Army. 

Mr. Hay’s successor as chairman of the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee will be S. Hubert Dent, jr., of 
Alabama. Mr. Dent voted with Mr. Hay against the 
motion made June 2 to recommit the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill with instructions to add two dreadnoughts 
and other craft; he voted against the Volunteer Reserve 
Army, against the Kahn amendment to the Defense 
pill increasing the Regular Army to 178,000, against 
the Brandegee amendment to increase the Regular Army 
to 250,000. There were no more of his votes recorded on 
other measures of preparedness legislation. It is to be 
hoped that Mr. Dent’s future policy will be more in line 
“with our present trend in military affairs than the above 
record would indicate.

CULTIVATING IGNORANCE. 


One of the reasons why we Americans are lacking in 
solidarity as a nation is that we are so indifferent to 
the really noteworthy things we have accomplished and 
contributed to the progress of the world. We seem to 
take a pride in acquiring ignorance, through the lack 
of the cultivation of memory, of things really worth 
while. The arrival of the submarine merchant vessel 
Deutschland from Germany is a case in point. It is 
treated by the American press and the American people 
as something no other nation than Germany could ever 
accomplish, and is described in all seriousness as “the 
greatest event of the war.” We all seem to have forgotten 
completely that the United States contributed the sub- 
marine to warfare and to practical long distance ocean 
. voyaging. U.S. Navy submarines have sailed much 
longer distances than did the merchantman Deutschland, 





the fact that they were under convoy and made harbor 
three times in crossing the Pacific to the Philippines 
having little to do as minimizing the importance of this 
nautical feat, accomplished long before the Germans 
crossed the Atlantic. The fact that our submarines were 
much smaller craft than the first undersea merchantman 
counts very much to the credit of the American boats. 
In the summer of 1915 two flotillas of American designed 
submarines crossed the Atlantic. One of these was of 
ten boats, the other of four. The last mentioned flotilla 
sailed from Montreal directly to Gibraltar, a much 
greater distance than the Deutschland traveled, and from 
“the Rock” they steamed directly to the Dardanelles. 

A possible reason for the little publicity given to either 
of those first transatlantic voyages of submarines is the 
parochial jealousy of American newspaper editors. With 
its customary enterprise in the matter of naval news, 
the New York Herald secured the first account of that 
initial submarine crossing of the western ocean. For 
that reason all the other American newspapers refused 
to print accounts of it, thus attempting to belittle the 
Herald’s enterprise. But when the German undersea 
merchantman comes along then all our American initia- 
tive, skill in invention, practical demonstration of long 
transoceanic voyaging in submarine craft of the U.S. 
Navy is forgotten. It is not jingoistic boasting to state 
these things nor to say that no other nation in the world 
has contributed so many original ideas to the arts of war 
and peace as the United States has done since the 
beginning of the nineteenth century. Our ideas are taken 
up by other countries and developed until they return, 
as in the Deutschland, for example, to sail into the one 
of our harbors that has the greatest attraction for all 
German commanders, whether their ships are those of 
war or peace. Then we realize what a great thing it 
is the “other fellow’ has done. Fulton, Holland and 
Lake are forgotten., Only Captain. Kénig remains as the 
greatest submarirfe: hero of the American people. 

Captain Persius, the German naval critic, writing 
on this voyage of the Deutschland in the Berliner 
Tageblatt, makes the frank statement that it may be 
assumed the merchantman submarine received supplies 
“from depots on the way,” and that “the exploit of the 
ship is neither so difficult nor so dangerous as. that of 
the German submarine which went to Constantinople.” 

Our point of view in this matter is taken by the 
Manufacturers’ Record of Baltimore, which says in its 
issue of July 13: “The achievement of the Deutschland 
marks an epoch of world importance, but while lauding 
the success of the Germans in this trip, let us not forget 
that it is not nearly so wonderful, considering the 
times, as were the Merrimac and the Monitor, which, 
more than fifty years ago, met in deadly conflict in 
Hampton Roads and wrote into history the death 
warrant of every wooden naval vessel in the world. In 
that achievement each section—the South, with its 
inadequate shipbuilding facilities, bring forth the Merri- 
mac, and the North, with its better industrial facilities, 
producing the Monitor—wrought far mightier results 
than the building of the Deutschland and her success 
in landing her cargo in this country.” 
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QUARTERMASTER CORPS WORK. 


A conclusive reply to newspaper reports of laxity in 
the administration of the Quartermaster Corps of the 
Army is found in this despatch, addressed to the Quar- 
termaster General by Col. Harry LL. Rogers, Q.M.D., 
from Fort Sam Houston, Texas, July 15: 

“Seeing in the newspapers that there has been con- 
siderable criticism of the Quartermaster Corps, and feel- 
ing that it is my duty to the corps and to the officers 
and all personnel pertaining thereto who are doing such 
excellent work to maintain the reputation of the Army 
and the Quartermaster Corps in particular, I quote 
herewith for your immediate information a letter just re- 
ceived from the district commander of the Brownsville 
district and I know you will be gratified to read it and 
to know that everyone in the Corps is doing his duty. 





“Headquarters Brownsville District, 
“Brownsville, Texas, July 13, 1916. 
“My dear Colonel: 

“Your telegram of July 12 was duly received and I 
take this opportunity of thanking you for your very 
prompt response to the many calls that we have made 
upon you. I am particularly delighted to have obtained 
the olive drab shirts and the cotton uniforms for the 
New York troops, which I hear have just been received 
by the 7th, 12th and 71st Regiments. For this deficiency 
we were not responsible, but we are very glad to have 
their wants filled before they could set up a howl. It 
was quite different in ’98 and the Militia troops them- 
selves appreciate the wonderful’ work that has been done 
by our supply officers. A Mr. Rhode, correspondent for 
the New York Tribune, yesterday showed me a telegram 
calling upon him to find out and report all deficiencies 
that could possibly be laid to the fault of the administra- 
tion. Captain Aloe and myself were able to demonstrate 
that in the matter of supply no just complaint could be 
made, but that, on the contrary, wonderful things had 
been accomplished. I think he went away pretty well 
convinced. Thanking you again, I remain, Very sin- 
cerely yours, 

“(Signed) JAMES Parker, Brig. Gen., U.S.A.” 

Another admirable plan has been worked out by the 
corps in connection with the railroads. In 1912 the 
Quartermaster General’s Office took up with the Master 
Car Builders’ Association the question of placing placards, 
in time of war or threatened war, on all carload ship-

ments of Government property. As a result a plan was 
formulated which was accepted by all the railroads in 
the country. Through the agency of the American Rail- 
way Association all railway officials and employees have 
been notified that cars so placarded will be given right- 
of-way from point of origin to point of destination. All 
placards bear the legend United States Army at the head, 
followed by the department to which the supplies belong, 
the car initial, car number, point of shipment, contents, 
consignees, destination, routing, date shipped and con- 
signor. 

As a result of this understanding between the railroads 
and the Quartermaster General’s Office, shipments of 
freight are being made with remarkable expedition. Many 
instances are cited where freight shipments have been 
sent through from Washington and vicinity to the Texas 
border in four days, and from New York and vicinity in 
five days or less; from the lakes to the border shipments 
have been made in an elapsed time of a little more than 
forty-eight hours. The hearty co-operation of the rail- 
roads in making these shipments has been rendered with- 
out any hesitation whatever; with all the energy possible 
and without additional charge to the Government. It is 
believed that this simple device, with the fullest co-opera- 
tion of the railroads, has removed one of the principal 
sources of criticism applicable to the pericd of mobiliza- 
tion in 1898. 
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MEXICO’S PATRONIZING TONE. 


Before the State Department at Washington has made 
an official statement as to the formation of a commis- 
sion to arbitrate the differences existing between the de 
facto government of Mexico and that of the United 
States, there comes from the city of Mexico an announce- 
ment, bearing all the evidences of inspired publication, 
“that the differences which have arisen between the 
United States and Mexico may be considered as sgatis- 
factorily settled.” 

To whose satisfaction are these differences settled we 
may ask? There may be satisfaction in the higher politi- 
cal circles in Mexico City; but, if we understand the 
spirit of the American people correctly, the same feeling 
does not exist here. Surely the people of the United 
States cannot feel any particular pride over the decision 
of our differences with Mexico passing into Mexico’s 
hands. We have stood by and seen or heard of our com- 
patriots being murdered or barbarously mistreated in 
that country. We have been witness to invasion after 
invasion of our soil by lawless Mexicans resulting in the 
death of our civilians and our soldiers. We have had 
to listen to official impertinences from the Mexican capi- 
tal as to whether or not our Regulars should go into 
Mexico in pursuit of these raiders whom the Mexican 
Our troops 
have been refused the use of Mexican railroads for 
the punitive expedition under General Pershing that 
any civilized government would not only have welcomed 
but aided from very shame. Our commanding officers in 
the field have received orders from Mexican officers of 
lower rank as to what they should do and how they 
should move their troops. We were promised the aid of 
Carranza’s troops in the pursuit of Villa; and the Carri- 
zal affair was the result. Spread broadly across the re- 
cent pages of the history of our relations with the Re- 
public to the south of the Rio Grande these things are 
written. They are a black record of treachery, deceit, 
falsification; a narrative marred by everything tending 
to destroy the comity of nations, to wreck all hope of 
the kind of feeling which should exist between two re- 
publics living in the friendliest of relations. 

From the news that comes out of Mexico, and from 
the solitary concession the de facto government has made 
to our country singe the Carrizal affair took place, it is 
apparent that Carranza has grown in power with his 
handling of the American situation. His refusal to al- 
low the American Regulars to use the Mexican railways, 
his orders to the U.S. Army officers not to move their 
troops beyond a certain point, the killing of Captain Boyd 
and his troopers at Carrizal—all these things have been 
used as forces with which to impress the Mexican peo- 
ple-as to the ability of Carranza to be a real First Chief 
of that country. Our Army officers in Mexico have been 
quoted as stating that Carranza’s mastery in northern 
Mexico is stronger than that of any of his predecessors 
since Diaz. In fact he seems to have grown so assured 
of his position and power that he has already offered a 
second patronizing concession to the United States: he 
has permitted General Pershing to use the Mexican rail- 
way line from the base camp at Colonia Dublan to the 
border. The attitude resembles that of an ill-mannered 
host offering a guest his hat. 

And it is from this man, representing his kind of gov- 
ernment, that we are to take the arbitrament of our in- 
ternational policy. It is from this man that our military 
policy along the border shall issue. At least that would 
seem to be the inference from the patronizing note of as- 
surance and of domination of the situation echoing out 
of the announcement from the city of Mexico we have 
quoted. We do not believe, to repeat, that the American 
people will tolerate such a condition of affairs in our 
relations with Mexico. We believe that the people of 
the United States want to settle their own affairs for 
themselves; and not to have them settled by the diplo- 
mats of any other nation under the sun. It is to our 
great shame that we should permit ourselves to be put in 
the attitude of permitting such a posture of circumstances 
to arise. Inoculation is in great vogue nowadays against 
all sorts of diseases. We seem to be in need of inocula- 
tion against spinelessness ; of which we have a bad attack, 
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An anti-aircraft gun, the first to be used by the United 
States Navy, will supplement the armament of the entire 
Battleship Fleet and a number of designated cruisers, 
according to an announcement made in Washington on 
July 17. The battleships Pennsylvania and Nevada al- 
ready have been equipped with these guns, and eighteen 
other ships and cruisers are to be fitted out as rapidly as 
they are available for navy yard work. The new defense 
weapon is the result of a three-year experiment by the 
Navy experts of the Bureau of Ordnance. It consists of a 
machine rifle about fifty calibers long and capable - of 
hurling a three-inch shell 27,000 feet into the air at an 
angle of ninety degrees and can deliver its charge at 
rapid fire rate. Two of these guns are to be placed on 
each vessel. They will be riveted fore and aft on the rear 
stands of the gun turrets so as to give them the best pos- 
sible firing radius. In this manner they can be swung 
into position for firing in all directions. On the boats 
mounting the old type of turret they will be placed on 
the boat stands or in the most available location. Naval 
experts, under the direction of Rear Admiral Joseph 
Strauss, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, have worked 
three years in turning out the gun. In its development 
the Department has been forced to discard several types. 
The design of the gun to be used is credited particularly 
to the officers and experts connected with the bureau, 
among them being Comdr. G. R. Marvell, Comdr. A. L. 
Norton, retired, and Comdr. C. B. McVay, U.S.N., as- 
sistant to the bureau, who has played a prominent part 
in its development. With regard to the availability of 
the gun Commander McVay has stated that it was easily 
constructed, and in an urgent case he had no doubt it 
would be possible to equip the land forces of the country 
with a sufficient number of the guns. For the present 
their use will be confined to the Navy. 


—— 
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The New York state arsenal at Thirty-fifth street 
and Seventh avenue, New York city, caught fire from 
some unknown cause a little after 5 p.m. July 14, and 
the loss of property and damage is estimated at 


$500,000. More than 400,000 rounds of ammunition 
were stored in the arsenal and an explosion was pre- 
vented by the prompt flooding of the magazines and 
unusually efficient work on the part of the firemen, 
who risked their lives as they worked to extinguish 
the flames. Six firemen were injured, and Thomas 
McNally, state chauffeur, lost his life by suffocation 
while endeavoring to save automobile trucks stored on 
the first floor. There were some thousands of rifles and 
from three hundred thousand to four hundred thousand 
rounds of rifle cartridges stored in the building. There 
also were about three hundred thousand rounds of 
shrapnel, fifty pounds of calcium carbide and one thou- 
sand 3-inch shelis. The calcium was stored on the 
second floor. In addition, there was about $5,000 worth 
of medical supplies stored in the arsenal. It is esti- 
mated that five thousand rifles, together with fifteen 
earloads of equipment, were destroyed, in addition to 
thousands of condemned uniforms. In the building was 
also a valuable collection of rifles, sabers, bayonets, 
some of them very ancient, gathered by the late Gen. 
Joseph G. Story, most of which was destroyed. Adjutant 
General Louis W. Stotesbury has his New York city 
office in the building, and Lieut. Col. Henry A. Bost- 
wick, Q.M.C., Asst. A.G., who is in charge of the .arsenal, 
was in the building at the time of the fire, and upon 
its outbreak gave orders for the flooding of the rooms 
in which the ammunition was stored. Other officers 
resent were Gen. Oliver B. Bridgman and Major 
William A. Niver.

For the purpose of bettering the cond*tions surround- 
ing the National Guard of New York state now on duty 
along the Mexican border and in the home mobilization 
camps, Elon R. Brown, president pro tempore of the 
Senate of New York, addressed a letter to Governor 
Whitman on July 9 requesting the Governor to call a 
special session of the Legislature in accordance with 
a resolution adopted on the closing day of the regular 
session, in which the members expressed their willingness 
to assemble at any time “in the interest of national 
honor.” Senator Brown wants the Legislature of New 
York to create a commission of retired officers of the 
U.S. Arniy resident in New York state “with power to 
render all assistance and protection to the National 
Guard of the state that may be properly rendered with- 
out interference with the control of the troops by the 
Federal Government or the general in command of the 
Army.” He insists in his letter that the troops 
are being sent to the frontier without proper equipment 
and with inadequate supplies and preparation. Senator 
Brown maintains that it is the duty of the state, and not 
of organized charity or personal effort, to rectify these 
errors, to save the troops from the dangers of disease, 
and to take care of the soldiers’ families, “which ought 
never to be left to charity.” He suggests the appropria- 
tion of “such a sum of money as in the judgment of 
the above mentioned commission may be wisely ap- 
pointed,” and also that the rule that not more than one 
Regular Army officer shall serve with a regiment of the 
National Guard be suspended in the case of the New 
York troops in order to secure for them “the greatest 
available intelligence both in the command and care 
of troops.” Senator Brown, it appears, appreciates the 
intelligence and ability of the officers of the U.S. Army. 





The “deliberately unfriendly” attitude of the Car- 
ranzista soldiers toward our American troops is further 
indicated by an experience that Lieut. Horace M. Hickam, 
7th Cav., had in Mexico recently while out with a patrol 
of men from Troop H. Lieutenant Hickam was ordered 
to take a patrol of twenty men to Calera to get some in- 
formation and made a march of thirty-five miles at night. 
arriving at Calera at 3:30 a.m. An hour after he had 
arrived at the appointed place, Lieutenant Hickam re- 
ceived news that the Carranzistas were sending men out 
looking for American patrols, but as he didn't want to 
leave until he had secured the information he was after 
be remained in the village for an hour. When twe miles 
out of Calera three Mexicans fired on Lieutenant Hick- 
am’s command. He dismounted, returned the fire and 
drove them back but. realizing the men were put out as 
bait, did not follow them back over the hills. When the 
Mexicans found the American commander was too shrewd 
to be caught the whole force of 100 men started in pur- 
suit of the patrol and kept up the chase for three hours. 
It was only owing to Lieutenant Hickam’s skill in taking 
advantage of the terrain to conceal his men at critical 
times in the pursuit, and once to place them in a de- 
fensive position, that he managed to get his command 
Lack to Trocp H’s headquarters without any losses The 
patrol had marched seventy miles with practically only 
one hour’s rest. One immediate lesson learned from the 
experience was not to send patrols out to such great dis- 
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tance without pepper ting troops; for it was realized that 
it Lieutenant Hickam’s patrol had had the support of a 
troop they could have taken care of the Mexicans and 
probably could have captured the entire command.

That modern training and equipment have not 
weakened the old hard riding spirit that distinguished our 
Cavalry in the days of Mackenzie and Merritt was re- 
cently demonstrated in the historic San Simon Valley of 
Arizona, where thirty years ago an older generation of 
dragoons was chasing the elusive Chiricahua Apache. On 
an hour’s notice Troop C, 1st Cavalry, left Douglas on 
the rainy night of July 8 and rode seventy miles in its 
first twenty-one hours, including a night halt of four 
and a half hours. The troop was under command of 
Capt. J. M.Wainwright, Ist Cav., and is the black horse 
troop which by its superb equitation elicited so much 
favorable comment in exhibition drills given by the 1st 
Cavalry at the Presidio of San Francisco during the 
exposition last year. The ride, under circumstances of a 
bad night over unknown roads, none too good, is some- 
what of a testimonial to the 1912 Cavalry equipment, as 
all horses and riders came back in good condition a day 
later and left camp on change of station to Slaughter’s 
Ranch on the second morning. Captain Wainwright’s 
expedition was in chase of reported raiding parties of 
Mexicans in the Chiricahua mountains, but drew a blank 
as far as any action other than a good ride is concerned. 
A letter of commendation from the regimental commander, 
Col. F. 8. Foltz, Ist Cav., was sent Captain Wainwright. 





That the members of the Parole Board of any state in 
the Union should be ignorant of the fact that the U.S. 
Army is not a refuge for men sent to jail for violating 
the law seems incredible. Yet this is the case, according 
to a news item taken from the San Francisco Chronicle 
of July 7 which reads: “Through their announced prefer- 
ence for facing an enemy force to remaining in jail and 
looking out, three-prisoners, serving sentences for misde- 
meanors, were released from the county jail by the Parole 
Board yesterday for the purpose of joining the U.S. 





‘Army. The three men—Harry Miller, Charles Buck and 


Thomas Kelly—assured the board that they were more 
than willing to join Uncle Sam’s fighting forces. But, 
just to make sure, they will be accompanied from_the 
jail to the recruiting station by a deputy sheriff.” That 
deputy sheriff and the members of Parole Board will, 
doubtless, receive a needed lesson in the laws of the U.S. 
Army from the recruiting officer when the trio of re- 
leased prisoners are taken before him. And both deputy 
sheriff and Parole Board will have the three prisoners 
back on their hands again. / 
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Great Britain's ability to keep its supply of munitions 
up to the rate demanded by the recent advance in the 
western theater is assured, according to a statement made 
by an official of the Ministry of Munitions on July 7. 


The official, Mr. Kellaway, stated that ninety new 
arsenals had been provided and that 4,000 controlled 
firms were producing munitions. The total number of 





munition workers in 1914 was under two millions. 


There now are three and a half millions. The labor 
problem has been to a large extent solved by the women. 
Before the war 184,000 women were engaged in war 
industries. Theré are now 666,000 so engaged. And, 
with ‘a touch of the old “Up, boys, and at ’em,” spirit, 
he added: “We are not yet at the full flood of our output 
of guns and shells. If the Germans cannot be driven 
home otherwise, our army shall have such a supply of 
guns that the limbers shall touch each other in a con- 
tinuous line from the Somme to the sea.” 
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Some of the ships in the U.S. Navy are to be stripped 
of their outfits of cut glass table service according to a 
recent order sent to vessels at the League Island Navy 
Yard. These ships, so runs the newspaper despatches, 
have been ordered to send their cut glassware, with the 
exception of olive dishes and hand mirrors, to the New 
York Navy Yard, where they are to be sold at public 
auction. Even the “pickle” dishes had to go, as the 
name was too suggestive. Two years ago Secretary 
Daniels issued the famous order that banished liquor 
from the officers’ mess. Now the glasses have gone. 
Some of the ware has already been sold at auction for 
twenty per cent. of its value. Because of the sentiment 
attached to it, it could have been sold as souvenirs for 
twice its original value. The cut glass was the best the 
Government could buy for its officers. Each piece, from 
= decanters to the small glasses, bore the crest of the 

avy. 
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As a suggestion for the need of a little forbearance 
on the part of merchants in this country who do business 
with U.S. Army treops in the field in Mexico the follow- 
ing incident may be quoted: A non-commissioned officer 
of one of the units with the punitive expedition in 
Mexico wrote to a business firm in the States asking for 
a catalog of their goods. As a traveling post office is 
not a part of the Government’s supply system for the 
Army, it was impossible for the soldier to enclose the 
necessary stamp for a reply, and thus he was put in 
the light of asking for something that he was not willing 
to pay for, as he was informed in a somewhat dis- 
courteous letter from the firm in question. In the field 
the enlisted men get along without stamps for personal 
mail by simply marking their communications ‘Soldiers’ 
Mail” and have their commanding officers initial them, 
the Post Office honoring these “franks” as a rule. 








How the European war contracts have grown in vol- 
ume, and our output of munitions with them, was illus- 
trated by Pierre S. du Pont, of the du Pont Powder 
Company in testimony he gave in a suit in a Wilming- 
ton court on July 13. Previous to the time he and the 
eleven other defendants in the suit arranged the loan with 
J. P. Morgan and Company (that was the cause of the 
legal difficulties) the du Pont Company’s war contracts 
amounted to $59,474,000. Six months later these had 
increased to $176,593,000. 
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German casualties from the beginning of the war to 
the end of June, as computed from official German lists, 


are given as 3,012,637 in an official statement made public 
in London on July 9. The statement reads: “German 





casualties reported in German official casualty lists, ex- 
clusive of corrections, in the month of June, follow: Died 
of wounds and sickness, 18,585; prisoners and missing, 
8,279; wounded, 63.187; total, 88,051. These, added to 
those reported in previous months and including correc- 
tions reported in June, 1916, bring the totals reported 


— 


in German official lists since the beginning of the war to: 
Died of wounds and sickness, 757,327; prisoners and 
missing, 342,673; wounded, 1,912,637; total, 3,012,637. 
These figures include all German nationalities, Prussians, 
Bavarians, Saxons and Wuerttembergers. They do not 
include naval casualties or casualties of colonial troops.” 
As the German casualty lists are reported to contain 
duplications, British compilations from them cannot be 
accepted as having authority.

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The three batteries of the new 7th U.S. Field Artil- 
lery organized at San Antonio, Texas, pitched tents at 


Camp Wilson July 13. The batteries have been, desig- 
nated as A, B and C. Like all of the new regiments, 
the batteries are being formed by transferring men from 
other regiments in order to give a skeleton to start with, 
the gaps to be filled by recruiting. Batteries A, B and 
C of the 7th went into camp near the new 16th U.S. 
Cavalry. The majority of the officers have reported for 
duty. The new batteries have as yet neither horses 
nor guns. Arms have been issued to the 37th Infantry 
for the men now attached to the regiment and enough 
are on hand to equip a full regiment as fast as it can be 
recruited. All four of the new regiments ordered to 
be formed in San Antonio have now been organized. 
The 1st Engineers have been recruited and organized 
and sent to its stations on the border.

Throwing hand grenades has become an important 
factor in modern trench warfare, and all troops are 


trained in the practice. Companies are drawn up face to 
face at a distance apart which makes it unlikely that 
any one will be hit by the dummy grenades, says the 
New York Sun, and the command is given to let drive as 
rapidly as possible. Americans in the Foreign Legion, 
thanks to their baseball practice, have distinguished them- 
selves in this line, and practice companies have to be 
placed further apart when they include any Americans. 
The record at the front was reported to be fifty-four 
meters ‘177 feet 1% inches), but a letter from the front 
says that in a competition organized by officers, who did 
the measuring, a zouave named Legrand threw sixty-one 
meters seventy-five (202 feet 8 inches). 





A saline solution, invented by Sir Almroth Wright, for 
treating wounds is coming into almost universal use on 


the British side. On the field of battle and during trans- 
port the wound must be covered up in the old way with 
lint and antiseptics, but as soon as the patient reaches 
a hospital the lint is stripped off and is not replaced. 
Instead a mixture of salt and water is allowed to flow. 
drop by drop, over the wound day and night, cleaning and 
healing at the same time. The antiseptic system aimed 
at killing the germ of putrefaction; the saline solution 
system not only washes away any germs that are there, 
but prevents others coming into existence. A _ cradle 
keeps the.bedclothes away from the wound. The salt and 
water solution is carried to the spot through an india- 
rubber tube and nature does the rest. 
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Aviation is a branch in which success appears to be 
exclusively the privilege of youth. The many famous 


airmen which France arrayed at the outset, such as 
Vedrines, Pégoud, Garros, Gilbert, though they did well, 
have had to play second fiddle to mere boys, totally un- 
known yesterday, and whose apprenticeship of the air 
has been marked by masterly strokes. Of Lieutenants 
Navarre, Guynemer, Nungesser, Chaput, who between 
them brought down some forty enemy avions within the 
French lines (without mentioning as many. machines shot 
down behind German lines), the oldest is only twenty-two 
years old. Many heroic and dashing feats in this arm of 
the French service have been performed by young Amer- 
ican airmen, members of some of the best families in the 
United States. 








Speaking in praise of the colored troops of the U.S. 
Army, the Kansas City Star says: “Every American 
will take pride in the gallant fight made by the men of 
the 10th Cavalry against overwhelming odds in the 
ambush in Mexico. Captain Morey’s account of their 
facing death singing bears out the history of negro 
troops whenever they have been called on to fight for 
their country. They have always done their duty cheer- 
fully and ungrudgingly. By accident of birth their skin 
carries an excess of pigment. In spirit they are real 
Americans.” Noting this a correspondent recalls the 
service of the late Capt. Edgar A. Macklin, U.S.A., 
with another colored regiment, the 25th Infantry, and 
adds: “IIe always found them good, faithful soldiers.’ 
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Companies of the U.S. Coast Artillery continue - to 
make remarkable records in this year’s target practice. 


In the first practice of the 65th Company, Capt. S. S. 
Ross, at Battery McKinnon, Fort Winfield Scott, Cal., 
with the 14-inch mortar, four hits were made out of 
twelve shots at a range of 10,673 yards. The time was 
seven minutes and the speed of target under tow was 
8.5 miles per hour. The 147th Company at Battery 
Crosby, Fort Winfield Scott, Cal., commanded by Capt. 
W. A. Covington, C.A.C., at its first practice with 6-inch 
rifles made seven hits out of eight shots at a range of 
6,240 yards. The time was two minutes and forty-eight 
seconds and the speed of the target was 8.36 miles per 
hour. 
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In his volume on “Government and Politics of the 
German Empire” Fritz-Konrad Kriiger makes this state- 


_ ent as to military service in Germany: “Military service 


in Germany is compulsory and universal. * * * Mili- 
tary service in Germany is an honor. Excluded from it 
are therefore all those who have been convicted of 
crimes. The members of ruling families and a few 
privileged classes of the highest nobility are exempt; also 
the candidates for priesthood in the Roman Catholie 
Church, and Heligolanders who were born before Aug. 11, 
1890. | With these exceptions every able-bodied German 
is subject to military service from his seventeenth to his 
forty-fifth year.”

“Boyd and Adair,” says the Buffalo (N.Y.) Express, 
“will soon be forgotten except by their immediate 
families and friends. Politicians will deliver eloquent 
Decoration Day addresses over the graves at Arlington 
on the heroism of the men who died for their country. 
But will politicians ever learn that it is more important 
that a soldier should live for his country than that he 
should die for it, and that soldiers’ lives shouJd not be 
treated as pawns in a game of political or personal 
ambition or sacrificed through ignorant or incompetent 
direction either of military or diplomatic affairs?” 
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EXPERIMENTAL NAVAL LABORATORY. 


In the debate in the Senate July 15 on the question 
of establishing an experimental and research laboratory 
much time was occupied with the discussion of the 
question whether the Senate amendment of the House 
paragraph providing for the laboratory could properly 
be included in the bill. The Vice President ruled 
that it was in order. <A _ letter was read from 
Thomas A. Edison, with whom the idea of the 
laboratory originated. In this Mr. Edison said: ‘The 
plans were made for a works which, when completed 
and fully equipped, would cost $5,000,000, but the mini- 
mum construction would cost not less than one and a 
half millions. It will require at least half a million 
after completion of the minimum to lay in a supply 
of materials and start operating. As to the amount of 
work to be done and, the extension of buildings and 
machinery to the full extent of the plans and the further 
sums of money required, all this will, of course, depend 
upon the demands made by the naval authorities. If 
the United States of America desires that its fighting 
machinery be kept up to date and not excelled or even 
approached by that of any other nation, so as to get 
machinery that has been’ thoroughly _ tested and 
standardized, and so that duplicates can be obtained 
at low costs from competitive manufacturing establish- 
ments, then. the experimental laboratory is the only 
possible way this object can be attained; but whatever 
you do, vote at least two million. If this is impossible, 
it would be better to drop the thing altogether.” 

Of the amendment providing for the laboratory 
Senator Lodge said: “I think the whole thing is a sheer 
waste of the public money. I do not think it is needed. 
I think there is nothing at all to it; and I feel bound, 
out of respect for myself, to say that.” : 

Mr. Brandegee said: “It is perfectly evident—at least 
it is perfectly evident to me—that no Senator on this 
floor and no Senator on the committee who has advocated 
it has any definite idea in his mind about what is to 
become of this appropriation of $2,000,000, except that 
it is to be benevoleatly assimilated according to the 
intuitions of the Secretary of the Navy and disbursed 
according to his pulsating generosity.” 

Mr. Tillman said: ‘Mr. President, I am not surprised 
that our friends from New England should be opposed 
to this amendment, because their custom has been since 
I have been in Washington to have inventions for the 
benefit of themselves, not for the Government. They 
take out patents and charge the Government enormous 
profits on them. Perhaps I would do the same thing. 
In any experiment made by private parties it is always 
necessarily for the benefit of the private parties. This 
is a government experiment station, or, rather, a govern- 
ment laboratory, under the Secretary of the Navy, and 
I at least have enough faith in the Secretary to believe 
that he will expend this money economically and 
honestly, and that any inventions or discoveries that 
are made will be for the benefit of the Navy and not 
for some patentee, to grind Uncle Sam and get rich 
out of him. 

“Here is a man who comes along and says, ‘I have a 
peculiar sort of thing which when applied will keep 
barnacles off the bottoms of warships when you have 
not time to carry them into fresh water, so that the 
barnacles may drop off” On a case of that kind I 
myself spent I do not know how long. trying to help 
the man who said he had it; but I never could get a 
test or examination of that man’s invention. ‘There is 
nobody to do it. You do not want routine naval officers 
to do it. That has not been in the line of their thought; 
they are not fitted to do it. What you want is a man 
like Edison and men like the other men who are, as 
members of this board, offering their services to the 
country; inventors themselves, mechanicians, scientists, 
who know things when they see them, and who in half 
the time that would be consumed by others can deter- 
mine, first, whether the idea is good; and, secondly, 
whether the method of putting the idea into practical 
application is good.” 

The strongest argument in favor of the laboratory 
was presented by Mr. A. M. Hunt, of Naval Consulting 
Board. Mr. Hunt was graduated from the Naval 
Academy in 1875 and continued in the Navy as an 


engineer officer until 1894, since when he has been a_ 


consulting engineer in San Francisco. This experience 
justified Mr. Hunt in saying: “I think in speaking in 
favor of a laboratory for naval purposes or an experi- 
mental station that I approach the matter with perhaps 
a wider point of view than some of the other members 
of the Naval Consulting Board.” Mr. Hunt called 
attention to the fact that “Admiral Melville, one of the 
most able men the U.S. Navy ever had, took great pains, 
twelve years ago, to urge the establishment of experi- 
mental laboratories for getting the best and most effi- 
cient results of any money spent on our Navy.” 

Mr. Hunt added: “There is probably not an eminent 
naval or mechanical engineer in America or England 
who has given consideration to this question who is not 
also of the opinion that the establishment of a national 
experimental laboratory for naval purposes will vastly 
contribute to military strength. Probably the majority 
of these experts also believe that such an institution 
would eventually contribute more to actual naval 
strength than the building of a battleship. One does 
not need to possess vivid imagination to realize that 
much is contributed to the fighting strength of a navy 
by carrying on: research along engineering lines, and 
thus preventing the design, construction and installation 
of appliances that are ill-suited for the purpose intended. 

“That we may not fall hopelessly behind in naval 
progress new ideas have to be incorporated in the 
designs. They are worked out with all the skill and 
knowledge available, but they cannot be submitted to 
actual test of operation. The design goes to the bidder. 
He finds that he must guarantee and make good on the 
operation of such new devices. Naturally he increases 
his bid by an amount which covers’ the risk which he 
thinks is involved, and the amount which he will have 
to expend in developing and testing such new elements. 

“In at least certain cases it can be demonstrably 
shown that the delay in completing naval vessels under 
contract has been due to failure of these new elements 
when tried, and the necessity for rebuilding them or 
substituting other devices for them. 

“Such a laboratory and experimental station would 
énable us not only to keep abreast of the times, but 
ahead of them. 

“The work of such a laboratory and experimental 
station would be a real gain in other directions than 
the improvement of the Navy. Advance in any line of 
engineering or technical industry inevitably affects all 
others. 

“The work of such an experimental station in im- 
proving and developing advanced types of internal 


combustion engines for submarines, aeroplanes, ete., will 
benefit the entire internal combustion engine industry 
of the country. It is only necessary to recall the extent 
to which the gasoline engine is used for agriculural 
purposes and for automobiles to realize how many of 
the people of this country may receive direct benefits 
from the work done in such an establishment as is 
proposed.” 


THE LEWIS GUN. 


In spite of the fact that there are 15,000 guns of the 
Lewis type in the hands of the British army assisting 
them in the drive against the Germans, our worthy 
Chief of Army Ordnance does not appear to be yet 
convinced of the value of this arm. ‘The latest indica- 
tion of this fact is found in the letter addressed by 
General Crozier July 15, 1916, to Senator Tillman, 
and read by the Senator in the debate of that same date 
on the Naval Experimental Station. In this letter we 
are told that the Lewis gun was offered for test to the 
Board of Ordnance and Fortification for trial by a 
private company. It behaved badly in competition with 
the Benét-Mercier and the Vickers owing to poor con- 
struction. A second trial by Army officers in April last, 
the results of which were published in our columns, led 
to a somewhat more favorable report, but not to the 
conclusion that it was superior to either the Benét- 
Mercier or the Vickers, except in its lightness and greater 
simplicity of parts. A third test followed, of which 
General Crozier says: 

“So much for the official tests. Last month (June, 
1916) an informal test by verbal order of the ecommand- 
ing general of the Eastern Department was held of the 
Lewis gun and the Benét-Mercier gun at Plattsburg, as 
a result of which the Lewis gun was declared to be 
superior to the Benét-Mercier gun in all respects except 
portability. The reason for the opposite conclusicn 
from that which had been reached in the two officisl 
tests must be sought in the different conditions of the 
Plattsburg test. At that test the guns of both classes 
were handled by civilian attendants of the military 
instruction camp, but the Benét-Mercier gun was in 
charge of the officer commanding the machine-gun troop 
of a Regular regiment, and its troubles were looked after 
by a non-commissioned officer of that troop, while the 
Lewis gun was in charge of an official of the manu- 
facturing company and had its troubles seen to by an 
expert furnished by that company. There is no evidence 
as to the condition in which the Benét-Mercier gun 
entered the trial, or the degree of knowledge in regard 
to them of the military people who were in charge. 
These points need clearing up. The number of rounds 
fired at this test by the Lewis gun was less than 2,000. 
At the official test last April the number was 15,000.” 

The Ordnance Department on July 3 directed that 
140 of the 250 Lewis guns, ordered on that date, be 
shipped to San Antonio Arsenal. They were delivered 
there on July 15 and are being issued to the regiments 
on the border and for use in a school of instruction for 
National Guard officers at San Antonio. Ten of the 
guns were shipped to the aero squadron of the Signal 
Corps at Columbus, N.M. The remaining 100 of the 
first order for the Lewis gun were shipped to the Spring- 
field Arsenal for issue to the National Guard organiza- 
tions at the mobilization camp as soon as they are ready 
to receive them. It is not made apparent whether any 
of the Lewis guns have been furnished to the Regular 
Army. The first issue should be to them. We regret 
to say that careful inquiries lead us to the conclusion 





that there has been from the beginning a prejudice 


against this gun in the Ordnance Office. This has been 
so marked that the interference of the Secretary of War 
in the matter was evoked. The last and most succesful 
trial of the Lewis gun has been under the orders of Gen- 
eral Wood, who has always been strongly in favor of this 
gun. 

The Lewis gun has been so thoroughly tested on Euro- 
pean battlefields that there should be no further question 
about its qualities. It has been used with British am- 
munition, and it is claimed that it will not stand the 
ordnance tests with the more powerful American am- 
munition. In that case it should be provided with am- 
munition suited to it, for it is much too valuable a gun 
to be thrown aside, as European experience shows.

Walter Wellman has been dreaming dreams about the 
effect of the war on the great Teuton Power, and has 
put the results into a sort of “looking backward” story 
entitled “The German Republic’ (IE. P. Dutton and 
Company). It pictures the German people as awaken- 
ing to a realization of the fact that the government has 
deceived them about the war and with a peaceful revolu- 
tion forming themselves into a republic of twenty-six 
states. This is the sort of a dream that only could be 
dreamed outside the confines of the German Empire. | 

That Germany has been the victim of Prussianism is 
the basis of the text of Herman Iernau’s “Because I 
Am a German” (IK. P. Dutton and Company). The 
author’s arguments are much of a piece with those 
expressed in “J’Accuse,” and, like that work, have won 
the distinction of being put under official ban by the 
German government. 

“The Soldier Boy,” by C. Lewis Hind (G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons), is a collection of sentimental essays suggested by 
the writer’s young nephew going with the British army 
and dying in battle. It is full of the emotion that is 
always a part of the lives of those who, for one reason 
or another, have to stay at home when their country 
is at war. 

In “The Restoration of Europe” (Macmillan) Dr. 
Alfred H, Fried presents another one of those admirable 
but seemingly hopeless briefs for international arbitra- 
tion and international “getting together” that in some 
distant day may bring about the result at which they 
aim through sheer force of numbers. “A beautiful treaty 
for world organization could be made in twenty-four 
hours,” he writes, “if only the will were there to give 
it life and enforce it.” But the weakness. of this par- 
ticular preachment is that it suggests no way of cultivat- 
ing that “will” which is the real. task of the pacifists. 
Dr. Fried’s original German text has been translated by 
Lewis Stiles Gannett. 

To the many books that have been written about the 
causes of the present war H. H. Powers, who will be 
remembered for an ‘extremely interesting. book about 





Greek art, has written another called “The Things Men 
Fight For” (Macmillan). Dr. Powers believes that 
national patriotism is at the root of the whole matter, 
which shows that his devotion to art has made him a 
sentimentalist. That economic questions are the basis 
of the whole European war few persons, except senti- 
mentalists, doubt. 


William Freeman (which isn’t his real name) is one 
of the type of literary preparedness disciples who believe 
that Germany and Japan and Great Britain are going 
to war with the United States at the first available 
opportunity. Therefore he has written a book entitled 
“Awake! U.S.A.” (George H. Doran Company) to repeat 
the oft-told lesson that we are not prepared for modern 
warfare. Like some other preparedness advocates, Wil- 
liam Freeman is given to exaggerated statement. Thus 
on page 129 of his book is a graphic showing that the 
United States had no modern dreadnoughts, while Japan 
has four, Germany fourteen and Great Britain twenty. 
According to the Navy Department statistics for 1914 
the United States has eight such ships, Japan two, 
Germany thirteen and Great Britain the number he 
stated. It is well to be enthusiastic, but it is better 
to be right. 


“The First Seven Divisions,” by Capt. Ernest Hamil- 
ton, is published by E. P. Dutton and Company, New 
York. It is an English army officer’s account of the 
engagements fought'in the beginning of the war from 
Mons to Ypres. Unlike most “war books,” this is a 
soldier’s technical narrative and has a decided importance 
from a military viewpoint as an unofficial but authorita- 
tive account of that long series of actions carried on in 
a retreat. 


“The Play-acting Woman,” by Guy Fleming (Long- 
mans, Green and Company, New York). A pointless 
story of the love of a poor Scots barrister for an English 
— told with much charm and humor of the Barrie 
order. 


“The Night Cometh,” by Paul Bourget, translated 
from the French by G. Frederic Lees (G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons, New York). Another of those familiar French 
triangles (only this time quite innocent) set down in 
a French military hospital of to-day. Morbid to the last 
degree, and proving that the spiritual change brought 
about abroad by the present war evidently cannot move 
the elder French artists out of their self-appointed ways. 

“War and Civilization.” By J. M. Robertson, M. P. 
E. P. Dutton and Company, New York. Another 
political and sociological argument to prove that Ger- 
many was in the wrong in her invasion of Belgium.

CIVILIANS AS ENGINEERS IN NAVY. 


In the course of the debate on the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill in the Senate on July 15, Senator Weeks made a 
strong plea against the provision for the appointment of 
thirty ensigns annually for the performance of engineer- 
ing duties only, such appointees being graduates of col- 
leges or technical schools with the degree of mechanical 
or electrical engineers Senator Weeks described this as 
an effort to “inject politics into the line of the Navy, and 
it is one of the most fatal steps that could be taken.” 
And he added: ““We have had politics in the line of the 
Army, and we have had too much of it, but it has never 
been in the line of the Navy.” 

Mr. Weeks traced the early history of the coming of 
engineers into the Navy from civil life and quoted our 
experiences in the Civil War and afterwards as showing 
not only the trouble that arose between the staff and 


‘line, but also as demonstrating that the class of engi- 


neering officers was not as high as those developed more 
recently under the system of having some of the Naval 
Academy graduates take a post-graduate course at Co- 
lumbia and at Annapolis. He pointed out that if the 


proposed measure was adopted “the taking of graduates 
from technical schools would have the following effect: 

“It ‘will amount practically to the creation of another 
Engineer Corps, with all the objectionable features of 
the past. It will discourage young officers from pursuing 
engineering, because they will look upon it as the pre- 
rogative of the graduate of the technical school. It will 
thus indirectly deprive line officers of experience which 
is very necessary for them to have to become efficient 
commanding officers. It will have a discouraging effect 
on the warrant machinists in the Service to see young 
men who know nothing about a ship or her machinery 
placed in positions of authority over them. They wiil 
resent it. 

“The entry of these young men is undesirable for the 
following reasons: They are unaccustomed to discipline 
and will enter the Navy at an age at which young men do 
not readily respond to discipline. They are unfamiliar 
with the Navy and with naval vessels, and it will take 
a long time to make them of much value. They lack a 
knowledge of marine engineering—few technical schools 
give any instruction in it and few are qualified to do so. 
They lack knowledge in handling men, which is a matter 
of prime importance, and which is instilled into the An- 
napolis man from the time he enters the Naval Academy. 
Experience during the Spanish War showed that the 
technical school man would require a long period of train- 
ing to make him of real assistance. Annapolis is now 
turning out 150 officers a year more than the waste. In 
a few years this will reach 225 to 250, and then we shall 
reach a condition where no vacancies exist and yet will be 
taking in young men from civil life. The congestion in 
the lower grades will be something appalling. In case 
of emergency, it has always been customary to send out 
to service at least two classes from the Academy. This 
would have the effect of immediately putting in the Ser- 
vice about 500 officers, all of whom would be much better 
prepared for the duty required of them than the techni- 
eal school men. If necessity demanded it, another class 
might be sent, and this class would probably do some- 
what better duty than the technical man because of their 
familiarity with the Navy and with naval vessels, having 
made one practice cruise. 

“For all these reasons,’ Mr. Weeks added, “it seems 
to me extremely undesirable to start this kind of a cor 
of men coming from such a source in the Navy. y 
judgment is that one of the weakest features of the Army 
has been that there are so many untrained civilians who 
have been taken into the military service because they 
can pass the prescribed examination. If the officers had 
been taken from the ranks, or if they had been gradu- 
ates of the Military Academy, the average efficiency of 
the officers of the Army would be higher. This not only 
will give us any number of officers of less efficiency than 
otherwise would be the case, but it will be a real dis- 
couragement to men who enter the Service in the —- 
neering department, who become machinists, and who 
might become officers under the provisions of the law.” 
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ADMIRAL KNIGHT FOR BATTLE CRUISERS. 


In response to the request of Secretary Daniels for 
a statement in connection with testimony already given 
before the House Committee on Naval Affairs on the 
subject of the battle of Jutland Bank, Rear Admiral 
Austin M. Knight, U.S.N., President of the Naval War 
College at Newport, R.I., has written to Secretary 
Daniels upholding his views expressed before the House 
Naval Affairs Committee on Feb. 28 and 29 of this year 
as to the importance of the battle cruiser in our Navy. 
The House Naval Affairs Committee had suggested to 
Secretary Daniels that the Admiral may have wished to 
make some modifications of his testimony given in 
February. 

In his first letter, dated July 8, Rear Admiral Knight 
wrote : 

“In my opinion neither Admiral Jellicoe’s report nor 
any other source of information at present available 
affords a basis for definite judgment as to the actual 
results of the battle. But this one fact is clear: the 
battle cruisers were doing the work of battleships, for 
which they were not designed, and they paid a penalty 
which was more or less inevitable. They were not only 
engaging battleships, but they were engaging them at 
short range. Admiral Jellicoe claims that, as a direct 
result of Admiral Beatty’s action, the British Grand 
Fleet was enabled to engage the enemy fleet and would 
have destroyed it but for the fact that thick weather 
set in and made it impossible to maintain contact. 

“Had the success which Admiral Jellicoe claims to 
have had almost within his grasp been actually attained 
it- would have been entirely due to the battle cruisers, 
and the loss of three of these would have been a small 
price to pay for such a result. In other words, the 
battle of Jutland, so far from discrediting the battle 
cruiser, has added a new area to its possible field of 
usefulness, and we may now say of it that in addition 
to its use for scouting and screening and for operating 
as a fast wing against the flanks of an enemy’s fleet, it 
may be used for ‘holding’ an enemy fleet until our main 
fleet can come up. That it may be subject to heavy 
losses in accomplishing this task does not make the task 
less useful or less brilliant. . . 

“My reply to the inquiry of the Naval Committee is, 
then, that my view of the value of the battle cruiser 
has been somewhat enhanced by the results of the battle 
off Jutland, so far as these results are known.” 

Rear Admiral Knight then. quotes his testimony 
before the House committee, in which he pointed out 
that, while the- battleship was “the backbone of every 
efficient fighting navy in the world and must continue 
so,” he believed that the design of battleships was in a 
state of flux as to details, and that changes will be 
made within the next year “which will enable us a year 
from this time to design a battleship which will meet 
measurably some of the dangers which have developed 
during this war.” 

His letter continues: “The battle off Jutland has not 
led me to modify these views, but I learn that in the 
four months which have elapsed since these were ex- 
pressed the development in battleship design to which 
I looked forward at that time has advanced so' rapidly 
that it is possible to introduce this year the improvement 
which I had in mind as likely to be ready for next year; 
and for this reason I am glad of the opportunity to 
make one change in my recommendation, as follows: 

“If the number of capital ships to be provided for 
this year is four, I recommend that all be battle cruisers. 

“If the number is six, I recommend four battle 
cruisers and two dreadnoughts. 

“If the number is eight, I recommend four battle 
cruisers and four dreadnoughts. 

“If the number is ten, I recommend six battle 
cruisers and four dreadnoughts.” . 

On July 9 Rear Admiral Knight followed this with 
a second letter, in which he developed his argument 
for the battle cruiser still further: 

“I desire to invite attention to the marked difference 
between conditions under which the British and German 
navies have been operating in the North Sea, and the 
conditions under which the U.S. Navy would operate 
in case of war with an enemy beyond the seas. The 
North Sea is only about 350 miles wide and the same 
distance in length. Practically its whole area can be 
kept under constant observation by scouting craft of 
various types, supplemented by Zeppelins and aero- 
planes. Fast ships can pass from the British to the 
German coast between daylight and dark. It results 
from the above conditions that there is no such demand 
in the present war for vessels of the battle cruiser type 
as would exist in a war on the Atlantic or Pacific, nor 
is there any opportunity for these ships to give evidence 
of their value in the primary rdle for which they are 
intended.” 

Again he refers to his House committee testimony to 
define the rédle the battle cruisers would have to play, 
in which he laid stress on the need of scouting vessels. 
In that testimony Rear Admiral Knight said: “Our 
fleet, if it were sent to sea to-morrow to defend our 
Atlantic coast from Eastport, Me. to the Panama 
Canal, would go out with the commander-in-chief and 
everybody under his command practically blindfolded. 
I am sure you all know that the very first thing trat 
the commander of an army or a fleet needs is informa- 
tion of the enemy, his whereabouts, his movements, the 
constitution of his force, and, if possible, information 
as to his plan. : 

“Battle cruisers, in addition to a great many other 
functions which they are qualified to perform, are ideal 
vessels for scouting. The characteristic of a _ battle 
cruiser is that it has very high speed associated with 
very great gun power, and especially very long range 
gun power, and it cannot be difficult for you to see that 
this gives exactly the qualities which are wanted when 
a contact is made with, it may be, the small scouts of 
an enemy fleet, which the battle cruiser can destroy 
without danger to itself, or with a larger force, dis- 
covered, perhaps, at early dawn, from which force the 
battle cruiser can escape carrying his information with 
him. If the force encountered is intermediate between 
the two, the gun power of the battle cruiser and the 
power of selecting his own range by virtue of his speed 
will make it possible to use his long range guns while 
keeping out of range of the enemy, and will thus enable 
him to do a great deal in an offensive as well as in a 
defensive way.” 

The Admiral’s letter ended with a further quotation 
from his testimony in which, with “sketch map he showed 
our coast line from New England to the Panama Canal 
and pictured the problem our Navy would have in reach- 
ing one point or the other to defend our coast before 
an enemy fleet reached it. ‘To-day,’ he concluded, ‘that 
in order to make our present force adequate to defend 
any situation whatever which involves a movement to- 
ward our coast of an enemy fleet we must be able to 





find that fleet, to keep track of its movements, and 
now where we must go to meet it.’”

GUNNERY PRACTICE IN THE NAVY. 


The resolution offered by Senator Lodge on June 30 
asking the Secretary of the Navy for information rela- 
tive to the gunnery practice of battleships in the U.S. 
Navy, the first reply to which was printed in the last 
issue of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, has brought 
forth in further reply four statements on fleet gunnery 
practice by Admiral H. T. Mayo, Rear Admiral F. F. 
Fletcher, Capt. William S. Sims and Capt. C. P. 
Plunkett. These were transmitted to the Senate by 
Secretary Daniels (S.D. 496) on July 11. 


In transmitting these statements Secretary Daniels 
wrote that after he had sent his preliminary reply to 
the Senate Captain Plunkett made a comparative state- 





ment for several years based on the scale adopted by ~ 


Admiral Mayo and first used last year. This statement 
by Captain Plunkett as summarized is as follows:

Admiral Mayo’s statement was dated U.S.S. Wyoming, 
Newport, R.I., July 9. It began with a reply to an 
article in the Washington (D.C.) Post describing the 
“bad gunnery by the fleet,’”’ Admiral Mayo pointing out 
that the newspaper’s deductions were drawn from a 
report of ratings made on completion of elementary 
target practice in the fall of 1915. While this report 
showed an increase in efficiency of about forty per cent. 
in all the battleships that fired, there was still room for 
improvement. ‘The report was based only on the prac- 
tice referred to and was prepared “as it was believed 
that a standard which it was possible for battleships to 
attain had by no means been reached.” The system 
used in determining the ratings was a development of 
that used by the Navy Department as early as 1905 and 
further developed by the Navy Department in 1908. In 
rating the ships of the battleship squadrons on the 
elementary practice of last fall the above system was 
used, being developed and extended to all ships. For 
instance, ships receiving 85 per cent. of the final merit 
of the highest ship were rated as excellent, those receiv- 
ing between 75 and 85 per cent. were rated as good, 
those receiving between 60 and 75 per cent. were rated 
as fair, those receiving between 50 and 60 per cent. were 
rated as poor, and less than 50 per cent. as unsatis- 
factory. 

Admiral Mayo’s statement continues: “Briefly, the 
development of the elementary practice has been as 
follows: A short range practice has been held since about 
1902, except during the year 1911, when it was omitted. 
Although the name of the practice has been changed 
several times, the ranges and sizes of the targets have 
remained practically the same. In fact, for battleships 
there has been no change in either range or size of target 
since 1910. There have been changes in the methods of 
conducting the practice, all with a view to making this 
short range practice, under absolutely known conditions, 
a thorough preparation for the battle target practice 
and for battle. Prior to 1913 guns’ crews were per- 
mitted to fire at will on this practice, which contributed 
largely to the interests in it, though it was somewhat 
artificial for actual battle. In 1913, due to natural 
progress, the guns’ crews were required to fire on this 
practice as they would do in battle, and this progress 


has been continued up to the present time, slight changes - 


being made to eliminate artificialities in so far as pos- 
sible. It is believed that this change, i.e., requiring guns’ 
crews to fire as in battle, was a very radical one, and 
when made its importance was not fully appreciated 
by the Service. I believe that the present short range 
practice retains all the basic principles necessary to 
train and develop the ships’ batteries for battle, as well 
as to retain interest of the individual units in the results. 

“The Navy Department has recently issued orders for 
the coming short range practice, heretofore known as 
elementary practice, which embodies practically all the 
developments of the past three years, and which produced 
fairly satisfactory results at battle ranges of six to nine 
miles held in Cuban waters the past winter. It is noted 
that the resolution of Senator Lodge called for a report 
regarding elementary target practice of 1915-16, for 
which the above comparison was made, and not for a 
report of target practice for the full gunnery year. It 


may be proper to state here briefly that the results of . 


the long range practice held in Cuban waters during 
the past winter under the direction of Admiral Fletcher, 
who was then commander-in-chief, while in no sense 
phenomenal or resulting in a great number of actual 
hits on the target screen, did demonstrate that our ships 
could hit at long range, and the result of the target 
practice imparted to officers and men a feeling of 
confidence in their ability to do good work on actual 
ships at long ranges, which feeling I consider to be a 
most valuable asset to the fleet. These practices were 
conducted at ranges from two to three miles greater 
than the practices of any previous year. 

“During my tour of duty in Mexican waters I noted 
that there was not the interest in gunnery matters that 
there had been during my service as executive officer of 
the battleship Wisconsin and later in command afloat on 
the west coast. Generally speaking, the lack of interest 
was said to be due to, first, omitting the short range prac- 
tice for the year 1911 and, second, the lack of proper 
preparation. I definitely concluded during this period 
that the lack of interest in gunnery was not only ap- 
parent but real, and that, regardless of the reasons 
therefor, something had to be done to revive the interest 
in gunnery if there was to be a satisfactory degree of 
gunnery efficiency in all ships. Upon taking command 
of the first division in the fall of 1914, on my return from 
Mexican waters, I was impressed by the report of the 
elementary practice of the North Dakota, under the com- 
mand of Capt. C. P. Plunkett, which was forwarded to 
the Navy Department through the division commander. 
The system and methods employed appeared to be ex- 
tremely thorough and of very great value, and the re- 
sults had been demonstrated by the excellent target prac- 
tices of the ship. The report above referred to included 
a description of a system for locating errors made in 
practice and determining. with reasonable certainty, the 
causes of practically all misses. This system, first 
initiated under Admiral Badger, had been thoroughly de- 
veloped on the North Dakota in 1913-14. 

“Admiral Fletcher continued this work by ordering its 
application at once to ships whose elementary practice 
had been delayed and appointing a board of specially 
selected officers to determine errors for three ships whose 
practices had been delayed. I have every reason to be- 
lieve that in all his efforts to increase the battle efficiency 
‘4 the fleet under his command Admiral Fletcher had 
the hearty support of the Navy Department, and it is 
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believed that the dissemination of gunnery knowledge in 
the fleet during the past year has been greater than dur- 
ing any similar period in recent years. I believe the 
above shows what has been accomplished recently under 
the direction of Admirals Badger and Fletcher, with the 
full co-operation of the Navy Department, and also, at 
least by inference, conveys the effect that there now 
exists in the fleet an excellent gunnery spirit and a 
thorough interest in the attainment of battle efficiency, 
which cannot fail to bring about a further improvement 
in the hitting ability of the fleet.” 

Rear Admiral Fletcher’s statement began with a 
declaration that “the implication that there has been a 
deterioration in efficiency in the gunnery practice of the 
Atlantic Fleet in the last three or four years is not justi- 
fied.” He declared the records would prove this and 
pointed to the fact that whereas “where formerly we 
fired at ranges of 7,000 to 8,000 yards our practice this 
year was conducted at the extreme range of 18,000 yards 
with results far better than anyone could have antici- 
pated.” Rear Admiral Fletcher brings his statement to a 
conclusion with a denial of the often printed statement 
that the fleet’s duty in Mexican waters in 1914 inter- 
fered with target practice in the ships on that service. 

Captain Sims goes back to 1902, in beginning his 
statement, when the U.S. Navy took up the system of 
training inaugurated by Capt. Percy Scott, of the British 
navy when our Navy was using a range of about one 
mile. He describes how the ranges were gradually in- 
creased and how progress was being made when “unfortu- 
nately, about 1909 a serious fundamental mistake was 
made in the Navy Department in abolishing the short 
range practice and carrying out only long range prac- 
tices at increased ranges. I wish to make it entirely 
clear that the fundamental mistak of abolishing the short 
range practice was due exclusively to naval officers. It 
had nothing to do with the administration of the Navy 
Department at that time. The Navy Department acted 
upon the advice of a limited number of officers, and these 
officers made the mistake above referred to.” 

Captain Plunkett’s statement includes tables of ele- 
mentary practice for the last five years arranged on the 
seale adopted by Admiral Mayo. He states that this 
form of practice was abandoned in 1911, “it being con- 
sidered by the majority of the officers of the Navy that 
there was no relation between the elementary practice 
and the batle practice,’ the development and use of the 
camera showing that the assumption that ships which did 
poorly on the elementary practice reached high scores on 
battle practice was entirely false. “The damage had al- 
ready been done, however, and it has taken the last four 
years to repair it—but not without considerable opposi- 
tion in many quarters of high responsibility. The ten- 
dency of officers and men to attempt to walk before they 
can crawl was just as strong in the officers of the Ameri- 
can Navy as in any other path of life, and in spite of 
their superior education there were many who believed 
that there was a short road to successful gunnery, avoid- 
ing months of preparation and drudgery. This lesson has 
been learned by the officers of the Navy, and is to-day 
the cause of the improvement in our gunnery.”

THE LESSON OF KITCHENER’S CAMPAIGN. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In the letter from your correspondent, the Venerable 
W. M. Walton, printed in your issue of July 1, there 
is a suggestion that we study Kitchener’s campaign in 
the Soudan and take some lessons from it. What, sir, 
are the lessons that we could take from Kitchener’s 
campaign that would apply to the military situation in 
Mexico with profit to our Army and the general conduct 
of a Mexican campaign? Let us see. Kitchener first 
went to Egypt in 1882 at the time of the Arabi revolt. 
From that time the chief interests of his life were in 
Egypt until 1898, when what may be styled, for con- 
venience, the Mahdi rebellion was brought to an end 


at Omdurman. Thus fourteen years were spent in this 
general task, a period divided into three phases, the last 
of which only need concern me here. 

This phase was begun in 1896, when the Salisbury 
government decided that the time had come for the 
reconquest of the Soudan. Kitchener began that task 
with an Anglo-Egyptian army of 10,000 men in March, 
1896. He had the desert before him and the Nile on 
his left flank. By Sept. 23 he had advanced to Dongola, 
building his famous railroad before him and incidentally 
fighting the engagements at Firket, Hafir and Dongola. 
At Firket he had halted in his advance to accumulate 
sufficient supplies and to prepare the fleet of steamers 
that was to accompany his advance up the Nile. 

From Dongola, which marked the end of the first 
stage of the reconquest of the Soudan, Kitchener had 
several routes open to him. He chose the one from 
Wady Halfa to Abu Hamed, that necessitated building 
his railroad across 230 miles of desert, which his 
biographers usually allude to as “an audacious project.” 
He built 130 miles of this road during the seven months 
from January to July, 1897, inclusive. After he fought 
the battles of Abu Hamed (Aug. 7) and Berber (Aug. 
31) the remaining stretch of the road (100 miles) was 
completed. Then came the battles of the Atbara on 
April 8, 1898, when 12,000’ good fighting men under 
Mahmud and Osman Digna faced Kitchener’s army and 
were defeated with a total of only 551 casualties on 
the Anglo-Egyptian side. The railroad reached Atbara 
in June, 1898, and then Kitchener began his advance 
on Omdurman. The force under his command was by 
that time increased to 22,000 men. The battle of 
Omdurman was fought Sept. 2. The Mahdists had 
52,000 men to throw against the Sirdar’s 22,000. When 
the day was done the end of Kitchener’s fourteen years’ 
work was at hand. He had taken Omdurman and 
shattered the Mahdist forces forever with a loss of only 
386 men, while the enemy suffered the enormous loss 
of 10,700. It is estimated that the reconquest of the 
Soudan had cost the equivalent of $11,000,000 of our 
money. 

But what strategic lesson or lessons can we find 
in this campaign? The only answer I can find is that 
Kitchener built a railroad: before him as he advanced 
up the Nile. When one considers what the U.S. Army 
taught the world in the use of railroads as strategic 
factors in military operations in the Civil War I cannot 
see what light is thrown on them by Kitchener’s simple 
task. We know that the German army has founded its 
railway corps on the one we worked out in the Rebel- 
lion, with its operating corps and its marvelous con- 
struction corps. What military commander since Sher- 
man’s time ever conceived so brilliant a piece of military 
strategy as seeing the wisdom of destroying a railroad 
behind him to make it ineffective for his pursuing 
enemy? There may be faults in the civilian administra- 
tion of our railroads, but when it comes to actual 
warfare I cannot see that any campaign fought since 
the end of the Civil War can teach us anything about 
their use. And one may recall, incidentally, that it was 
not until the Boer war that any European country 
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worked out so complete a hospital train as we had in 
this country by 1864. 

Your correspondent may point out Kitchener’s prepara- 
tions for his advance as a lesson to us. To this I would 
answer that his simple directness of action seems almost 
childlike in view of what is needed nowadays for a 
campaign.

NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS IN SENATE. 

After a week’s deliberation upon the 184-page Naval 
Appropriation bill (H.R. 15947)—the largest in the 
history of the country in amount of money appropriated, 
over $315,000,000; in variety of new legislative items 
and in point of text—the Senate has adopted its Naval 
Committee’s recommendations almost without exception. 
The building program reported by the committee re- 
ceived two days’ consideration and was then adopted 
by the Committee of the Whole by a viva voce vote. 

With the building program out of the way a final vote 
upon the bill to passage seemed assured on July 18, 
but the question of a government-owned armor plant 
developed strong opposition, which carried the discussion 
of the bill over for several days. Action on the bill 
later than July 18 will be found under our heading of 
“Sixty-fourth Congress” on another page. 

THE BUILDING PROGRAM. 

The bill as passed by the House authorizes seventy- 
two new ships to be built at once. The Senate authorizes 
157, sixty-six of which are to be begun as soon as prac- 
ticable, the construction of the remainder to be begun 
prior to July 1, 1919. ‘There follows a comparison of 
the bill as passed by the House and this bill as to new 
ship construction :

Provision is made for enlarging all the larger navy 
yards so that the largest ships can be accommodated, 
and authorizes the enlargement of drydocks and the 
main yards where battleships are docked, built and 
repaired. In order to expedite the construction of ships 
a bonus of twenty per cent. is provided for in the amount 
allowed for the building program. ‘The allowance for 
the Washington Gun Factory is expected to double its 
capacity. A shell factory, to cost not to exceed 
$1,411,222, is authorized, and there is appropriated for 
it this year $705,611. The total amount carried by the 
bill for this year’s construction, under the program 
authorized, is $110,726,160, and the whole authoriza- 
tion is $188,180,576, leaving for future appropriation 
$477,454,416. 

The expenditure of $3,300,000 for batteries for mer- 
chant dig is authorized, and of this amount $1,650,000 
is made available this year. 

The ammunition item is the largest ever carried in 
a Navy bill. It appropriates $19,485,000, and supplies 
all the ships to be built in the next two years. 

The Senate adopted an amendment offered by Senator 
Cummins doubling the present two weeks’ vacation 
given to navy yard, gun factory, arsenal and ordnance 
employees. A determined effort was made by Pacific 
coast ‘Senators to amend the bill to require that three 
battleships be built in those waters. Senator Phelan in 
discussing this matter talked about the danger of 
hostilities with Japan. He said there were 90, 
Japanese in Hawaii, and the Japanese government re- 
garded them as their nationals entitled to the protection 
of the home government. 

The amendment to have three battleships built on 
the Pacific coast was lost by a vote of 17 to 48 

As noted in our issue of July 15, the Senate votes 
$500,000 for a- channel through Hell Gate, Kast. River, 
to the New York Navy Yard. 

The experimental and research laboratory for which 
the Senate provides $1,500,000 is to be located in Wash- 
ington on government land and its limit of cost is put 
at $2,000,000. Research work is to include aeroplanes 
and other aircraft, as well as the subjects already pro- 
posed for ordnance, submarine protection and motive 
power, radio installation, etc. 

The commission of five officers to report on advis- 
ability of establishing additional navy yards is also to 
consider the subject of additional submarine and naval 
bases on Atlantic, Gulf of Mexico and Pacific coasts 
and other U.S. possessions, and also the establishment 
of a first year school for military cadets and midshipmen. 

The paragraphs that sought to empower the President 
to commandeer the manufacturing facilities and plants 
of the country when needed for naval equipment in 
time of war went out of the bill on point of order. 

VARIOUS MATTERS. 


A provision of $1,500 to mark the grave of Rear 
Admiral Charles Wilkes, U.S.N., at Arlington, is added. 


The President is authorized to utilize the services of 
postmasters of second, third and fourth classes in 
procuring recruits. 


All the increases of appropriation recommended by 
the Senate Naval Committee and published on page 
1464, our issue of July 8, were adopted. In addition 
the following were made: 

Navy Aeronautic Station, Pensacola: Storm damage 
repairs, $420,000. 

Construction plant, Portsmouth, N.H., increased from 
$10,000 to $25,000. 

Expenses Board of Visitors to Naval Academy, raised 
from $500 to $3,000 

The President is allowed hereafter fifteen instead of 
ten appointments annually to the Naval Academy; the 
Secretary of the Navy twenty-five instead of fifteen, 
the latter to be enlisted men of the Navy not over twenty 
years of age at date of entrance to Academy. Four 


Filipinos are to be permitted to attend the Academy, 
one for each class. 

The Senate committee’s text of the Naval Flying 
Corps legislation is adopted. Likewise the new pro- 
visions relating to the administration of justice in the 
Navy. The amendments relating to a naval reserve 
force and the composition of the Naval Reserve and 
Naval Auxiliary Reserve, Naval Coast Defense Reserve, 
Volunteer Naval Reserve, Naval Reserve Flying Corps, 
Marine Corps Reserve and the appropriations for paying 
the Naval Reserve and the Naval Militia were all 
adopted as recommended by the committee. 

The Coast Guard is to study aviation and members 
thereof are to serve on aeronautic duty. 

The Light House Service is to pass under jurisdiction 
of Navy Department or War Department in emergency 
if President so directs. 


PERSONNEL. 

With modifications noted below, the Senate adopted 
all the personnel legislation recommended by the Naval 
Committee as published in our issue of July 1, pp. 1432 
and 1436. The adopted paragraphs include those by 
which the enlisted strength of the Navy is increased 
from 55,000 to 74,700, and the President is authorized 
in an emergency to increase the strength to 87,000 men 
in the Navy and 17,400 in the Marine Corps. The 
Naval Militia is placed on the same military footing as 
the National Guard and is thus made available in case 
of necessity as apart of the strength of the Navy. 
Provision is made for the co-ordination of the Coast 
Guard and Light House Service with the Navy in time 
of war, and two new cutters for the Coast Guard Ser- 
vice are authorized. 

The modifications made by the Senate in its Naval 
Committee’s personnel provisions include the following: 

In adopting the paragraphs fixing the percentages in 
the commissioned personnel the Senate changes the 
ratios in the Construction Corps to read: “One and a 
half naval constructors, with rank of rear admiral, to 
eight and a half naval constructors rank of captain, 
to fourteen naval constructors rank commander, :to 
seventy-six naval constructors and assistant naval con- 
structors rank below commander.” 

In the Dental Corps legislation the Senate would 
include “all officers in active service appointed under 
the provisions of the Act of March 4, 1913,” among 
those who shall be appointed dental surgeons without 
further examination and without regard to age qualifi- 
cations prescribed in this section. ; 


A proviso is added: “That Section 1440, Rev. Stats., 
shall hereafter apply only to officers on active list.” 
This would make it possible for retired otlicers to accept 
consular duty without losing naval status and pay. The 
committee’s provision that “hereafter no officer of the 
Navy who is a graduate of the Naval Academy shall 
be retired for age on reaching age of sixty-two years 
unless and until he shall have completed forty-one years’ 
service in Navy from date of graduation from Naval 
Academy,” went out of the bill on point of order. 

This new paragraph was adopted: “For pay and other 
purposes the service of any professor of mathematics 
in the Navy, as an instructor at the U.S. Naval Academy 
previous to being commissioned shall count as service 
in the Navy.” This was adopted in the interests of 
Professors Johnson and Cusachs. 


To the list of retired officers which the House voted 
to restore to the active list the Senate adds Capt. F. 
W. Kellogg, Comdrs. A. M. Cook, E. R. Pollock, Capt. 
W. I. Chambers, Rear Admiral Walter McLean, Comdr. 
G. N. Hayward, of whom Captain Chambers and Com- 
mander Hayward are to go to rear admiral and captain, 
respectively. 

To the House provisions for the Marine Corps the 
Senate adds a proviso as to filling of vacancies in grade 
of second lieutenant: “That hereafter vacancies in the 
grade of second lieutenant shall be filled as follows: 
First, as far as practicable, from graduates of the Naval 
Academy each year upon completing the prescribed 
course at the Naval Academy; second, from meritorious 
non-commissioned officers of the Marine Corps; third, 
from meritorious petty officers of the Navy; fourth, from 
civil life; Provided further, That the ages of appointees 
from petty officers of the Navy shall be the same as now 
provided or may be hereafter provided for non-commis- 
sioned officers of the Marine Corps.” Another insert 
provides that “the Secretary Navy, in his discretion, 
may waive the age limit in favor of ofiicers who have 
already had service in the Marine Corps.” And as 
rewritten in the Senate, “Appointments from non- 
commissioned officers of Marine Corps, from petty officers 
of the Navy and from civil life shall be for a proba- 
tionary period of two years, and may be revoked at any 
time during that time by the Secretary of the Navy.” 


COMMITTEE’S PERSONNEL RECOMMENDATIONS ADOPTED 
WITHOUT CHANGE. 


The Senate committee’s personnel legislation adopted 
without change relates to the following subjects, full 
account of which we gave in our issue of July 1, pages 
14382 and 1486: i 

Chief of Naval Operations, rank, title, assistants and 
duties. 

Commissioned personnel total number exclusive of 
commissioned warrant officers to be four per cent. of 
total enlisted strength of active list. The ratios in each 
grade and corps are prescribed. 

Chief warrant officers after six years’ commission are 
to receive pay and allowances of lieutenant (J.G.) ; 
after twelve years’ commission, pay and allowances of 
lieutenant. Warrant officers are to receive heat and 
light allowances of an ensign, and leaves with pay. 

Promotion to grades of captain and rear admiral by 
selection from lower grade on recommendation of at 
least seven members of a board of nine flag officers. 


For retirement of officers now in Navy or Marine 
Corps service counts from dates of precedence. 


The Senate adopts the amendment by which the thirty 
ensigns it is proposed to appoint annually from civil 
life for engineering duties shall, after three years’ 
probationary service, be commissioned after passing 
examination to qualify for general duties of the line. 

Hereafter any retired officer of the naval service who 
shall be detailed on active duty shall, while so serving, 
receive active duty pay and allowances of grade, not 
above that of lieutenant commander in Navy or of 
major in Marine Corps, that he would have attained 
in due course of promotion if he had remained on active 
list for a period beyond date of his retirement equal to 
total amount of time during which he has been detailed 
on active duty since retirement; provided, that nothing 
herein shall be construed to reduce pay of any retired 
officer on active duty whose retired pay exceeds active 
pi pay and allowances for grade of lieutenant com- 
mander. 


Hereafter all commissioned Officers of active list of 


Tt 
Navy shall receive same pay and allowances according 
to rank and length of service. 

An amendment of Sec. 6 of Legislative Act of May 
10, 1916, makes it possible for the secretary of the 
House Naval Committee, Mr. Theall, to receive both 
his retired naval pay and pay of his position in the 
Senate. 

Loss of numbers and failure in examination in Marine 
Corps is provided for as follows: 

In lieu of suspension from promotion of any officer of Marine 
Corps who hereafter fails to pass for promotion, or who is 
now under suspension from promotion by reason of sug¢h fail- 
ure, such officer shall suffer loss of numbers, upon approval 
of recommendation of examining board, in respective ranks, 
as follows: Lieutenant colonel, 1; major, 2; captain, 3; first 
lieutenant, 5; second lieutenant, 8: Provided, That any such 
officer shall be re-examined as soon as may be expedient after 
expiration of six months if he in meantime again becomes due 
for promotion, and if he does not in meantime again become 
dus for promotion he shall be re-examined at such time an- 
terior ‘to again becoming due for promotion as may be for best 
interests of the Service: Provided further, That if any such 
officer fails to pass a satisfactory professional re-examinatien 
he shall be honorably discharged with one year’s pay from the 
Marine Corps. 
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A BRITISH VIEW OF OUR ARMY. 


Boston, July 9, 1916. 
To THE Epitog OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

As a British officer in this country buying horses and 
what not, I cannot but be a bit impressed by and very 
much in sympathy with the “preparedness” movement, 
now become such an issue here. 

From time to time one reads in the press of the diffi- 
culty your Army is having in obtaining recruits to meet 
the recently authorized increase in the Service. 

May I humbly suggest that this may be due, partially, 
to the fact that your Army appears—from ean English 
point of view—to be utterly lacking in those elements 
of the picturesque and in those | pene which appeal 
to the imaginations of thousands of men who are instinc- 
tively soldiers, but who need some stimulus to bring out 
their martial inclinations? By this I mean that in 
America you have no brilliant uniforms; your soldiers 
on liberty are attired in clothes which do not fit them, 
and in which, if they did fit, no man could possibly feel 
smart or dapper. The men do not walk well and are 
not military in appearance—doubtless through ignorance 
—and in conversation with several of them I learnt— 
what was to me as an Englishman a most amazing 
thing—that most of your men prefer to appear in public 
in mufti rather than in uniform. 

Your regimental bands never play in your parks, and 
except on special holidays one never sees troops march- 
ing through your streets with music at their head. One 
never sees any of your officers in uniform cantering 
round Central Park, dining at the restaurants nor attend- 
ing the theater. To borrow one of your excellent ex- 
pressions, your Army never “shows off” nor parades 
before the people. 

And what is the obvious result? 

Americans are densely ignorant of their own Army. 
Most of them have never seen an American soldier and 
cannot tell you the most elementary facts concerning 
the Service. The idea of the Army’s existence seems, 
to an outsider, hardly to occur to the great majority of 
the population. It was not my good fortune to come 
to the United States before this war, and I had not up to 
then studied your Service any more than I had that of, 
let us say, the Argentine, but I can assure you that I 
knew far more about the American Army than does 
the average New Yorker of means and education whom 
it has been my pleasure to meet. 

Friends here tell me that uniforms, bands, parades, 
etc., do not appeal to Americans and that the more 
frequent appearance of the Army in public would not 
attract recruits. I cannot agree with them. 

From the standpoint of heredity your people, whether 
Anglo-Saxons, Germans or French, etc., come from races 
with an inborn love of the military. Surely this has 
not been totally lost during the development of the 
country. Again, from a practical point of view, I myself 
have seen Americans shout and stamp when a band— 
usually made up of offensive foreigners—passes through 
a street at the head of some civic delegation and playing 
any tune with a swing to it. Also many of your Militia 
regiments design for themselves most gaudy full dress 
uniforms, for use, it would seem, only in the privacy of 
their armories. Why never in public? Are they self- 
conscious or ashamed? 

From my own experience on recruiting service in 
England before the war I know that we always got 
more men in cities and towns where the military was in 
evidence and where “Tommy” could strut about the 
streets with a natty cap cocked over one eye, a swagger 
stick in his hand, and a girl on his arm, than we ever 
did in districts where the army was comparatively un- 
known. 

It may be that I am quite mistaken in this matter 
in connection with the military qualities of your people, 
but I do not think so, and take the liberty of writing 
in this manner in the belief that you will accept these 
criticisms from an invalided “Britisher” in this splendid 
country in the same very friendly spirit in which they 


are made.

The 
Honor Guard Girls in Laredo, Texas, showed a splendid 
and genereus spirit in the prompt action of sympathy 
and respect for the three American soldiers of Company 
M, 14th Cavalry, killed in the battle with the bandits at 
San Agnacio during the last week in June. Above all, 
our girls are not conflicting with any other organization. 
We do not duplicate work. _We aim to reach girls other 
organizations have failed to reach, and the tremendous 
response we have had shows we have appealed to the 
girls in the right way.”

NATIONAL GUARD IN FEDERAL SERVICE. 


In view of the published criticism on the recent mobil- 
ization of the National Guard, in answer to the Presi- 
dent’s call for service, it is interesting to note that the 
National Guard of the state of Washington made a fine 
record, and is certainly free from criticism. Adjutant 
Gen. Maurice Thompson, of Washington, under date of 
Seattle, July 16, 1916, sends us the following interesting 
facts concerning the mobilization of the troops of his 
state: 

“The entire force from this state called into Federal 
service by the President’s order, consisting of the 2d 
Regiment of Infantry, Troop B, Cavalry and Field Com- 
pany A, Signal Corps, were recruited to maximum war 
strength and moved to the mobilization camp in six days. 
This force left the mobilization camp on July 4 for 
Calexico, Cal., completely equipped for field service. The 
train equipment and subsistence en route was entirely 
satisfactory. The troops are now in camp at Calexico 
with ample tentage and all facilities for comfort and con- 
venience. The troops went into service without change 
of commissioned personnel that existed prior to the mobil- 
ization. Special credit is due to Capt. Harold D. Co- 
burn, U.S.A., inspector-instructor, Infantry, for expedit- 
ing the muster and equipment of troops. All officers 
and enlisted men have subscribed to the oath required 
by Section 70 and 73, Act of June 3. There was no 
dissatisfaction with any feature of the mobilization, 
equipment, transportation or subsistence of troops in any 
instance.” 

SANITARY PRECAUTIONS. 


Screened kitchens and mess shacks for the troops are 
being constructed at all the border camps for the health 
and comfort of the troops. This is a matter which Major 
General Funston, commanding the Southern Department, 
has given particular attention. The strict enforcement 
of sanitary rules is also demanded. As many have but 


one suit of clothing and only the underclothing they have- 


on, they are neither clean nor comfortable, no matter 
how careful they may be about bathing. Many men are 
securing an additional set of underclothes when possible. 
The sanitary condition of the various camps and the 
health of the men composing the units of state troops 
encamped in the Brownsville district is excellent, ac- 
cording to Major W. N. Bispham, U.S.A., medical officer, 
attached to the staff of wen. James Parker, U.S.A. Major 
Bispham made an inspection trip through the various 
camps. The command of Major General O’Ryan, of the 
New York Guardsmen, Major Bispham says, is in ex- 
ceptionally good condition, but very few cases of sick- 
ness have been reported and the men are rapidly becom- 
ing used to the change of the climate. The Illinois 
troops, he said, were also in good shape and were rapidly 
rounding into form. At present the men are being made 
accustomed to the weather by early morning work. the 
drills starting between six and seven a.m. and ending at 
ten a.m. The water supply for drinking purposes has 
been thoroughly tested and found up to requirements and 
standard. Part is obtained from deep wells and part from 
the river, the latter having been subjected to careful 
sterilization before being used. Ample bathing facilities 
for the men have also been provided in all camps. 


FREIGHT CONGESTION. 


There has been a considerable conjection of freight cars 
on the overtaxed railroads along the border and some sup- 
plies badly needed have been delayed in consequence. This 
relates both to food and equipment, but with additional 
sidings and a gradual falling off the first great influx of 
troop trains, the situation is improving. There has been 
no serious food shortage among the troops on the border, 
and as we have previously pointed out the only hardships 
likely are due to the lack of skilled field cooks. ‘The 
health of the troops continues remarkably good, and the 
officers and men are getting gradually hardened to the 
new conditions. 

General Funston, commanding the Southern Depart- 
ment, has directed the commanding officer of each regi- 
ment of the Militia, upon its arrival at and going into 
camp at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, to send four en- 
listed men (bakers) to the post bakery for duty as assist- 
ants to the baker in charge. 


STRENGTH OF TROOPS. 


Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., gave out the fol- 
lowing figures on July 18 of the number of state troops 
xent to the border from the Eastern Department, which 
he commands. ‘The total nuuber at the border or on the 
way is 53,941. This includes 17,125 of the New York 
National Guard and 12,779 of the Pennsylvania National 
Guard. The New York division is still short of the 
requisite number by 2,875 men and Pennsylvania lacks 

7.221 of the full quota of her division. New York and 
Yenenyitenia are the only two states in the department, 
that have their Guardsmen organized into divisions. 


DISORDERLY MEN, 

That some 700 men, largely recruits of the New York 
National Guard, should have been able to make raids at 
Erie, Pa., and Cleveland, Ohio, on stores for food, does 
not speak well for the ability of officers on duty with them 


to control the men and enforce discipline. The raids 
were made, it is alleged, because the men were not sup- 
plied with food. According to information from the head- 
quarters of Major Gen. Leonard Wood, commanding the 
Eastern Department, there was a supply of ten days’ 
Regular Army rations aboard the trains for each man, 
and there was no excuse for such disorderly outbreaks. 
It is probable that while there were ample rations aboard 
the train, there were no experienced men to prepare them 
for the troops. In forwarding recruits, officers of ex- 
perience should be detailed to command them, and see to - 
it that they are properly cared for. We do not know 
whether experienced officers were with the recruits or not, 
but from the utter lack of discipline shown, we should 
say that such was not the case. The men who made the 
food raids were recruits and some older men from the 
G9th, Tth, 14th, 12th and 23d N.Y. Infantry, the 1st N.Y. 
Field Artillery from New York city, and Troop G 
from Utica, it is said. After a riot call had been sounded, 
a guard succeeded in getting the men back to the train. 
Merchants prepared statements of losses to send to the 
War Department. 

At Kansas City, Mo., on July 13 the 8th Massacliu- 
setts Infantry stole fruit, it is said, and declared that 
they were frantic from lack of food. few men were 
taken to police headquarters, but were released. Extra 
precastiows were taken to prevent further raids. It is 
hoped proper punishment will be meted out to the raiders, 


REDUCED TELEGRAPH RATES. 


The Western Union Telegraph Company announced on 
July 17 that all money transfers payable to National 
Guardsmen on duty at the border would be made for 
one-half the customary charge. The sender, for a small 
added cost, may send words of affection or cheer. The 
change goes into erect immediately. 


NEW YORK TROOPS. 


Profiting by the previous good results of barring intoxi- 
cating drinks at state camps Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, 
commanding the New York National Guard on the border, 
has issued orders barring liquor from the camp of New 
York troops on the border, to safeguard their health. 

The 74th New York Infantry, Col. N. B. Thurston, 
and the 23d New York Infantry, Col. Frank H. Norton, 
are encamped at Pharr, Texas, and have made themselves 
as comfortable as possible. 

Co. E, Tist N.Y., Captain Eben, returned to camp at 
McAllen July 17, after a four days’ practice march along 
the Rio Grande river. The men, despite the great heat. 
returned in good condition and enjoyed the march. Other 
companies of the regiment are making similar marches. 

Squadron A, of New York, Major Wright, made camp 
at McAllen, Texas, July 13 in rain and mud. The camp 
site was only partially cleared when the men arrived, and 
some of the troopers jumped in and helped the Mexican 
laborers cut away the mesquite and cactus. 

Companies E, F, G and H, 22d Engineers, N.Y., eom- 
prising the pontoon battalion, under Major W. S$” Con- 
row, entrained at Green Haven, N.Y., July 14, 1916, for 
the Texas border. Major Conrow during the Philippine 
campaign served as a first lieutenant in the 43d U.S. 
Volunteers from August, 1899, to June, 1901, and is an 
officer of considerable practical experience. He_ orig- 
inally joined the 22d as a private in Company C in No- 
vember, 1887. 

The members of the 3d Ambulance, N.G.N.Y., on 
duty at Camp Whitman, Green Haven, N.Y., we are 
informed, have been having rather a hard experience. 
This company, which was only recently mustered in, 
had no uniforms and other supplies and the men have 
had to purchase their own cotton uniforms at a cost of 
$8 per man. It is hoped that arrangements may be made 
to reimburse these men. Such a condition of affairs in 
the N.G.N.Y. should not be possible. 

Friends of Capt. Robert Saunders, Q.M., of the 12th 
N.Y., who was very badly injured during the loading of 
baggage on the train just before the regiment started for 
Texas, is improving. The Captain, after receiving his 
injury by baggage falling upon him, had to be taken to 
a hospital. He is now at his home, but still in bed, and 
it was necessary to perform an operation upon him. Cap- 
tain Saunders was an efficient officer and one the regi- 
ment could ill afford to lose. 

Lieut. Col. E. W. Van - Tucas, chief engineer on the 
staff of Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, N.G.N.Y., and com- 
mander of the 22d Engineers, has finished his work at 
Camp Whitman, Green Haven, N.Y., and is now waiting 
orders at division headquarters, New York city. Colonel 
Lucas on rush orders had the task of making Camp 
Whitman habitable for a mobilization camp and had an 
extremely large amount of work to perform. The water 
problem alone was a very .serious one, but this, after 
some weeks of labor, was finally overcome and the camp 
site could now, if necessary furnish water to 150,000 
troops. Colonel Lucas hopes to be assigned to the 224 
Engineers on the Texas border when it becomes a regi- 
ment. He has worked hard for its improvement, and the 
command is now in fine condition. 

Squadron A, New York Cavalry, and the machine-gur 
troop have been assigned as a part of the division of 
Cavalry and will be under the direct command of Col. 
©. I. De Bevoise, of the 1st New York Cavalry. 

Major F. L. V. Hoppin, Adjutant General on the staff 
of Brig. Gen. George R. Dyer, ist Brigade, N.Y.. arrived 
in New York city on leave from the camp at McAllen, 
Texas, on July 18. Major Hoppin suggested that articles 
sent to troops in the nature of luxuries should consist of 
tobacco, pipes, cigars and cigarettes, hard candy and 
chocolate, jam, handkerchiefs, towels, hair and tooth 
brushes, cotton socks, thin undershirts, and knitted face 
cloths. Small packages may be sent to Mrs. W. K. 
Draper, secretary of the New York Chapter of the 
American Red Cross, at 130 East Twenty-second street, 
New York city. 

The 69th N.Y. Infantry, under command of Col. Louis 
D. Conley, arrived at Mission, Texas, July 18, eight 
days from New York, in good condition, eager to pitch 
camp and hungry, it is reported. It is claimed that a 
portion of the regiment the last day on the train had 
nothing to eat but bad beans. Earlier on the journey 
the rations were reported excellent. The regiment on 
arriving at Mission was escorted by the band of the 

d N.Y. Infantry, Col. James M. Andrews, and the latter 
proba Colonel Conley, of the 69th, at the camp en- 
trance. The camp of ‘the 69th is about a mile from the 
station at Mission. The regiment was originally slated 
for camp at Pharr, but the orders were changed while 
the regiment was on the train. The 69th makes up a 
part of the brigade under command of Brig. Gen. James 
W. Lester, N.G.N.Y. Colonel Conley, mustered out as 
commanding officer of the 69th for physical disability, 
started for home July 19, after bidding an affectionate 
farewell to the regiment. He admonished the command 
not to discuss the situation in any way and to obey 
orders strictly and to bear in mind that the 69th Regi- 
ment is bigger than any man who might be in it. The 
men gave three cheers and marched back to their 
quarters. 

Regarding the probable successor of Colonel Conley, of 
the 69th N.Y., Governor Whitman, of New York, said 
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that Major General O’Ryan had recommended Capt. W. 
M. Haskell, Cav., U.S.A., who has been on duty with 
the N.G.N.Y. Governor Whitman said on July 18 he 
would probably appoint Captain Haskell. 

- Pyt. James C. Kerwin, of Company C, 12th N.Y., 
died from heat exhaustion on the march out of the 2d 
Battalion of the regiment on July 17. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 

The 8th Infantry of Massachusetts, on duty at El Paso, 
Texas, has a wheeled kitchen to be used by the 1st Bat- 
talion. The kitchen is of the type used by the Canadian 
troops in the European war. It was observed by Col. 
Frank A. Graves. of the 8th, while on a tour of inspec- 
tion duty in Canada, some weeks ago. The kitchen is 
ret eift of the Cambridge Business Men’s Training 

chool. 

The 5th Massachusetts Infantry at El Paso, Texas, 
was ordered on patrol duty July 11, from a point west 
of Fort Quitman, Texas, to Noria, N.M. 

The wheeled kitchen used in the 8th Infantry of 
Massachusetts is giving great satisfaction and two more 
of them will be furnished the regiment, giving one 
wheeled kitchen to each battalion. The wheeled kitchen 
of the 1st Battalion on July 16 provided a dinner for 
500 men. A record was maGe in serving the dinner, each 
man vf the 500 receiving individual service of roast beef. 
mashed potatoes, bread, pudding and iced coffee in just 
twenty minutes. The strength of the 8th Regiment is 
fifty-one officers and 1,441 men. 


MARYLAND. 


The ist, 4th and 5th Maryland Regiments of Infantry 
are encamped at Eagle Pass, Texas. The Ist arrived at 
camp with the largest number of men. The 4th was with- 
out horses or band and the 5th without band or machine- 
gun company. The ist has a band, a machine-gun com- 
pany and had horses with it. The band has been doing 
the honors of Camp Ord. All three regiments have cleared 
out all the mesquite bushes from their camps, though 
Regular Army officers say they find it is best to let it 
stand, as it serves to break the force of the daily dust- 
storm, which is a great plague. : 


PENNSYLVANIA. 

On the occasion of the departure of Co. G, 16th Regi- 
ment, Pennsylvania National Guard, from Erie for Mount 
Gretna, Pa., some seventy-five veterans of the soldiers’ 
home, under command of Capt. S.:H. Martin and other 
officers of the home, acted as escort from the headquarters 
of the company to the railway station, and all along the 
route the old men of sixty-one and sixty-five were re- 
ceived with a wave of patriotic cheering and applause. 

The 4th Pennsylvania Brigade, consisting of the 4th, 
6th and Sth Regiments of Infantry at El Paso, Texas, 
have established “Camp Stewart,” in honor of Adjutant 
Gen. Thomas J. Stewart. This encampment is about 
three miles outside of El Paso, and two miles north of 
the camp of the Ist and 2d Brigades. The Artillery is 
slightly north of these two brigades of Infantry, while 
the Pennsylvania Cavalry is five miles further away. 

All the National Guard of Pennsylvania on duty at 
El Paso, Texas, it has been said, shall be organized into 
one division. Major Gen. Charles M. Clement, command- 
er of the three brigades of Pennsylvania, is working as 
an independent commander in harmony with Brigadier 
General Bell, U.S.A., commanding the district of El 
Paso. The new 3d Brigade of Pennsylvania, which has 
been organized and which was formerly known as the 
4th Brigade, now consists of the 4th, 6th and 8th Regi- 
ments of Infantry, under Brig. Gen. C. T. O'Neil. 

Pvt. Thomas Haag, of Company M, 10th Pennsylvania 
Infantry, was drowned in the Rio Grande at Bouquillas 
July 18, while bathing with some companions. 

The 2d Infantry of Montana is encamped at Douglas, 
Ariz., near a big smelter owned by the Calument and 
Arizona Company. Water is piped to the camp from an 
artesian well, and the smelting company have donated 
the use of their shower baths to the regiment. 


MINNESOTA, MISSOURI, VIRGINIA, KANSAS. 

The 3d Minnesota Infantry, Col. Frederick E. Resche, 
entrained at Fort Snelling July 10 for the Texas border. 
The noonday meal on July 11 was Chile con carne, Mexi- 
can style, and sauerkraut, while in the evening the meal 
served consisted of stewed corn and tomatoes, bread and 
jam, cold boiled ham and coffee. Iced water was plenti- 
ful. All along the route people were generous in dealing 
with the men, and at every station the train visitors took 
away post cards and letters to mail to friends and rela- 
tives of the soldiers in Minnesota. 

The 2d Missouri Infantry, Col. William A. Raupp, 
and Troop B, 1st Missouri Cavalry, arrived at Laredo 
Texas, July 8. During the rain on the night of July 8 
the grounds occupied by the troops were flooded for a 
time and those without cots did not fare well, as they 
had to put their bed sacks in the mud and sleep there 
while some few men went to home of Laredo people near 
the camps and slept on porches. 

Brig. Gen. Hubert C. Clark, commander of the Na- 
tional Guard of Missouri, accompanied by his staff, ar- 
rived in Laredo, Texas, July 6. The 4th Infantry, Mis- 
souri N.G., Col. John D. McNealy, which arrived the 
same day, went into camp.

General Pershing, U.S.A., commanding the expedition 
in Mexico, is fostering athletics. Baseball is being 
taken up as a diversion. Funds from the boxing carnival 
will be used to purchase baseball bats at headquarters. 
General Pershing has directed the regiment commanders 
each to name an athletic officer to take charge of the 


sports and to schedule eighteen baseball games for the 
camp championship. It has been arranged in advance 
that the winner will play the headquarters baseball team 
for the championship. 

Lieuts. Ira A. Rader and John B. Brooks, Sig. Corps, 
U.S.A., attached to the Aviation Section, returned to 
General Pershing’s headquarters at Colonia Dublan July 
14 after a day’s absence. The two officers had been 
forced through lack of gasoline to alight on an un- 
charted stretch of country and they had walked forty- 
five miles into camp. The aeroplanes were reported 
undamaged.

The Army transport Crook, outward bound from San 
Francisco for Alaska, was in collision late July 20 
while passing through the Golden Gate in a fog with 
the Japanese steamer Anyo Maru, inward bound - from 
Valparaiso. Three of the Crook’s plates were sprung, 
and the transport returned to the Army wharf at San 
Francisco for repairs. The Anyo was undamaged. 
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At the election held at the mobilization camp at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., July 11, the following were elected officers 
of the 1st Tennessee Regiment: Capt. W. N. Hughes, 
jr., Inf., U.S.A., colonel; W. L. Terry, lieutenant 
colonel; V. H. Holmes, major; George E. Hoppe, major 
of the 1st Battalion. Captain Hughes is an officer of 
Infantry on duty- with the N.G. of Tennessee. The 
Governor of Tennessee, Tom C. Rye, has refused to 
commission him, holding that he is not eligible under 
the state law, he not being a resident of the state, and 
being, as an officer of the Army, exempt from military 
duty in Tennessee “by the laws of the United States 
and by the laws of Tennessee.” The Attorney General 
of Tennessee certifies to the correctness of this view of 
the law. A call for another election for colonel was 
issued by the A.G. July 17. 

At a meeting of the officers of the Ist Tennessee 
Regiment, held July 18 at Camp Rye, Capt. W. N. 
Hughes, jr., in a dignified statement, which he read in 
person, declared that before any further action was 
taken he wished to inform these officers that he had 
“no desire to receive unwillingly from the Governor, nor 
unlawfully under the laws of Tennessee, any commission 
whatsoever.” Further in his. letter Captain Hughes 
declares that circumstances which are not of his own 
making have made his position as inspector-instructor 
of Tennessee untenable, and that he intends to apply 
for relief from the place. Captain Hughes said: “The 
thought of suggesting my name arose among you without 
one word of effort on my part.” The Governor and his 
Attorney General are clearly wrong in their interpreta- 
tion of law. The grant of a privilege of exemption is 
not a prohibition to appointment. It can be waived 
by the person entitled to the privilege, as it has been in 
the cases of the election or appointment of officers of the 
Army to the command of Militia regiments. All that 
has been required in such cases has been the consent 
of the War Department to permit the commissioning by 
the Governor. 








General Funston has been conducting some experi- 
ments in the transportation of troops in motor trucks 
and automobiles. Recently, under his direction, the 30th 
Infantry worked out a problem with motor trucks which 
indicates that motor transportation is destined to prove 
an important factor in the movement of troops. The en- 


tire 30th Infantry was loaded into motor trucks and 
sent eight miles out of Fort Sam Houston, where it dis- 
mounted and formed for an attack. The movement was 
completed and the troops returned to Fort Sam Houston 
in two hours and ten minutes. It required about an 
hour and ten minutes to make the trip out, dismount, 
form for attack and remount. No attempt was made to 
make a record of speed, as large trucks which carried 
thirty men each were used. On the trip out from Fort 
Sam Houston the motor cars traveled at a rate of from 
twelve to fourteen miles per hour. Several types of tem- 
porary seats were used in some of the trucks while the 
men stood in the others. The same motor trucks can 
be used to transport supplies, and the Quartermaster 
Corps is working on plans by which they can be rapidly 
transformed into passenger carrying cars. 
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An investigation into the circumstances of the shooting 
of Antonio Rodriguez, a Mexican, by Pvt. R. Tucker, 
11th U.S. Inf., near Douglas, Ariz., on July 17, has been 
ordered in the usual course. Telegrams of protest have 
been sent to General Carranza by Adolfo de la Huerta, 
Governor of Sonora, and by General Calles, military 
commander in Sonora. General Calles termed the inci- 
dent a “desecration of Mexican soil and the liberties of 
Mexicans.” Redriguez, the Americans contend, was 
armed and was proceeding across the border northward, 
with a companion, when challenged by Private Tucker, 
who was on sentry duty. Orders have been issued to 
the American soldiers to fire when the command to halt 
is disobeyed. Private Tucker in the discharge of his 
duty shouted the challenge and fired when it was ignored. 
Rodriguez was wounded, probably fatally. One detach- 
ment of a United States border patrol fired on a second 
detachment near Presidio, Texas, July 14, mistaking it 
for a body of bandits. Private Milhoun, 6th U.S. Cav., 
was wounded. 
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General Funston, U.S.A., commanding the Southern 
Department, was advised on July 19 of the following 
assignments of the newly commissioned general officers: 
Brig. Gen. Charles G. Morton to 7th Brigade Infantry, 
headquarters at Douglas, Ariz.; Brig. Gen. George A. 
Dodd te 2d Cavalry Brigade, with the expeditionary 
column in Mexico; Brig. Gen. Granger Adams to 5th 
and 8th Field Artillery, headquarters at El Paso, Texas; 
Brig. Gen. E. H. Plummer to 4th Brigade Infantry, to 
report to General Funston for station. 
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Just as it was expected that the Naval Appropriation 
bill would be passed on July 19, Senator La Follette, 
of Wisconsin, took the floor for a two or three days’ 
speech. To make the situation more discouraging 
Senators Cummins and Kenyon, of Iowa; Norris, of 
Nebraska, and Lewis, of Illinois, announced that they 
intended to address the Senate on the bill. The pros- 
pects are that the discussion will be extended for a week 
or more. The consideration of the Naval Appropriation 
bill will be followed by the Army Appropriation bill, 
which may also provoke a long discussion. This un- 
expected development may postpone the passage of both 
bills for two or three weeks. If the Senators wko have 
indicated a desire to discuss the two Appropriation bills 
persist, it may be well into August before the Army and 
Navy appropriations are finally agreed to. Senator La

Secretary of War Baker sent the following telegram 
to department commanders on July 19: “The Secretary 
of War directs that no person under eighteen years of 
age shall be enlisted in the National Guard, either with 


or without the consent of parents or guardians. Minors 
over eighteen years of age may be enlisted in the National 
Guard without the consent of parents or guardians after 
June 3. Any previous instructions not in accordance 
with the above are hereby revoked.” It is understood 
that the Department reacehd its conclusion as the result 
of a test case in the District of Columbia courts in which 
parents attempted to have released a son who had reached 
the age of eighteen but is under twenty-one years. The 
case was fought by The Adjutant General of the Army. 
It is understood the Department has been informed that 
the National Defense Act of June 3 will sustain the 
position taken in the instructions sent out.

The War Department will be called upon to solve a 
Chinese puzzle or something more difficult in arranging 
the list of new brigadier generals. Under the Panama 
Service Act it was provided that the officers who were 


promoted by it should not outrank officers who were 
higher than they on the list at the time of promotion. 
As the result of this law Brigadier Generals Hodges and 
Sibert are kept at the bottom of the list until officers 
that they outranked are promoted to brigadier generals. 
This worked all right until General Morrisson was pro- 
moted. He was appointed from the grade of lieutenant 
colonel and was outranked by General Hodges. Now in 
naming the new brigadier generals they should be placed 
below General Morrisson, but it is difficult to see how 
they can be below General Morrisson and at the same 
time above General Hodges, who on the present list is 
above General Morrison. It is presumed that the new 
brigadier generals will be placed upon the list with a 
note of explanation at the bottom of the page in the 
official list and directory. 
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The new battleship Pennsylania, recently commis- 
sioned, left the Norfolk Navy Yard July 20, under 
command of Capt. Henry B. Wilson, to join the Atlantic 


Fleet. She has a displacement of 31,000 tons, and witli 
her 14-inch guns the Pennsylvania is the most powerful 
fighting ship in the U.S. Navy to-day. Secretary Daniels 
in an official statement points out that the Pennsylvania 
upon joining the fleet will find twenty-nine battleships 
cruising on active duty. It is the Secretary’s announced 
policy to keep the ships out at sea as much as possible, 
instead of leaving them inactive at the navy yards. 
The new battleship Oklahoma, recently completed, is 
being fitted out for first commission, and is due to leave 
a saad York Navy Yard on Aug. 5 to join the Atlantic 
eet. 
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In the Navy and Marine Corps list and directory for 
July issued by the Navy Department a new departure 
is taken in designating various units of the fleets. 
Instead of the numerals preceding the squadron and 
division as previously, it is now, for example, Squadron 
1, Division 1, and so of as the case may be. Instead of 
the cruiser squadron and torpedo flotilla as formerly, the 
designations are now Cruiser Force, Destroyer Force, 
Submarine Force, Mine Force, ete. The former 
auxiliary divisions, composed of fuel ships, supply ships, 
etc., are now under the single head of “Train.” Another 
notable change is that the Navy has now a “Peace 
Organization.” This is composed of the former reserve 
ships of the several fleets. 
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Owing to the wreck of the collier Hector and the 
shortage of colliers on the Atlantic coast it has been 
necessary for the Navy Department to charter a number 
of coal carriers. On July 18 the Department closed a 
contract with the Japanese steamer Fokuku Maru for 
the transportation of 6,000 tons of coal to Guantanamo 
at $4.50 per ton. To the Luckenbach Steamship Com- 
pany a contract for the transportation by barges of 
7,000 tons of coal to Portsmouth and 10,000 tons to 
Boston at $2.25 per ton was let. These are the largest 
contracts for short hauls that have been let by the Navy 
Department in recent years. It will probably be in 
the market for more tonnage in the future on account 
of the extensive need for colliers on the Pacific coast. 
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A hospital train of ten Pullman cars, designed by the 
Army Medical Department, has been ordered from the 


Pullman shops at Chicago. Five of the cars are to be 
equipped with regular hospital beds and have large side 
doors for loading and unloading stretchers, two will 
be of the regulation sleeper type, equipped with extra 
fans, medical cabinets and ice tanks, one will carry a 
complete operating room, and another a kitchen large 
enough to care for over 200 sick. In addition to the 
Regular Army personnel, the train will carry a special 
corps of Army nurses to serve in the wards and operat- 
ing car. The train will be painted maroon, with the 
insignia of the Army Medical Department. 
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Through the efforts of a committee of San Antonio 
women twenty boxes of books, magazines and games 
have been shipped to camps on the border. These boxes 
were sent out free of charge by the Wells Fargo Com- 
pany Express and were addressed to border stations from 
Columbus, N.M., to Brownsville. One consignment went 
to Field Hospital No. 7, with General Pershing’s troops. 
The committee is composed of Mrs. Charles G. Starr, 
wife of Lieutenant Colonel Starr, U.S.A., retired; Mrs. 
Pye Eichlitz, Mrs. Henry Smalley and Miss Mary 

ubrey. 
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A complete change has been made in the personnel 
of the Division of Naval Militia Affairs. Capt. F. B. 
Bassett, jr.. who on July 20 assumed command of the 
Utah, has been relieved as chief of the division by Capt. 
T. P. Magruder. Lieut. (J.G.) F. T. Chew has been 
detailed to relieve Lieut. (J.G.) D. M. Carpenter, who 
has been assigned to the torpedo destroyer Davis as 
executive officer.

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NO FOOD SHORTAGE ON TROOP TRAINS. 


From the reports of Major Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, 
U.S.A., on border conditions in so far as relates to the 
National Guard, and from the reports of department 
commanders received at the War Department July 19, 
there is no ground for the statements that troops have 
suffered for lack of rations. The telegraphic report of 
General Bliss said: 

“Finished inspection Monday, July 17, of Illinois and 
Wisconsin troops at Fort Sam Houston. Will mail 
report July 19. Finished inspection of Virginia and 
Illinois troops at Brownsville July 18. Wit finish 
inspection of New York, Indiana, Minnesota and Texas 
troops, between Mission and San Bonito, by night of 
July 20. Will mail report soon afterward. 

“Have found camps in excellent sanitary condition. 
The men are reasonably well sheltered and well fed. 
Have interviewed all regimental and company com- 
manders and taken down their statements by stenog- 
rapher. Thus far they are unanimous in expressing 
satisfaction and contentment of officers and enlisted men. 

“Deficiencies in equipment are being made up as 
rapidly as possible. General Funston and his staff 
deserve great credit for efficient handling of difficult 
problem. Details of inspection will follow by mail.” 

Major General Wood, commanding the Eastern De- 
partment said: “All troops leaving mobilization camps 
in the Eastern Department were furnished with ten 
days’ travel rations. Trains were provided with either 
a cook car or baggage car with a range set up in it, and 
this has been done in all cases wherever possible. Where 
there was no opportunity to furnish coffee to troops 
they were provided with money. 

“It is not possible that troops which have been re- 
ported short of rations at Kansas City and Cincinnati 
could have been short unless rations had been thrown 
away, as every precaution had been taken to see that 
they started with an ample supply. Sleeping space 
furnished National Guard troops mustered into service 
of the United States en route to the Mexican border 
was that prescribed by the War Department. Troops 
have been transferred from day coaches to tourist sleepers 
when en route whenever possible to do so. 

“Cars without lights were not used to transport troops. 
Troop trains were not sidetracked or delayed to 
accommodate private business, but troop trains have 
been held on request of commanding officers to exercise 
men and animals and for bathing the men. 

“Ample drinking water was supplied and chief muster- 
ing officers at mobilization camps were specifically in- 
formed to enforce regulations for supplying troop trains 
with extra barrels of drinking water for each car. Cars 
of all troop trains were inspected as prescribed by 
regulations.” 





In a report to the War Department July 20, from 


Mission, Texas, General Bliss said: 

Finished inspection of New York division. The division is 
comfortably sheltered, the command in excellent state of health, 
sick report being practically negligible. Camps are supplied 
with water from the water systems of adjacent towns. Water 
is abundant in quantity and excellent in quality. Sanitary 
conditions of camps are excellent with exception of temporary 
deficiency in bathing facilities, which is being remedied as 
rapidly as possible. Regarding rations, all commanding officers 
interviewed by me have stated that it is abundant in quantity 
and excellent in quality, and that the only criticism for their 
men has been due to a monotony resulting from deficiency 
of certain components intended to give an agreeable variety. 
Components necessary for proper variety in this climate are 
being supplied as rapidly as possible, and I believe within a 
few days criticism from this cause will be entirely obviated. 
I emphasize the fact that rations issued from beginning of 
camps has been ample in quantity and excellent in quality. 
General spirit of contentment thus far is as indicated in my 
telegram of July 19. 


Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, commanding general of 
the Western Department, states: 


All troops were transported in cars with sufficient sleeping 
facilities, with excellent equipment, and all suitably lighted. 
Troops carried ten days’ garrison rations and were subsisted 
in accordance with Army Regulations and were not obliged 
to seek food from civilians. Some organizations were furnished 
with two days’ additional rations to provide against delays en 
route. All troop trains had ample drinking water, and in many 
cases extra barrels were provided in cars. Almost all troop 
trains moved without being sidetracked or delayed en route to 





accommodate private business. Second Idaho Infantry was the 
only organization reported delayed en route, and accommoda- 
tions were had for only half the men to Salt Lake City, and 
from there four men to a section. All troop: trains were in- 
spected by camp quartermaster, and in many cases by the sur- 
geons and railroad officials. He personally inspected and 
supervised administration of mobilization camps. Everything 
which could be controlled by subordinates of the Regular Army 
and those at headquarters was done as promptly and thoroughly 
as possible under the circumstances. id bilization 
and forwarding of troops to border relatively most creditable 
to all concerned. Not a single complaint received at depart- 
ment headquarters from any source. 

Major Gen. Thomas H. Barry, commanding general 
of the Central Department, states: 

Under instructions from the War Department sleeping cars 
were furnished only by the Quartermaster General's office, and 
orders directed that coaches must be used on the basis of 
three men to each two double seats, and that troops must not 
be held at mobilization camps awaiting tourist sleepers, explain- 
ing that where forwarded from point of origin in day coaches 
every effort was made to meet trains en route with tourist 
sleepers. In some cases troops started in day coaches, All 
troop trains from the Central Department left with proper 
lighting facilities. No information that any cars were side- 
tracked or delayed to accommodate private business. All troops 
leaving mobilization camps in the Central Department after 
July 1 carried ten days’ rations. The comparatively few or- 
ganizations leaving prior to July 1 carried sufficient rations 
to allow for delays en route, and all troops had sufficient to 
carry them to the border. In connection with the report that 
part of the 5th Nebraska Infantry had occasion to call upon 
the railroad authorities in Oklahoma for assistance in procuring 
one day’s extra rations, it may be stated that these troops 
started with ten days’ rations. All troop trains were provided 
with either baggage or open end box cars, with cooking ar- 
rangements. Water was provided for all troop trains before 
departure in accordance with Regulations, and in many cases 
extra water cans and ice were carried. All troop trains were 
inspected by camp quartermasters and in many cases by senior 
mustering officers, surgeon, organization commanders and rail- 
road officials. 

In expressing his opinion of the troop movement¢s 
Secretary Baker said: “The War Department regards 
the handling of the details of the movement of troops 
to the border as excellent in every respect.” 








THE HAITIAN CONSTABULARY. 


Although the President signed the bill creating the 
Haitian constabulary two months ago, the State Depart- 
ment has not yet signed the agreement by which the act 
ean be put into effect. A commissioner has been 
appointed by the President of Haiti who is now con- 
ducting negotiations with the State Department. With 
the consent if the President of Haiti the preliminary 
steps for the organization of the constabulary have been 
taken. Provisional organizations have been created and 
officers have been detailed from the Marine Corps to 
command them. This condition, it is said, is proving 
unsatisfactory and is seriously interfering with the 
efficiency of the new force. 

Between eighteen and twenty non-commissioned officers 
of the Marine Corps will report at the Washington 
Barracks on Aug. 1 to take examinations for commis- 
sions in the corps. The examining board will probably 
consist of Col. Charles A. Doyen, U.S.M.C., Lieut. Col. 
Charles G. Long, U.S.M.C., and Major George C. Thorpe, 
U.S.M.C. The Haitian Constabulary Act creates about 
thicty vacancies in the Marine Corps, and there will be 
140 more if the Naval Appropriation bill is passed in 
the form which is now pending in the Senate. It is 
evident that the prospective vacancies in the corps 
cannot be filled by Annapolis graduates and from the 
non-commissioned officers of the Marine Corps. Plans 
are already being prepared for the examination of 
civilians, the date of which will be announced later.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Yay Dir. Charles H. Eldredge, U.S.N., retired, who 
held the rank of rear admiral, died at Norfolk, Va., July 
16, 1916. He was born in Dedham, Mass., Sept. 21, 1839. 
and is survived by his widow, one son and a daughter. 
Pay Director Eldredge was appointed in the Navy from 
New York on July 10, 1861, as assistant paymaster. He 
was promoted to paymaster on Feb. 16, 1862. He was 
made a pay inspector on July 3, 1871, and -pay director 
on Aug. 31, 1881. He was retired for age on Sept. 21, 
1901, with the rank of rear admiral. He had served in 
the Supply and Canandaigua during the Civil War. In 
1881 he married Genevieve Redfield, of Brooklyn. 

Major Matthew C. Butler, jr., 6th U.S. Cav., and 
Mrs. H. J. Spannell, with whom he was riding in an 
atttomobile, were shot and killed at Alpine, Texas, July 
20, 1916, by H. J, Spannell, husband of Mrs. Spannell, 





and proprietor of the Holland Hotel at Alpine. Mr. 
Spannell went to the jail and surrendered immediately 
after the shooting. Major Butler leaves a wife, who 
before her marriage was Miss Margaret Howell, daugh- 
ter of the late M. B. Howell, one of Nashville’s leading 
lawyers, and also a son, M. C. Butler, jr. Major Butler 
was the son of Major Gen. M. C. Butler, U.S.V., Spanish 
War, and was a native of South Carolina, where he 
was born May 1, 1864. He was a graduate of the U.S. 
M.A., class of 1888, when he was promoted in the Army 
an additional second lieutenant, 14th Infantry. He 
was promoted second lieutenant, 9th Infantry, Oct. 17, 
1888. On Feb. 11, 1889, he was transferred to the 5th 
Cavalry ; was promoted first lieutenant, 7th Cavalry, in 
1896; captain in 1901, and major, 6th Cavalry, in 1912. 
During the Spanish War he served as major and chief 
ordnance officer of Volunteers. His first service after 
graduation was on the frontier at Vancouver Barracks, 
Wash., and Fort Supply, Indian Territory, to 1893. 
Among other subsequent duties he was assistant _in- 
structor of riding at West Point, served as aid to Gen. 
M. C. Butler, lst Division, 2d Army Corps, at Camp 
Alger, June to September, 1898, and later at Camp 
Meade, Pa., and in Cuba with the American Evacuation 
Commission on General Butler's staff. He subsequently 
served on the staff of General Brooke in Cuba. Major 
Butler returned from Cuba in May, 1900, and served 
in Georgia with his regiment, and went with it to the 
Philippines in 1905. He subsequently served at Fort 
Riley and other posts and on the Texas border. 

Capt. Christian Briand, 12th U.S. Cav., committed 
suicide on July 16, 1916, at Las Cientas, N.M., where he 


- was stationed on the border patrol, as reported to the 


War Department by Major General Funston. A court 
of inquiry found that Captain Briand had shot himself 
in the head with a service revolver while suffering from 
great mental depression following a severe illness. Cap- 
tain Briand was born in Denmark May 10, 1863, and en- 
listed in the Regular Army in 1884 as a private 2d 
Cavalry. Captain Briand was promoted to the grades of 
corporal, sergeant, first sergeant and quartermaster ser- 
geant of the 2d Cavalry, and was appointed a second 
lieutenant of the 1st U.S. Cavalry in 1901, and was pro- 
moted first lieutenant, 15th Cav., Feb. 28, 1901. He was 
promoted captain, 4th Cav., in April, 1911, and was de- 
tailed in the Q.M. Corps in 1912 and was assigned to the 
4th Cavalry in 1913., During the insurrection in the Phil- 
ippines he served as a first lieutenant in the 5th U.S. 
Volunteer Infantry, and subsequently served as a first 
lieutenant and captain in the Porto Rico Regiment until 
February, 1902, when he was honorably discharged from 
the Volunteer Service. 

An English paper referring to the death of Major 
Charles W. Stewart, of the Canadian infantry (formerly 
first lieutenant, 5th U.S. Cavalry, who resigned in 1914), 
killed on the battle line in Flanders June 3 last, said: 
“His Colonel wrote of him: ‘I cannot speak too highly of 
him as an officer and a man. He had been with me as 
second in command for some time, and we worked to- 
gether in splendid harmony. He was not only efficient, 
but gallant. Our brigadier general said that his loss was 
the greatest we had suffered so far.’ The regimental 
chaplain wrote that ‘he died as a brave soldier might 
wish to die, gallantly leading his men into a desperate 
battle.’ The King and Queen, in a telegram to his wife, 
‘deeply regret the loss the army has sustained in his 
death.’ Major Stewart came of a military race. His great- 
great grandfather fought for Prince Charlie at Culloden, 
and afterwards at Quebec with the Black Watch. His 
father was Mr. Henry Stewart, and his grandfather Mr. 
Charles Stewart, both men of position and standing in 
St. John, New Brunswick. Besides his fine and strong 
character, Major Stewart was a man of charming per- 
sonality, and his death is a bitter loss to his family. His 
wife—an American lady—has been living in Folkestone 
for many months, and doing war work nursing at the 
Manor House Hospital. He leaves also a young son 
and daughter.”

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G.O. 23, JULY 5, 1916, WAR DEPT. 

I—1. Section 12, of the Army Reorganization Act, ap- 
proved June 3, 1916, contains the following provision with 
reference to the Ordnance Department: 

“*Provided further, That hereafter the Secretary of War is 
authorized to detail not to exceed thirty lieutenants from the 
Army at large for duty as student officers in the establish- 
ments of the Ordnance Department for a period of two years; 
and the completion of the prescribed course of instruction 
shall constitute the examination for detail in the Ordnance 
Department.’’ 

2. Officers will be detailed for this instruction upon the 
recommendation of a board of three officers, two of whom will 
be officers of the Ordnance Department. 

8. All first and second lieutenants of the Army at large 
who shall have completed at least one year’s service as com- 
missioned officers by July 1 of any year will be eligible for 
detail for the course beginning that year. 

4. Eligible officers who desire to be detailed may make 
application to The Adjutant General of the Army through 
proper military channels. In view of the desirability of not 
delaying, unnecessarily, the inauguration of this course of 
instruction, no application will be considered by the board 
which reaches The Adjutant General later than Aug. 1, 1916. 
The board will be required, however, to consider all eligibles, 
and to recommend for selection the officers best qualified to 
pursue a course preparatory for the work of the Ordnance 
Department. 

5. The period of the prescribed course of instruction will 
be two fiscal years, and the places of instruction will be the 
Sandy Hook Proving Ground, Sandy Hook, N.J., and one or 
more of the manufacturing establishments of the Ordnance 
Department. In general, one year’s instruction will be es- 
sentially theoretical, and the other will be essentially practical 
in its character. 

6. This course of instruction does not eliminate the com- 
petitive feature of the present method of. selecting officers for 
detail in the Ordnance Department, but affords an alternate 
method of qualifying. It is the intention to hold the usual 
examinations for detail in the Ordnance Department, and pur- 
suit of this course as student officer will not impose ineligibility 
for taking such examinations upon officers otherwise eligible. 

II.—Par. VI., G.O. 20, War D., 1916, is amended to read 
as follows: 

Section (d), Par. 28, is added to G.O. 14, War D., 1912: 

_(d) While engaged in topographical field work in connection 
with the Progressive Military Map of the United States, the 
Progressive Military Map of the Philippine Islands, or the 
Progressive Military Map of Panama, and for three years from 
the date of relief from such duty, line officers are exempt in 
the subject of military topography: Provided, That they have 
been continuously on this duty for at least four months and 
have rendered a satisfactory report and map. 

III.—All instructions heretofore given for the keeping of a 
record of cost of maintenance in connection with unit ac- 
countability equipment are rescinded, particular reference 
being made to the last section of Par. 5, and to Par. 9 of 
G.O. 52, War D., 1915. 

In this connection, officers rendering prescribed efficiency 
reports of organization commanders will still be guided by the 
ee contained in Par. 10 of the order referred to 
above. 

IV.—The provisions of G.O. 148, July 30, 1910, War D., 
are extended so as to include officers of the Medical Reserve 
Corps of the Army ordered to active duty. 

V.—Sec. 9, Table V., page 19, G.O. 17, War D., 1916, is 
amended so as to apply to such enlisted men as are transferred 
for the convenience of the Government to the Q.M. Corps.

MILITIA BUREAU. 


e G.O, 24, JULY 6, 1916, WAR DEPT. 

1. The provision of the law, entitled “An act for making 
further and more effectual provision for the national defense 
and for other purposes,” approved June 3, 1916, changes the 
designation of the Division of Militia Affairs to the Militia 
Bureau of the War Department, and confers upon the Militia 
Bureau the status held by other bureaus of the War Depart- 
ment. To put into effect the changes which the new enactment 
involves, the head of the Militia Bureau, created by the new 
law, will hereafter be known as the Chief of the Militia Bureau 
of the War Department, and this official will be charged with 
the transaction of all business pertaining to the National Guard 
and the unorganized militia of the United States as hereinafter 
indicated. 

2. The jurisdiction of the Militia Bureau will embrace all 
administrative duties involving the organization, armament, in- 
struction, equipment, discipline, training, inspection and pay- 
ment of the National Guard; the conduct of camps of instruc- 
tion of the National Guard, and the administrative duties con- 
nected with the preparation of the National Guard for par- 
ticipation in field exercises and maneuvers of the Regular 
Army; the mdbilization of the National Guard in time of peace; 
and all matters not herein generically enumerated which do 
not under existing laws, regulations, orders or practice come 
within the jurisdiction of the General Staff or any division or 
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bureau of the War Department, it being understood that the 
provisions of this paragraph will not operate to divest any 
bureau or division of the War Department of duties now prop- 
erly belonging to it. 

3, The following regulations are prescribed to govern the 
official correspondence of the Chief of the Militia Bureau with 
the Chief of Staff and chiefs of .bureaus and departments of 
the War Department and with the military authorities of the 
states, territories and the District of Columbia: 

(a) Communications addressed to the governors of states 
or territories will be prepared for the signature of the Secre- 
tary of War and in his absence for that of the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War; those addressed to adjutants general of states, 
territories, or the District of Columbia, will be signed by the 
Chief of the Militia Bureau or by officers of the Regular 
Army assigned as his assistants and authorized by him to 
authenticate official communications. 

(b) Information concerning National Guard affairs, which 
has a bearing upon the employment or military status of the 
personnel of the regular establishment, will be conveyed to The 
<—" General by indorsement or in the form of a memoran- 
um. 

(c) The Chief of the Militia Bureau is authorized to com- 
municate directly with the heads of the supply or other de- 
fartments or divisions of the War Department in reference 
to all matters pertaining exclusively to the National Guard, 
and to order the issue of military stores or supplies requisi- 
tioned for by the governors of the respective states and terri- 
tories, and the commanding general, District of Columbia Na- 
tional Guard, under law; such orders to be given by direction 
of the Secretary of War. 

(d) All proposed executive regulations looking to the execu- 
tion of acts of Congress, suggested changes in general regula- 
tions, proposed legal enactments relating to the National Guard 
and the unorganized militia, including estimates for appropria- 
ticns for their support and all other matters requiring har- 
monious and efficient co-operation with other bureaus and sec- 
tions of the War Department will be submitted, through the 
Ciief of Staff, to the Secretary of War. 

4, Brig. Gen. Albert L. Mills, U.S.A., formerly Chief, Divi- 
sion of Militia Affairs, is announced as Chief of the Militia 
Bureau of the War Department, and all officers on duty in 
the Division of Militia Affairs at the date of the passage of 
the act will be continued on duty with the Militia Bureau 
in similar” capacities.

BULLETIN 16, JUNE 22, 1916, WAR DEPT. 
Publishes the Act of Congress for making further and more 
effectual provision for the national defense and for other pur- 
poses, approved June 3, 1916 (the Army Reorganization or 
National Defense Act). 


BULLETIN 17, JULY 7, 1916, WAR DEPT. 

I.—1. The following regulations are prescribed for the pur- 
pose of carrying into effect the final proviso of Sec. 25 of 
the National Defense Act, approved June 3, 1916, which reads 
as follows: 

And provided further, That for the purpose of lessening as 
much as possible inequalities of promotion due to the increase 
in the number of officers of the line of the Army under the 
provisions of this act, any vacancies created or caused by this 
act in commissioned grades below that of lieutenant colonel 
in any arm of said line may, in the discretion of the President 
and under such regulations as he may prescribe in furtherance 
of the purpose stated in this proviso, be filled by the promotion 
or transfer without promotion of officers of other branches of 
the line of the Army; but no such promotion or transfer shall 
be made in the case of any officer unless it shall have been 
recommended by an examining board composed of five officers, 
senior in rank to such officer, and of the arm to which the pro- 
motion or transfer of such officer shall have been proposed, 
who, after having made a personal examination of such officer 
and of his official record, shall have reported him qualified for 
service in said arm in the grade to ‘which his promotion or 
transfer shall have been proposed. 

2. Any officer of Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery or Coast 
Artillery below the grade of lieutenant colonel is eligible for 
transfer to another arm subject to examination as required 
in the above quoted proviso, but no officer will be promoted to 
or transferred to any arm when it would place him above an 
officer in that arm who was senior to him when first commis- 
sioned in the Army. This rule will apply to each increment 
of increase. 

3. Officers transferred in accordance with the proviso under 
consideration will take their place in the lineal list of the arm 
to which transferred according to their relative rank at the 
date of transfer. Officers desiring transfer will make applica- 
tion to The Adjutant General of the Army. 

II.—Publishes the Act of Congress to appropriate $200,000 
for training the Organized Militia or National Guard of any 
state, territory or of the District of Columbia, approved June 
12, 1916. 

III.—Publishes a decision of the Comptroller of the Treasury 
relating to leaves of absence for certain Government employees. 

IV.—Changes in the several Signal Corps Manuals are con- 
solidated under one series, entitled “Changes, Signal Corps 
Manuals,” instead of having a separate series for each manual. 
For instance: Changes 8, Signal Corps Manuals, changes Man- 
ual No. 2-A, 1914, wh Changes 9, of the same series, changes 
Manual No. 2, 1915, and Changes 10 changes Manual No. 8, 
1914. When copies of changes for any one of the several 
manuals are desired, requests therefor should be addressed 
to The Adjutant General of the Army, and the number and 
date of publication of the manual for which changes are re- 
quired should be given. 


G.9O. 12, JULY 6, 1916, SOUTHERN DEPT. 
1. For purpose of administration and control the territory 


- adjoining the Mexican border is divided into field bakery dis- 


tricts, as follows: 

(a) Brownsville District—to include territory from Browns- 
ville to Roma, inclusive. 

(b) Eagle Pass District—to include territory from Zapata to 
Sanderson, inclusive. 

(c) El Paso District—to include territory from Marathon 
to Columbus, exclusive. 

(d) Columbus District—to include Columbus to Hachita, in- 
elusive, and General Pershing’s Expeditionary Force. 

(e) Nogales District—to include territory West of Hachita. 

(f) San Antonio District—to supply troops at San Antonio 
and constitute a bakery reserve for possible oversea expedition- 
ary force. ° 

The following officers are designated to command bakery dis- 
tricts: 

El Paso District—Capt. Christian A. Bach, 14th Cav., with 
headquarters at El Paso. ; 

Nogales District—Capt. Tillman Campbell, 6th Field Art., 
with headquarters at Nogales. 

San Antonio District—Capt. Leonard L. Deitrick, 7th Cav., 
with headquarters at Fort Sam Houston. 

The officers designated to command bakery districts at 
Brownsville, Eagle Pass and Columbus will be announced 
later. 

During the continuation of existing conditions on the Mexi- 
ean border, each district bakery officer will be responsible for 
the supply of bread to organizations within his district, when- 
ever transportation therefor can be provided. 

Bakery Cos. 1 to 6 now in existence will be augmented by 
the addition of six new bakery companies to be organized at 
once: One in the Brownsville District, Co. No. 10; one in 
the Eagle Pass District, Co. No. 9; one in the El Paso Dis- 
trict, Co. No. 12; one in the Columbus District, Co. No. 7; 
one in the Nogales District, Co. No. 8; one in the San Antonio 
District, Co. No. 11. 

Bakery Cos. Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4, now organized, are as- 
signed to districts as follows: Co. No. 1, Brownsville; Co. No. 2, 
Columbus; Co. No. 3, Nogales; Co. No. 4, San Antonio. 

District bakery officers are charged with the organization, 
within their respective districts, of new companies allotted 
to the district. Such companies will be formed from the per- 
meee of existing companies supplemented by assignments from 
the line. 

For the purpose of training additional officers to carry on 


the work one officer for each bakery company will be detailed, 
upon recommendation of the district bakery officer as assistants 
to the latter. 

To facilitate the organization of future companies each 
bakery company now formed and the six new companies to be 
organized under this order will be gradually expanded to a 
strength of ninety men. For this purpose all trained bakers in 
each regiment within a bakery district will be immediately re- 
ported by regimental commanders to the district bakery officer 
with a view to the ultimate transfer of such men as are suit- 
able, to the Quartermaster Corps. Should the number of men 
ee be insufficient further details will be made from

G.O. 13, JULY 10, 1916, SOUTHERN DEPT. 

_This order publishes sanitary regulations for the camps 
within the limits of the Southern Department. It deals, among 
other things, with the responsibility for sanitation, the sanitary 
function of the surgeon, destruction of flies, drainage, sun- 
ning of bedding and tent airing, water supply, personal cleanli- 
ness, food and messing, disposal of refuse, foot wear, soil pollu- 
tion, latrines, avoidance of disease infections, physical exami- 
nation, use of regimental infirmary, innoculation against typhoid 
fever, and other valuable instructions.

BULLETIN 12, JULY 38, 1916, SOUTHERN DEPT, 

This bulletin announces that the establishment of Engineer 
Depots at San Antonio and El Paso, in charge of Major Frank 
C. Boggs and Capt. Glen E. Edgerton, C.E., respectively, is 
announced, These depots will be charged, under the direction 
of these headquarters, with the purchase, custody, accounting 
for and issue of equipment, supplies and materials required for 
Engineer operations, for whose provision this headquarters is 
responsible, except the following items: 

(a) Those. included in Unit Accountability Equipment, as 
prescribed in latest War Department Unit Accountability man- 
uals. (b) Divisional Engineer Trains. (c) Ponton Equipage. 
They will also be charged with the procurement, custody, ac- 
counting for and issue to Engineer Field Depots hereinafter 
provided, of all equipment and supplies included under items 
(a), (b) and (ce), above. 

In addition to the Engineer Field Depot now established 
at Columbus, Engineer Field Depots, as contemplated by Field 
Service Regulations and Tables of Organization, will be estab- 
lished at the following points: Brownsville, Laredo, Eagle Pass, 
Douglas and Nogales. The duties of these Field Depots will 
include the procurement, custody, accounting for and issue ‘of 
all equipment, supplies and materials for Engineer operations 
(except those pertaining to the service of Military Railways), 
for whose provision their respective District Commanders are 
responsible. 

Local Engineer Supply Officers will be designated by the 
proper Commanding Officers for duty in accordance with exist- 
ing Regulations, at each permanent post, and at other troop 
stations which require such action to attain maximum efficiency 
in procurement, custody, accounting for and issue of Engineer 
equipment and supplies. 





BULLETIN 13, JULY 9, 1916, SOUTHERN DEPT. 


This bulletin publishes the instructions of the Secretary of 
War relative to rules in the case of enlisted men of the National 
Guard or Organized Militia called into the service of the United 
States who have dependent relatives. 


BULLETIN 14, JULY 10, 1916, SOUTHERN DEPT. 


This bulletin publishes instructions from the War Depart- 
ment, which directs that in case of emergencies canned roast 
beef should be furnished not oftener than two days in ten, and 
not at all unless vegetables can be provided and cooking facili- 
ties are available. It is highly important that canned foods 
shall be taken out of containers as soon as they are opened. It 
is also announced in the bulletin that the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral of the Army has taken steps toward providing a suitable 
container for mineral oil for the use in the field as equipment 
“A.” For this purpose it is thought that a wooden jacketed 
ean of heavy tin, ten gallon capacity, the jacket extending high 
enough to protect the top of the can, will be necessary. 


G.O. 7, HQRS. COAST DEFENSES OF SAN DIEGO, 
Fort Rosecrans, Cal., July 13, 1916.

2. All officers and enlisted men assigned to the 28th and 
115th Companies on the date of publication of this order are

3. Under the provisions of the National Defense Act, Coast 
Artillery companies go out of existence as separate permanent 
statutory organizations, and hereafter companies of Coast Ar- 
tillery will be temporary and more or less provisional organi- 
zations. 

4. The 28th Compgny, C.A.C., prior to Feb. 2, 1901, was 
Battery E, of the 3d Artillery, and was organized June 1, 
1821, under the Act of March 2, 1821. It was formed from 
Company I, Light Artillery, and Company Q, Ist Battalion, 
Southern Division, Corps of Artillery, the history of which, 
under one name or another, goes back to 1789. 

The 115th Company, C.A.C., was organized at San Diego 
Barracks, Cal., Aug. 23, 1901, from a part of the 30th Com- 
pany, Coast Artillery, The 30th Company, prior to Feb. 2, 
1901, was Battery H, of the 3d Artillery, and was organized 
June 1, 1821, under the Act of March 2, 1821. Prior to that 
time it was known as Company F, Light Artillery, which 
organization was formed in 1808. 

These two organizations, or the regiments and other organi- 
zations from which they were formed, have served actively 
in the field in every war in which the United States has 
engaged from the Revolution to the present day. They have 
an honorable record of which the members can well be proud. 
The coast defense commander believes, and takes great pleas- 
ure in stating, that upon the date of the publication of this 
order the efficiency of these organizations is at a standard as 
high as that of any organization in the U.S. Army assigned 
to like duty. He hopes that the 1st and 2d Companies, Fort 
Rosecrans, will continue in the same high state of efficiency, 
and that under the new provisional organizations these com- 
panies will make a record in every way equal to that of the 
old organizations from which they sprung.

to how the provision should be put into effect. Under 
the regulations when a postmaster secures a recruit he 
will notify the nearest recruiting officer, who will call 
at the office and take over the recruit. The War 
Department will conduct the physical examination, and 
if the recruit is accepted will authorize the payment of 
the fee to the postmaster. 


The Paymaster General of the Navy has recommended 
that the rate of pay for warrant officers for the fourth 
three-year period on shore duty be increased from $1,625 
to $1,750. Under the present pay table the rate of pay 
for shore duty in the third three-year period is the 
same as that of the fourth. Pay Clerk William R. 
Ryan, on duty with the Pay Corps at the Navy Depart- 
ment, in a communication to the Paymaster General 
called attention to this discrepancy and recommended 
the change. The Paymaster General approved the pay 
clerk’s recommendation, and through the Secretary of 
the Navy it was transmitted to Congress.

The following order was issued by the War Depart- 
ment July 17: “The solicitation of public or private sub- 
scriptions for the purpose of obtaining funds to augment 
the ration as issued by the Government to the Organized 
Militia and National Guard in the service of the United 
States is not favored by the War Department, inasmuch 
as the Army ration, which is furnished to such troops, is 
ample for all purposes when properly used. Officers and 
enlisted men of the Army and of the Organized Militia 
and National Guard in the service of the United States 
are prohibited from taking part in any such soliciting.” 
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FEATURES OF THE NAVY BILL. 


Its adoption by the Senate as an amendment of the 
Appropriation bill of the principle of selection for pro- 
motion to captains and admirals practically amounts to 
its enactment into law. As we have before stated, there 
is more support in the House committee for this im- 
portant change in naval personnel law than in the 
Senate. We have excellent authority for saying that 
notice was sent from the House committee to the Senate 
that if selection for the grades of admiral and captain 
was not incorporated in the Appropriation bill there 
would be no important legislation at this session. 

The personnel provisions of the Appropriation bill will 
probably be rewritten in the conference committee, but 


_the selection idea will be retained. There will probably 


be a provision by which two years’ sea service in the 
different grades will be one of the requirements for pro- 
motion. This will not be made effective immediately, 
but at the end of five or six years. It is urged that it 
would be a hardship to make it effective immediately, 
as this would amount to the passage of a retroactive 
law. 

Every safeguard that can be devised will be placed 
around the selecting out board that is provided for in 
the bill. It is possible that the members may be 
required to take a prescribed oath with the view of 
impressing upon them the importance of their duty. 
The Weeks amendment for the selection of the board 
from the senior nine rear admirals will meet with serious 
opposition in the conference and will probably be stricken 
out. The board will be required to name twenty-five or 
thirty per cent. more eligibles than there are vacancies 
to be filled. This will be done in order not to take all 
the discretionary power away from the President. 

The percentage of rear admirals and captains pre- 
scribed in the bill may be reduced. Some of the members 
of the House committee have already expressed the 
belief that the Senate provision creates too many 
vacancies in the higher grades. It is estimated that 
under the bill there would be in four or five years 
forty-five réar admirals in the line and a proportionate 
number of officers in the staff of the same rank. This 
would make a topheavy organization. The suggested 
adoption of the Roosevelt system of selection by a 
referendum vote of officers in the next higher grade to 
those who are promoted will be rejected as too cumber- 
some. / 

If the provision giving retired officers active pay 
while serving on active duty is adopted by the con- 
ferees on the. Navy bill the Department will redetail 
the retired officers now in active service. This will be 
necessary owing to the omission of the words “has been 
or” before the words “shall be detailed to active duty” 
in the provision as adopted by the Senate. The pro- 
vision was copied from,the Army bill, but evidently by 
a mistake it was not written so that the retircd officer 
now on duty would receive the benefit of it if it became 
alaw. The following is the text of the provision as it is 
now in the Navy bill: 

Provided, That hereafter any retired offteer of the naval 
service who shall be detailed on active duty shall, while so 
serving, receive the active duty pay and allowances of the 
grade, not above that of lieutenant commander in the Navy or 
of major in the Marine Corps, that he would have attained in 
due course of promotion if he had remained on the active list 
for a period beyond the date of his retirement equal to the 
total amount of time during which he has been detailed on 
active duty since his retirement. 

Through the objection of Chairman Fitzgerald, of the 
House Committee on Appropriations, the appropriation 
of $250,000 for drafting and clerk hire was stricken 
from the Naval Appropriation bill. It was insisted by 
Chairman Fitzgerald that the appropriations for the 
expenses of the Department, aside from the military 
establishment, was under the jurisdiction of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. Accordingly Chairman Fitz- 


.gerald arranged for a special hearing before the com- 


mittee for the Assistant Secretary and bureau chiefs. 
By their questioning the members of the committee 
indicated that they would report appropriations covering 
the additional number of employees that would be needed 
to do the work in the Department, but would not 
approve any increase in salary for the present employees.

THE ROLE OF THE FRENCH NAVY. 


While the British armada was tackling German sea 
power, the French navy was, besides the protection of 
her own coasts, assigned three distinct tasks, viz., the 
blockading of the Austrian battle force, the fight against 
the submarine menace, and the defense of convoys against 
hostile attacks on the long and vulnerable Mediterranean 
routes. Few dramatic encounters, but, on- the other 
hand, a tremendous call on the endurance of ships and 
men. In the discharge of her manifold duties the 
French armée navale has done more steaming than any 
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other belligerent battle force, partly owing to the lack 
of conveniently situated bases and of modern scouts. 
The obstacles in her way have gone down one after the 
other, and, despite the enterprise of the enemy, the 
French Admiralty may be said to have mastered the 
situation in the Middle Sea. The highly efficient Austrian 
battle squadron only needed a taste of French gunnery 
and the loss of the cruiser Zenta to give up all idea of 
a trial of strength on the high sea. Even since the 
Italian intervention the republican fleet at Corlu remains 
the chief Allied argument that keeps Austrian dread- 
noughts in harbor, prejudiced Vienna experts never 
having acknowledged the real maritime superiority the 
commissioning of the fine Dorias has conferred on Italy. 
To the submarine danger France has with success 
opposed her numerous flotillas of destroyers, torpilleurs 
and chalutiers (steam trawlers), together with the 
occupation of Greek points d’appui. The transport of 
troops and matériel has been carried out on the largest 
scale in the Mediterranean and with safety.

GUARDSMEN ON THE BORDER. 


Acting upon the recommendation of General Funston, 
the War Department will refrain from sending further 
National Guard organizations to the border until they 
are recruited up to the required strength and fully 
equipped. Many of the National Guard organizations 
on duty on the border are below the required strength. 
In numerous cases the regiments were rushed off before 
proper eliminations were made or the ranks filled up 
to the numbers required. It may now be difficult to 
recruit, especially with the quieting down of the Mexican 
trouble. The prospect of performing only patrol duty 
on desert land for months is not a sufficient appeal to 
citizens to enlist, and if it is deemed necessary to fill 
up all the organizations a draft may have to be resorted 
to. A prospect of fighting would fill the ranks to over- 
flowing, but camp routine and practice marches under 
a hot sun are not alluring. 

Hereafter the physical examinations must be con- 
ducted and the organizations put in condition for service 
before they leave the mobilization points in the states. 
This policy has created the impression in some quarters 
that no more of the National Guard are to be sent to 
the border. To the contrary, it is stated positively at 
the War Department that the orders to the border are 
still in force, the only change being in the decision to do 
more work on the Guard at the state mobilization points 
than was originally planned, General Funston having 
reported that the work of reorganizing the National 
Guard units on the border was seriously interfering 
with the service there. 

Sooner or later the officers and men in the National 
Guard will discover that their political friends are 
seriously interfering with the recruiting and are injuring 
their soldierly reputations. Some of the officers of the 
National Guard have joined a crusade to make it appear 





that the members of the National Guard are not willing © 


to submit to Service conditions and are not satisfied 
with Army rations. A colonel of a New York regiment 
held up the train which was carrying his command to 
the border four hours because the sleepers in which 
they traveled were not equipped with electric lights. The 
sleepers were of the standard Pullman type, but owing to 
the shortage of electric equipment, due to the European 
war, the railroad was compelled to furnish them with 
candles instead of the usual lights. In some instances it 
has been necessary to haul troops in day coaches instead 
of in sleepers. In no case have there been more than three 
men to two double seats. The failure to furnish tourist 
sleepers has been due largely to the short notice given 
to the War Department and the railroads by the state 
authorities. There has been very little complaint from 
the enlisted men on account of these conditions, but 
some of tlie officers of the National Guard by their 
protests have created the impression that the members 
of the Guard are not willing to travel under service 
eonditions and are insisting upon the luxuries of private 
life. 

If there has been any shortage of food it has been 
because either the officers or the men of the National 
Guard have not taken care of their pations, ten days’ 
rations having been issued to every National Guardsman 
before he left for the border. In no instance has the 
trip required more than five days and there has been 
no excuse for a shortage in rations. None of the com- 
plaints that filled the columns of the daily press has 
come through official channels. Time after time Senators 
and Members of the House have rushed up to the War 
Department with complaints, but upon investigation it 
developed that there were no grounds for them. The 
following report from General Wood to the War Depart- 
ment is a characteristic development in these sensa- 
tional complaints : 

“Reference to your telegram 17th stating that the 
Hon. E. B. Almen, House of Representatives, stated 
he had received reports from Alabama that troops in 
camp were not receiving sufficient food, I telegraphed 
at once to senior mustering officer, who replied: ‘Reports 
not true. Full rations have been issued ever since 
troops mobilized. No complaints have been made by 
anyone at this camp of insufficient food. On the con- 
trary, it has been good.’” 

The publication of groundless complaints is injuring 
the National Guard more than it is the War Department. 
The public generally assumes that these come from the 
Guard, and when they are found to be without founda- 
tion the impression is created that the Guard are play- 
soldiers and are generally inefficient. The Guard is 
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sadly in need of protection against the politicians who 
profess friendship, but pursue a course which seriously 
injures the Guard. This is strikingly illustrated in the 
case of the hubbub raised over the ranking officers 
of the 69th N.G.N.Y. by the members of Congress 
from New York city, even the senior Senator from 
New York not thinking it beneath his dignity to join 
in the attempt to overrule the military authorities in 
a matter strictly within their province. 

Unmoved by the personal and political pressure 
brought to bear upon him, and the childish talk about 
Regular Army jealousy and the like, the Secretary of 
War has dealt with the question of the retirement of 
the officers of the 69th strictly according to the military 
proprieties in the case; that is, as he is dealing with 
cases of officers of the Regular Army who are reported 
upon by medical officers as physically unfit for further 
active duty. In announcing his decision in the cases 
of Colonel Conley and Lieutenant Colonel Phelan, of 
the 69th, Mr. Baker states, as we have already done, 
that the report of the examining surgeon at Camp 
Whitman was approved by the surgeon of the Eastern 
Department. He further states that the Acting Surgeon 
General of the Army reported that the disabilities in the 
cases of the officers named were such as to disqualify 
them for service under existing orders governing the 
entrance of all persons into the military service of the 
United States. “It is therefore clear,” says the Secre- 
tary of War, “that the action taken by the Medical 
Department and the commanding general of the Eastern 
Department was the only proper action to be taken 
under the circumstances, and it has therefore been 
approved. It should be noted that the action taken by 
the medical and departmental officers in these cases is 
identical with that taken in many thousand cases affect- 
ing both enlisted men and officers of the National Guard 
and Regular Army throughout the United States. No 
question is raised as to their zeal, military capacity or 
character as officers, the only consideration being their 
own welfare and their ability to perform active military 
duties.” P 
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THE CAVALRY WORKS THROUGH. 


From October, 1914, until July 15 the British as well 
as the French cavalry have been held in check along the 
line from the North Sea to Switzerland by the develop- 
ment of the trench operations into what is practically 
siege warfare. But on July 15, when the British drive 
broke through the German lines of trenches north of the 
Somme, two troops of the Dragoon Guards and the 
Deccan (India) Horse rode out through the pathway 
the guns had cleared for them and charged the Germans 
who were endeavoring to form a new defense line between 
the two strong points of Delville Wood, so often men- 
fioned in recent despatches, and High Wood near 
Pozieres. 

A British correspondent at the front who saw the cay- 
alry at work thus describes the engagement: “It was 
7:30 in the evening when they rode forth from the cover 
where they were awaiting orders to cross the fields, after 
their patrols had felt the way, with clear going ahead, 
and’ behind them the demolished trenches of the first and 
second lines and an area of shell holes, which made diffi- 
cult their progress. Infantrymen who witnessed the 
sight could hardly believe their eyes. When Germans 
with automatic rifles, which are practically ‘portable 
machine guns, blazed from a wheat field, the Dragoon 
Guards set their lances and charged, wheeled and rode 
back through them, as was done in the Napoleonic wars, 
and, for the first time in eighteen months of continuous 
warfare on the western front, with its continuous bayo- 
netting, bombing, gassing and shelling, an enemy was 
impaled from a horse. The surviving Germans, who had 
not forgotten their drill, tried to receive the horsemen in 
their sweep back with the bayonet. At another point, 
as the cavalry swept across the wheat fields the Germans 
were astounded as by an apparition.” 

In the eastern theater there has always been a freer 
movement of cavalry owing to the nature of the terrain, 
the vast expanse of territory covered in the various Rus- 
sian and British operations against the Teutonic Powers, 
the Turks and the Arabs, and the irresistible passion of 
the Cossacks to keep on the move. Of late the cavalry 
operations of the troops, under General Brusiloff, have 
contributed a new maneuver to this war, according to 
newspaper despatches from German sources, in that the 
mounted arm has been used directly against the trenches. 
According to these stories “the Russian infantry work 
their way forward by rushes and dig themselves in about 
500 yards from the German or Austrian trenches. Mean- 
while the Cossacks are brought forward behind the front 
line, which then opens out to let them go through. At 
the command the Cossacks leap forward, deploying at the 
gallop to a widely extended formation, and rush on the 
German machine guns, every man lying along the side 
of his horse and every horse at the dead run. Owing to 
their open order and their speed they are able to get 
close to the German lines with fewer casualties than in- 
fantry would suffer. Then, when they seem about to rush 
to destruction on the barbed wire and machine guns, all 
pull up, drop to the ground and open fire, the horses 
perfectly trained, lying down to form breastworks. The 
riflemen open a furious fire upon the German positions, 
under cover of which the Russian infantry rush across 
the danger space and form for the real charge.” 

Our cavalrymen are in the habit of doing just that 
very thing, in exhibition drills, of course. But the novelty 
introduced by General Brusiloff’s cavalry commanders is 
the use of this maneuver where trench fighting is used 
upon so large a scale. It remains to be seen whether

this will be developed among any of the other armies. At 
first impression it would seem very costly in comparison 
with results. But as few things in this war have worked 
out along preconceived lines this use of cavalry may be 
another illustration of that general condition. But every 
soldier the world over will like to see the cavalry out in 
the open again. 
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Organization of the National Guard now on the border 
into divisions is urged by a report from General Funston 
to the War Department. It is understood that he 
believes that the plans for divisions formulated by the 
War Department in 1910 and 1912 should be followed. 
According to reports received at the War Department 
there are now on the border a force of 99,481 National 
Guardsmen. At the mobilization camps mustered into 
the Service there are stationed 35,266. If this force is 
to be made a fighting organization divisions must be 
created, even if they are only provisional in their 
character. The wisdom of this course is recognized both 
in the War Department and by the commanding officers 
on the border. Until the draft order is issued there 
will be no authority for the appointment of commanders 
of divisions which are composed of troops from different 
states. The only regularly appointed divisional com- 
manders will be General O’Ryan, of New York, and 
General Clement, of Pennsylvania. Yet it is so im- 
portant to properly organize the Militia that the Secre- 
tary of War is being urged to create provisional 
divisions and detail Regular officers to command them. 
Very few National Guard organizations are over the 
minimum strength. There are only 1,000 more National 
Guardsmen on the border than is required by the mini- 
mum strength of the organizations there. 
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To hasten the consideration of a universal military 
training bill it has been decided by the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs to appoint a subcommittee to consider 
the bill and report to the full committee. This important 
feature of the preparedness program is now being 
generally discussed by all the national defense organiza- 
tions. The subcommittee consists of Chairman Cham- 
berlain, Senator Beckham, of Kentucky, and Senator 
Warren, of Wyoming. The bill which Senator Chamber- 
lain introduced at the beginning of the session will be 
used as a basis for the measure to be considered by the 
committee. At Chairmag Chamberlain’s request Capt. 
George Van Horne Méeley, formerly of the General 
Staff, mage a report on a bill which he prepared while 
he was on duty at the War Department. This appeared 
in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. The chief difference 
between Captain Moseley’s bill and the bill originally 
introduced by Chairman Chamberlain is that the Senator 
follows more closely the Swiss system. Captain 
Moseley’s bill provides for taking all of the six months’ 
training in one year. Upon arriving at the age of 
eighteen years the young man is liable for six months’ 
training, two of which must be taken with the colors. 
He can secure credit for four months’ training by 
attending military schools which are designated by the 
War Department. Another new feature of Captain . 
Moseley’s bill is that it is unlawful for any corporation 
or private concern to employ a man who has passed 
the military age who has not a eertificate of military 
service or of exemption. 
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Upon information that some of the new Cavalry sabers 
were being broken at drill and that the weapon was not 
proving entirely satisfactory, the Ordnance Department 
has perfected its methods in making the blades, and in 
future there will be more uniformity in the temper of 
the steel which should reduce the number ef blades which 
snap and break. The War Department called upon 
troop and regimental commanders for reports. Upon a 
review of all these reports, it appears that increased in- 
terest has been aroused in the use of the saber under the 
new course of instruction prescribed. Considering the 
amount of training involved, the number of sabers which 
have. been broken has been very small. Where broken 
sabers have been reported, it has very generally been due 
to the fact that the trooper missed his aim with the point 
of the saber and struck some hard, unyielding part of 
the support holding the dummy used in the practice, or 
the damage was done by the horse falling against the 
saber. Again, if the arm is not held properly when 
piercing the dummy and withdrawing the saber there- 
from, the blade is subjeeted to a twisting and bending 
stress at the same time. The weight of the trooper and 
horse is behind the point, and a certain number of breaks 
must reasonably be expected. 
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At the recent examination conducted at a number of 
cities throughout the United States eight medical men 
successfully passed the examination for appointment as 
assistant surgeons in the Medical Reserve Corps with 
the view to subsequent examination for appointment 
in the Medical Corps of the Navy. They are: James A. 
Halpin, Washington, D.C.; William D. Heaton, Wahoo, 
Neb.; Aubrey M. Larsén, Salt Lake City, Utah; Lincoln 
Humphreys, Argenta, Ark.; Theodore Edward Cox, 
Cleveland, Ohio; Arthur W. Hoaglund, Minneapolis, 
Minn.; Carroll H. Francis, Camden, N.J.; Harold L. 
Jensen, San Francisco, Cal. There are still a number 
of vacancies in the Medical Corps, U.S.N., and another 
examination will be held on Aug. 7. With the passage 
of the Naval bill the number of vacancies in the Medical 
Corps will be increased, and as a result subsequent 
examinations will probably be held if a sufficient number 
of eligibles are not obtained in the August examinations. 
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THE SIXTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 
THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The Senate Committee of the Whole on July 19 
adopted as a part of the Naval bill the measure which 
had originally been passed by the Senate as a separate 
bill appropriating $11,000,000 for a government owned 
armor plant. On July 20 an amendment offered by 
Mr. La Follette, that sought to “prohibit the use of 
warships in collecting debts from Latin-American coun- 
tries,” was defeated, 44 to 8. 

As we go to press with this form the Senate is still 
being entertained by filibusterers against the final passage 
of the Naval Appropriation bill, which is ready to go 
to conference in the form given on page 1515, with addi- 
tional amendments noted below. It is possible that yet 
others may be added before the final vote by the Senate 
is had. This may be to-day or it may be a week off, 
according to the extent of filibustering tactics. 

The Senate on July 18 adopted the following: 

Provided, That if, in the judgment of the Secretary of the 
Navy, the most rapid and economical construction of the battle 
cruisers authorized herein can be obtained thereby, he may con- 
tract for the construction of any or all of them upon the basis 
of actual cost, plus a reasonable profit, to be determined by 
him. 

Provided further, That the Secretary of the Navy is author- 
ized to secure a suitable site on the Columbia River, Ore., 
as near to the entrance as may be deemed advisable, for the 
construction of a submarine and torpedoboat base; and for this 
purpose the sum of $500,000 is hereby appropriated, out of 
any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

One paragraph of the Senate committee’s Naval 
Militia legislation the Senate amended to read: 

Whenever a member of the Naval Militia who is employed 
under a department of the Government of the United States 
attends driljs, cruises, or other ordered duty of the Naval 
Militia, he shall receive the amount of the salary or wages 
he would have earned when so employed, in addition to the 
amount provided for by law as a member of the said Naval 
Militia: Provided, however, That such attendance shall not 
affect his efficiency rating in said department. Nor shall he 
suffer demotion or loss of position during or at the termina- 
tion of any naval or military service when ordered upon special 
or active duty of any kind. 

The navy yard and ordnance employees are provided 
with leaves in the following: 

That each and every employee of the navy yards, gun fac- 
tories, naval stations and arsenals of the U.S. Government is 
hereby granted thirty days’ leave of absence each year, without 
forfeiture of pay during such leave: Provided, That it shall be 
lawful to allow pro rata leave only to those serving twelve 
consecutive months or more: And provided further, That in 
all cases the heads of divisions shall have discretion as to the 
time when the leave can best be allowed: And provided further, 
That not more than thirty days’ leave with pay shall be allowed 
any such employee in any one year. J 

The Senate struck out the House provision that no 
part of any sum herein appropriated shall be expended 
for the purchase of structural steel, ship plates, armor, 
armament or machinery from any persons, firms or 
corporations who have combined or conspired to 
monopolize the interstate or foreign commerce or trade 
of the United States, or the commerce or trade between 
the states and any territory or the District of Columbia, 
in any of the articles aforesaid. 

In relation to the proposed Court of Arbitration the 
Senate amends the introduction of the House paragraph 
to read: 

It is hereby declared to be the policy of the United States 
to adjust and settle its international disputes through mediation 
or arbitration, to the end that war may be honorably avoided. 
It looks with apprehension and disfavor upon a general in- 
crease of armament throughout the world, but it realizes that 
no single nation cen disarm, and that without a common agree- 
ment upon the subject every considerable power must maintain 
a relative standing in military strength, In view ot the 
premises, the President is authorized and requested to invite, 
at an appropriate time, not later than the close of the war in 
Europe, all the great governments of the world to send repre- 
sentatives to a conference, etc. 

The second paragraph on this same topic is amended 
to read: ‘ ; 

If at any time before the construction authorized by this 
act shall have been contracted for there shall have been estab- 
lished, with the co-operation of the United States of America, 
an international tribunal or tribunals competent to secure peace- 
ful determinations of all international disputes, and which shall 
render unnecessary the maintenance of competitive armaments, 
then and in that case such naval expenditures as may be in- 
consistent with the engagements made in the establishment of 
such tribunal or tribunals may be suspended, when so ordered 
by the President of the United States. 





CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 


The Senate on July 17 agreed to a resolution calling 
upon the Secretary of the Navy, if not incompatible with 
the public‘ interest, to send to the Senate a statement 
of the scores made by the Atlantic Battleship Fleet in 
division practice and battle practice in 1916. . 

The Senate on July 19 passed S. 453, to place Lieut. 
Col. Junius L. Powell on the retired list of the Army 
with rank of brigadier general. 

The bill S. 381, the so-called Philippine Independence 
bill, was laid before the Senate on July 18; the House 
amendments were disagreed to and the bill was sent to 
conference. 

In the Senate on July 14 Mr. Swanson submitted an 
amendment providing that hereafter the Chief of Ord- 
nance, Inspector General, Judge Advocate General, 
Adjutant General, Chief Signal Officer shall have the 
rank, pay and allowances of a major general, intended 
to be proposed by him to the Army Appropriation bill. 

In the Senate on July 18 Mr. Curtis proposed as an 
amendment to the bill (H.R. 16460) making appropria- 
tions for the support of the Army the following: “Pro- 
vided, That the provisions of the Act of May 11, 1908, 
as amended by the Act of March 3, 1909, relating to 
pay to beneficiaries of officers and enlisted men on the 
active list of the Army is hereby extended to officers and 
enlisted men of the National Guard when called or 
drafted into the service of the United States.” 


Reporting H.R. 386, to create in the War Department 
and the Navy Department, respectively, a roll designated 
as the “Civil War volunteer officers’ retired list,” to 
authorize placing thereon with retired pay certain sur- 
viving officers who served in the Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps of the United States in the Civil War, the com- 
mittee proposes the following amendment to the bill: In 
line 18, after the word “service,” insert the following: 
“And provided further, That no person shall be entitled 
to the benefits of this act who has not a pensionable 
status under the pension laws of the United States. 
On page 4, line 17, strike out the word “captain and 
insert in lieu thereof the words “second lieutenant. 
The committee says: “This is an effort to bestow a well 
merited and long deferred reward to deserving men and 
to fulfill a pledge made to the nation’s defenders a half 
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a century ago. This act places Volunteers and Regulars, 
as to pay and allowances, in all respects on equal 
footing. On those and other Government promises the 
Union forces were enlisted and mustered, served the 
cause, and were retired by discharge for wounds or dis- 
ability or close of term of service or end of war, 1866, 
and that promised equality should now be fulfilled in 
whole or part as proposed in this act.” 

Representative Julius Kahn on July 18 introduced a 
Naval Militia aerial coast patrol bill (H.R. 17056), 
which is identical with one submitted to the Senate a 
few days previously by Senator Charles F. Johnson, of 
Maine, a member of the Senate Naval Committee, and 
also a member of the National Aerial Coast Patrol Com- 
mission, of which Rear Admiral Robert E. Peary is 
chairman. This matter will now receive simultaneous 
consideration by the Naval Committees of both Houses. 
The Johnson-Kahn, bill provides for the establishment 
of an aerial coast patrol unit and a course of instruction 
in flying for the Naval Militia cf the various states, the 
system to be under control of the Secretary of the Navy. 
The bill appropriates $1,500,000. An important feature 
of the bill is the inclusion of inland as well as coastal 
states in the proposed ‘system, the only proviso being 
that each state Naval Militia applying for a school must 
have a suitable body of water available for training 
purposes. The object of training inland as well as 
coastal units is to have a large force of hydroaeroplanes 
and trained aquatic aviators available for instant trans- 
portation to any given coastal point, either as a war 
measure or for life-saving purposes. 

The House Military Committee favorably reports S. 
6279, for the relief of Cadet William Harold Kehoe, 
who seeks to be placed on the retired list. The same 
relief exactly has been granted to Cadet William W. 
Prude, jr., by Act of March 4, 1913, he having con- 
tracted typhoid fever, complicated with disease of the 
spine, while a cadet at the Academy, and to Cadet J. 
Randolph Peyton, by Act of March 4, 1909, he having 
contracted articular rheumatism, which resulted in the 
amputation of his leg, while a cadet at the Academy. 
The committee says: “Kehoe was admitted to Military 
Academy June.14, 1913, and was transferred to the U.S. 
Army General Hospital, Fort Bayard, N.M., Aug. 30, 
1915, for observation and treatment for tuberculosis. 
It appears from the records that his disability was 
incurred while at the Academy, and it seems uncertain 
that he will ever be in a proper physical condition to 
complete his course of training in that institution. He 
is now able to perform such draftsman’s services as are 
required at Fort Bayard and it is believed that he will 
be able to enter the active service, if this bill is passed, 
within a reasonable time, which he is anxious to do. 
Previous to his present illness Cadet Kehoe discharged 
all his duties and passed all examinations, both mental 
and physical, and was without any hospital record, never 
having been confined therein except in the late fall of 
1914, when he met with the serious misfortune of being 
kicked in the head by a horse, in the riding hall of the 
Military Academy, while in discharge of his duties. Said 
injury soon healed, and he was discharged from the 
hospital, but, due to his debilitated condition, he shortly 
thereafter contracted a cold that remained with him 
throughout the winter and developed into his ypresent 
trouble, which was produced by his reduced vitality 
resulting from said injury and the continuing discharge 
of his duties at the Academy. Aside from the common 
justice due Cadet Kehoe, it seems the act of good business 
on the part of the Congress to place upon the retired 
list this cadet, to whom the Government has already 
given over two years of training at the Military 
Academy, so that he may be returned.to the Service 
upon his recovery, of which there is reasonable hope.”

S. 6650, Mr. Martin, of Virginia——To provide for preserv- 
ing the list of the Commissary General of prisoners of war, or 
record of deaths of prisoners of war, 1861 to 1865, in the 
Office of The Adjutant General, U.S. Army, Washington, D.C., 
and printing the same as a public document. ‘ 








H. Con. Res. 48, Mr. Capstick—To frank the mail of the 
volunteer soldiers ‘‘now encamped along the Mexican border 
as United States troops, men who at the call to the colors 
abruptly left their families and business, and therefore must 
necessarily desire to do much in the way of sending mail 
communications giving assurance of safety and well-being to 
relatives and instructions to business associates.’’ 





H. Res. 297, Mr. Bennet.—That the Members of the House 
who are Union and Confederate veterans of the Civil War, and 
the Members of the House who are veterans of the Spanish- 
American War, be, and they are hereby, elected a committee 
for the purpose of attending at Arlington Cemetery, as a mark 
of respect on the part of this House, at the funeral of the

H.J. Res. 266, Mr. Cary.—Directing the Secretary of the 
Navy to accept a proposal of Louis Gathmann to build an 
armor plant of 40,000 tons capacity for the Government for 
$9,000,000, under the guaranty that said armor is impene- 
trable at one-half the range at which the department claims 
our guns can penetrate the present armor belt of our battle- 
ships: Provided, That tests of a floating caisson representing 
a section of battleship constructed according to his system as 
set forth in his patents, and furnished by him, prove his 
claims; the tests to be made with a 14-inch gun at actual 
ranges, beginning with the close fighting range of 8,000 yards

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other shell to sink said caisson, but at the actual ranges as 
set forth by Mr. Gathmann. _The $650,000 to be paid in four 
equal parts—one-fourth when the contract is awarded; one- 
fsarth when the working drawings are completed; one-fourth 
when all the armor is finished; and one-fourth when the 
caisson is complete for test.

H.R. 17020, Mr. Reilly—-Making an appropriation of 
$75,000 for the benefit of the Aviation Corps of the Depart- 
ment of War, and repealing the provisions of certain acts 
relating to the acquisition of a site and the erection of a 
public building at Ripon, Wis. 

H.R. 17056, Mr. Kahn.—That there is hereby established 
the aerial coast-patrol system, in connection with the Naval 
Militia of the several states, and under the direction and 
control of the Secretary of the Navy, for the purpose of 
guarding our coast line and training as aviators the aviation 
section of the Naval Militia of every state where the same is 
established. Sec. 2. That the Naval Militia of every state 
shall be furnished with a suitable course of instruction, one 
or more hydroaeroplanes, and a competent instructor or in- 
structors, provided it contains the requisite number of an 
aviation personnel, as stipulated by the Secretary of the Navy.

ADJUTANT GENERAL’S REPORT, NEW YORK. 


We have received a bound copy of the annual report 
of Adjutant General Lewis W. Stotesbury, of New York, 
for the year 1915. The aggregate strength of the 
National Guard in December, 1915, was 17,019 officers 
and men, and the aggregate strength of the Naval Militia 
was 1,435 officers and men. The gain during the year 
was 10,655 and the loss 11,118 in the National Guard. 
In the Naval Militia the gain was 691 and the loss 732, 
making a net loss of 458 in the National Guard and a 
net loss of forty-one in the Naval Militia. The great 
increase in gains and loss over those of previous years, 
General Stotesbury points out, is due to the recent 
amendment to the Military Law, which requires that 
enlisted men be discharged at the expiration of the term 
of enlistment, instead of being allowed to hold over, as 
was done in former years. 

The report deals among other things with the necessity 
for the formation of machine gun units and depot units, 
and urges ample appropriation for the military estab- 
lishment. The necessity for mobilization places in proper 
condition for the reception of troops is dwelt upon, and 
the construction of a well equipped range of large target 
capacity urged. In order to better instruct the troops 
in the important matter of small arms practice General 
Stotesbury advocates that the organizations should have 
at least five days’ practice on outdoor ranges each year 
and that the officers and men who qualify as marksmen 
or better should receive pay during the period of such 
service. . 

The report refers to the matter of inspection and 
survey, the improvement in the keeping of property, 
grounds, ete. General Stotesbury recommends that suit- 
able prizes be offered for competitive firing of machine 
gun units and for service practice in the Coast Artillery 
and for field firing for all batteries of the Field Artillery. 
At present there are.no prizes for these organizations. 
During the year many new articles of equipment have 
been issued, including musical instruments to all organi- 
zations having enlisted bands. New field ranges have 
been issued to all organizations, replacing the old and 
obsolete pattern in the hands of the troops, and in addi- 
tion aay cooking utensils or march kits have been 
issued. 





LOSS OF THE U.S.S. HECTOR. 


In the foundering of the U.S. fuel ship Hector early 
on July 15, 1916, during a hurricane nine miles off the 
lightship at Charleston, S.C., there was fortunately no 
loss of life. All aboard were safely taken off in small 
boats. The Hector was under command of Joseph 
Newell, master, and had a merchant complement of 
eleven other officers and a crew of seventy men. In 
addition she carried a detachment of fifty-two marines 
under command of ist Lieut. Robert E. Adams, en 
route for Guantanamo, Cuba. She left Norfolk, Va., 
July 10, stopping at Port Royal to take aboard the 
marines, and after fighting against the hurricane her 
ge became disabled, and the vessel finally went 
own. 

The first report received by the Navy Department 
that the Hector was in distress was received at 9:30 
a.m. July 14 at the navy yard, Charleston, which trans- 
mitted a wireless message from the S.S. Nacoochee. 
The Nacoochee reported the Hector in distress, in need 
of assistance and in a sinking condition. All of the 
radio stations on the coast from Beaufort, N.C., to Key 
West broadcasted this information, and soon several 
vessels were on their way to assist the sinking vessel. 
Among these were the Alamo, Coast Guard cutter 
Seminole, lighthouse tender Cypress, the Somerset, the 
Relief, the Vigilant, the Wilmington and the U.S.S. 
Paducah. At 10 a.m. July 14 the Hector was proceeding 
north at a speed of about four knots. At noon informa- 
tion was received that she was listing and shipping 
heavy seas. The chief engineer, C. E. M. Mercer, one 
fireman, John McWermott, and the carpenter, C. L. 
Cheston, were seriously injured. At 2:20 the Hector 
sent out a signal of distress, “S O S,” and at 2:25 
reported that she was in a sinking condition and that 
her crew was ready to leave the ship, and made appeal 
for help. Later the Hector was able to verify her posi- 
tion and stated that she was about seven miles north- 
east of Romain Gas Buoy. She was abandoned at 
12:45 a.m. July 15 by her crew. The ship is broken 
in two and is believed to be a total wreck. All of her 
officers and crew and the company of marines, which 
was en route from Guantanamo, were taken off by the 
U.S. Lighthouse tender Cypress and the tug Wilming- 
ton. These vessels arrived at Charleston on the morn- 





‘ing of July 15 at eight o’clock. The torpedoboat Terry 


and her convoy, the Relief, were in this same storm, 
but were able to anchor near the Charleston light 
vessel and reached Charleston safely. 

The Hector was a twin screw vessel of 11,230 tons 
and had a speed of about 1214 knots. Her dimensions 


- were: Length over all, 403 feet: 53 feet beam and 32.6 


feet depth... When completed her cost was $479,000. 
She is a sister ship of the Mars and the Vulcan, which 
were built in 1909. The Hector in August, 1910, at 
the naval coaling station at Bradford, R.I., discharged 
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2,200 tons in seven hours. This was at the rate of 
nearly five and one-fourth tons a minute. 

The Hector carried coal, oil and stores valued at 
$500,000. Capt. B, C. Bryan, U.S.N., commandant of 
the Charleston (S.C.) Navy Yard, advised the Navy 
Department July 16 that he was making an investiga- 
tion of the possibility of raising the Hector. He also 
said an attempt would be made, at least, to salvage 
naval stores from the collier, but no effort to save her 
coal cargo is contemplated. On July 19 a court of 
inquiry began an investigation of the loss of the Hector 
in the navy yard, Charleston, S.C. 

Captain Newell, testifying before the court on July 
20, said the hurricane which swept the Carolina coast 
drove terrific seas over the Hector’s decks, flooding and 
disabling the engines and driving her into shoal water, 
where ‘she grounded and broke up. ‘The captain said 
orders had been placed for new battens for the collier’s 
hatches, but that the battens were not obtained before 
the collier had to leave Norfolk. Men of the crew and 
marines who were aboard were placed on the witness 
stand. All of them replied negatively to a question 
whether they wished to prefer any charge of negligence.

A QUARTERMASTERS’ RESERVE CORPS. 


Formation of a council to promote a volunteer reserve 
for the Quartermaster Corps of the U.S. Army has been 
declared feasible and practicable by the War Depart- 
ment, and the Merchants’ Association of New York 
city, which submitted the plan, expects soon to be 
authorized to carry it into effect. The reserve is to be 
a unit of the Engineers "Reserve Corps, which is being 
organized by engineering societies of’ the country. It 
was pointed out in the plan submitted to Secretary of 
War Baker that such bodies as the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion were peculiarly fitted to select men of the requisite 
type. Secretary Baker was asked to approve the forma- 
tion of a council of men thus chosen by organizations 
in various cities. In reply Secretary Baker sent to the 
association a letter which said: 

“With reference to your letter of May 6, 1916, the 
General Staff is now formulating regulations affecting 
the provisions of the new National Defense Act for an 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. The suggestions contained in 
your letter and the letter of Mr. Landreth H. King will 
be carefully considered. A prominent feature of the 
plans now being formulated for the Quartermaster 
Section, Officers’ Reserve Corps, to determine the 
applicant’s fitness for duty therein, is to be form letters 
sent out to the officials of just such societies or organi- 
zations as yours, with a view to obtaining co-operative 
action on their part. 

“It is thought that your plan of forming an associa- 
tion to promote a Volunteer Reserve for the Quarter- 
master Corps is feasible and practicable. When the 
regulations for an Officers’ Reserve Corps are approved 
a copy will be sent you. In closing, permit me to 
express my appreciation of the interest and patriotism 
thus shown by yourself and the gentlemen associated 
with you.”

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NAVAL MILITIA CRUISES. 
ATLANTIC COAST. 


The annual cruise of the Naval Militia on the At- 
lantic coast commenced July 15 to continue until July 
29, 1916, and will be participated in by all Naval Militia 
organizations. ‘The cruise is in battleships of the Re- 
serve Force, U.S. Atlantic Fleet, composed of nine battle- 
ships under the command of Rear Admiral J. M. Helm, 
U.S.N. The vessels were distributed at Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia and Norfolk. The Naval Militia 
were transported to these cities and each organization 
went on board the vessel to which it is assigned on 
July 15. The vessels were ordered to rendezvous at 
Block Island Sound, on the morning of July 17, and 
then cruise in squadron until such time as will enable 
them to reach the cities at which the Naval Militia will 
disembark, in accordance with the schedule. 

In order that the Naval Militia organizations of the 
western and southern states may not be away from their 
homes for a longer period than fifteen days, it has been 
necessary to arrange to disembark these organizations on 
July 25, the remainder of the organizations will be on 
board ship until July 29. 

This is the first time that the Naval Militia has per- 
formed a cruise of this nature. It is the intention of the 
Navy Department to man these nine battleships of the 
Reserve Force, U.S. Atlantic Fleet, in a manner similar 
to that in which it would be manned in time of war. 
Each one of these battleships will be in command of an 
officer of the regular Navy with a limited number of 
officers of the regular Navy. They will each have a crew 
of approximately forty per cent. of enlisted men of the 
regular Navy, the remainder of the crew, both officers 
and enlisted men, to form full complement, being made up 
by the Naval Militia. The number of the Naval Militia 
allotted to each ship has been sufficient to fill up to full 
complement. 

The vessels of the Reserve Force, U.S. Atlantic Fleet, 
were manned at the cities enumerated below and by the 
organizations specified : 

Kearsarge at navy yard, Boston, by Massachusetts 
Naval Militia. 

Virginia at navy yard, Boston, by Connecticut, Massa- 
chusetts, Maine and Rhode Island. 

Maine at navy yard, New York, by New York, 2d Bat- 
talion; New Jersey, 2d Battalion. 

New Jersey at North River, N.Y., by New York, 3d 
Battalion; New Jersey, 1st Battalion. 

Kentucky at North River, N.Y., by New York, 1st 
Battalion. 

Alabama .at navy yard, Philadelphia, by Illinois and 
Maryland. 

Illinois at navy yard, Philadelphia, by Michigan, Penn- 
sylvania, 2d Battalion; South Carolina and District of 
Columbia. 

Rhode Island at navy yard, Philadelphia, by Minnesota, 
Missouri, Ohio and Pennsylvania, 1st Battalion. 

Louisiana, at navy yard, Norfolk, by Florida, Louisi- 
ana, North Carolina and Texas. 

The total number of Naval Militia who will partici- 
pate in this battleship cruise will be approximately 270 
officers and 4, men. ‘ 

At the same time that the Naval Militia of the eastern, 
southern and central states are making this cruise of the 
reserve battleships part of the 2d Battalion, New York 
Naval Militia, will cruise on the U.S.S. Gloucester; part 
of the Connecticut Naval Militia will cruise on the U.S.S. 
Amphitrite; part of the Maryland Naval Militia. will 
cruise on the U.S.S. Montgomery; part of the Pennsyl- 
vania Naval Militia and 2d Battalion, New Jersey Naval 
Militia, will cruise on the U.S.S. Chicago, and part of 





the 1st Battalion, Michigan Naval Militia, will cruise on 
the U.S.S. Don Juan de Austria. 

The aeronautic section of the 1st and 2d Battalions, 
New York Naval Militia, are in camp at Bay Shore, 
Long Island. 

The marine companies of the Illinois Naval Militia, 
Louisiana Naval Militia and 2d Battalion, New York 
Naval Militia, will go into camp for instruction. 

The New York Naval Militia have the large number 
of seventy officers and 1,104 men on the cruise or in 
camps of instructions, as follows: One officer from head- 
quarters on the Kentucky and one on the New Jersey. 
The ist Battalion has twenty-four officers and 398 men 
on the Kentucky and three officers and ten men in the 
aviation camp at Bay Shore, L.I. The 2d Battalion has 
fourteen officers and 268 men in the Maine; eight offi- 
cers and fifty-three men on the Gloucester; three officers 
and seven men at the aviation camp at Bay Shore, L.I., 
and one officer and forty-nine men in camp with the U.S. 
Marine at Wakefield, Mass. The 3d Battalion has fifteen 
officers and 319 men aboard the New Jersey on the 
cruise. 

Commodore Robert P. Forshew, commanding the New 
York Naval Militia, is busy making inspection trips 
during the cruise and camps. 


PACIFIC .COAST. 

At the same time as the battleship cruise is being held 
on the Atlantic coast, the California, Oregon and Wash- 
ington Naval Militia are on a cruise on the Pacific coast. 
On this cruise the Ist Battalion, California Naval Militia, 
man the Oregon; the Oregon Naval Militia man _ the 
—— and the Washington Naval Militia the New 

rleans. 

The vessels of this squadron left Port Angeles, Wash., 
for Sitka, Alaska, where liberty will be given. They will 
return, remaining in squadron until such time as will 
enable them to reach their home ports in time for dis- 
embarkation. 

All the summer exercises of the Naval Militia will be 
held at practically the same time, although it will be 
necessary, in a few instances, to make other tours of duty 
in order that all Naval Militia organizations may be 
taken care of.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from the reports of July 13-20.) 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 

Much of the best military opinion on all sides is 
increasingly inclined to believe that the great combined 
offensive of the Allies now in progress marks the culmi- 
nation of the war. Within recent months the opinion 
has been held in army circles in Berlin that there could 
be no serious discussion of peace until the great new 
Kitchener armies had been tried out in a large offensive. 
It was there believed that if such an effort should fail 
to achieve very vital results and the casualties incurred 
in winning minor successes should prove to be very 
heavy England might with France and Russia be willing 
to consider ways and means to end the conflict otherwise 

than by the hoped for total crushing of Germany. 

The battle of the Somme having now lasted three full 
weeks has resultel in numerous minor but brilliant 
successes for the Allies. It is apparent that it will 
require tremendous exertions now to push on to the 
capture of either of the important objectives aimed at. 
There has been ample time for the Germans to bring 
up such reserves as will make the taking of either 
Peronne-or Bapaume a long and costly operation. While 
these are important places, they are not really first class 
objectives, such as Lille, Douai or St. Quentin. 

The attitude of the troops engaged has undergone a 
splendid improvement on the moral side. 
and very costly battle the British took Ovillers and 
captured 126 surviving Prussian Guards. The British 
despatches speak in terms of high respect of these brave 
remnants of an heroic defense and tell how the massed 
British reserves instinctively presented arms as_ the 
prisoners were marched to the rear. As mutual respect 
is permitted to find expression among the fighting men 
it is to be hoped that the ugly, unreasoning hatreds of 
the civilians may be lessened. Thus peace might hope 
to dawn. 

A week ago the British were hotly engaged on the

uly 
14 they had appreciably advanced and east of Contal- 
maison had occupied the Mametz Wood and reached 
the Longueval road. ‘The German position at Pozieres 
was in jeopardy. At Bazentin-le-Petit the positions were 
alternately won and lost in fierce counter-attacks, but 
finally the British settled firmly in the trenches. The 


-suecess here extended to Longueval and Trones Wood, 


which were taken with a number of prisoners at the 
price of heavy casualties. 

The winning of Longueval brought the British into 
alignment with the French left at Hardecourt, and by 
July 15 they had won all of Delville Wood, northeast of 
Longueval, were on the edge of Faureaux Wood and 
close to Pozieres. In Faureaux Wood the German third 
line was pierced, and here for the first time since the 
summer of 1914 a squadron of British cavalry had an 
opportunity to play a part in the attack. Delville Wood 
was won by South African troops. 

By July 17 the British had still further improved 
their line by capturing by assault 1,500 yards of second 
line positions northwest of Bazentin-le-Petit Wood and 
a strong position at Waterlot Farm, between Longueval 
and Guillemont. 

Since July 1 the British have captured north of the 
Somme 189 officers and 10,779 men, also five 8-inch 
howitzers, three 6-inch howitzers, four 6-inch guns, five 
other heavy guns, thirty-seven field guns, thirty trench 
howitzers and sixty-seven machine guns. 

On the night of July 17 heavy British attacks against 
Pozieres were repulsed, and on the evening of July 18 
in massed formations the Geiiaans attacked and _re- 
captured Longueval and Delville Wood with eight 
British officers and 280 men. Three attempts to re- 
capture Waterlot Farm were defeated, and on the fol- 
lowing day British reinforcements again forced their 
way into Longueval and regained part of Delville Wood. 
Renewed attacks upon Pozieres were defeated by the 
German curtain of fire. 

South of the Somme the French attacked on July 14 
on both sides of Barleux and west of Estrees, but were 
repulsed after suffering severe losses. On the night 
of the 17th in rain and mist the Germans attacked 
strongly in the direction of Biaches, the village on the 
west front of. Peronne, and the’ fighting extended to La 
Maisonette. On the 18th the French recaptured some 
houses which had been lost in Biaches, but on the 19th 
were repulsed in attacks north cf Barleux and near 
Belloy-en-Santerre. Near Hstrees the French captured 
a trench with sixty prisoners. : 

At Verdun, on the east side of the Meuse, Souville, 
Chenois and La Laufée were subjected to a heavy bom- 


After a long, 
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bardment. Chenois is a half-mile south of Fort de 
Vaux, on the road which, crossing !a Montagne a mile 
further on, branches right and left to Fort Souville and 
Fort de Tavannes. La Laufée is just east of Chenois. 
The fighting reported last week, which resulted in an 
important German success at Chapelle-Sainte-Fine, re- . 
sulted in the capture of fifty-six French officers and 
2,349 men. The German infantry have held the posi- 
tion and consolidated it. 

On the west of the Meuse the Germans were repulsed 
in an attack with hand grenades against a French posi- 
tion northeast of Avocourt redoubt. An attack on Hill 
304 was defeated by the French, who still hold this key 
position strongly. 

Both sides have been active at various points along the 
long line from the Channel to the Vosges. On the Belgian 
front the bombardment has reached a degree of great 
intensity, particularly at Steenstraete. German combat 
patrols were repulsed at Oudstuyvek-enskerke and 
Paschendaal. 

In the region of Wytschaete and south. of La Bassée 
Canal the Germans attempted unsuccessfully several 
raids on British trenches. 

In Champagne a French raid near Prosnes gave a 
few German prisoners. The Germans made a surprise 
attack on lines held by Russian troops, who made a 
successful counter-attack. In the Argonne surprise 
attacks alternate with mine explosions, but there have 
been no important changes. The fighting still centers 
about La Fille Morte. 

In the region of Ham, southeast of Nomeny, the French 
repulsed two attacks which followed a bombardment. 
In the Vosges a German raid upon French positions was 
repulsed after a’ sharp fight with hand grenades. 


THE EASTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


There have been no great changes, but such develop- 
ments as have occurred are distinctly in favor of the 
Russians. They are somewhat nearer to the vital 
Vladimir-Kovel. line, and it is reported that - raiding 
Cossacks are actually across the Carpathians into 
Hungary. We are still disinclined to believe that any 
serious invasion across the mountains will be under- 
taken until the German line in Galicia and Volhynia 
is forced still further back. General Brussiloff seems 
too sound a strategist to risk the vast successes already 
won for the sake of a brilliant but doubtful adventure. 
However, he is primarily a cavalryman and will give 
his own branch of the service every possible opportunity 
to win the distinction so long denied to it by trench 
warfare. 

The most desperate Russian efforts have failed to 
shake the Germans out of Baranovitchi, which is at the 
crossing of the Brest-Litovsk-Minsk and Vilna-Lunietz 
lines. From that point the 360 miles of entrenched 
poistions northward have held firm. At the narrowest 
point through Suwalki and Wilna provinces the German 
line has 150 miles of occupied Russian territory behind 
it. On the Warsaw-Pinsk line it is 370 miles between 
the German frontier and the present German front. In 
Volhynia and Galicia the Austrian line has been pushed 
back roughly fifty miles on a front from north to south 
of about 200 miles. In addition the Austrians have lost 
very nearly all of Bukowina. 

In Galicia, west of the lower Strypa, there has 
been desperate fighting, but despite Austria’s best efforts 
the advantage continues with the Russians, who took 
over 3,200 more prisoners in this region. West and 
northwest of Buczacz Russian attacks were repulsed 
with heavy losses in casualties and prisoners. 

On July 16 southwest of Lutsk, near the village of 
Sviniusky, the Russians won a notable victory, taking 
314 German and Austrian officers and 12,637 men, with 
thirty guns and fourteen machine guns. As a result of 
this defeat the Germans retreated behind the Lipa River. 
This success may open the way for a Russian thrust 
against the Sokal-Vladimir line. 

The Germans are holding the west bank of the Stok- 
hod River strongly and have launched several vigorous 
counter-attacks, which, however, have been driven back. 
Near Zarecz in one of these encounters 160 Russians 
were captured with some machine guns. The advantage 
of the offensive, however, here, as almost everywhere 
else, is with the Russians. 

On the Barnaovitchi front on July 14 the Germans 
attacked the village of Skrobowa and captured eleven 
officers and over 1,500 men, but were unable to continue 
the jnitial success. 

In Bukowina fighting continues along the Moldava- 
Breaza line, where in close contact with the Russians 
the Austrians are struggling to hold the line close to 
the border. 

At the extreme north the Russians, strongly reinforced, 
have been attacking General von Hindenburg’s left flank 
near Riga with great energy, but thus far have failed 
to make any advance. 


THE SOUTHERN THEATER OF WAR. 


_The Italians are continuing sturdily their efforts to 
eject the Austrians from the territory in the Tyrol which 
they won so.easily by their great rush in the spring. 
Heavy fighting continues on the Sette Comuni Plateau. 

In the Tofana region an Italian mine was employed 
to wreck the Austrian positions on the Castelletto 
— An Austrian effort to recapture the position 
ailed. 

In the. Adige Valley after strong artillery preparation 
the Austrians attacked the new Italian positions north 
of Malga Zugna, but were completely repulsed with heavy 
loss. In the Posina Valley the Italians carried strong 
hostile positions south of Carno del Cosmon and east of 
Borcola Pass. Northeast of Monte Rasta a number of 
Italian attacks were repulsed. 


THE MORE REMOTE THEATERS OF THE WAR. 


The riddle of the summer campaign is the situation 
in the Balkans. Surely now, if ever, would be the time 
for the Allies there to launch a strong offensive cam- 
paign. Neither Austria-nor Germany could now spare 
reinforcements for the Bulgarians if they were hard 
pressed. Despatches speak of heavy bombardments and 
a few skirmishes, but no really important movements 
anywhere. 

In Persia news despatches claim the Turks have 
abandoned Kermanshah, which they recently recaptured. 

In Armenia the Russians are redoubling their efforts 
to break up the Turkish offensive, which threatened their 
forces between Trebizond and Erzeroum. In fighting in 
the region. of Baiburt they captured eighty-five Turkish 
officers and 1,200 men. The Turks are said to have 
burned and evacuated Baiburt. 

In Lower Mesopotamia the Turks won several small 
engagements with the British near Basra. Any strong 
Turkish movement in this region would threaten with 
disaster the British forces still on the Tigris bélow 
Kut-el-Amara at Sannayat. The British positions have 
recently been subjected to artillery attacks. . 

In Tripoli Turkish reports allege that the Italians 
have suffered a severe defeat near tne town of Mitratah, 
on the Mediterranean. A large force of Ottoman volun- 
teers captured several thousand Italians.

ORDER 22, JULY 12, 1916, U.S.M.C. 

Publishes instructions of the department relative to the ex- 
amination for promotion of officers of the Marine Corps issued 
by the Navy Department, July 11, 1916. 

1. The following ‘provisions of Sec. 24 of- the act for the 
national defense, and for other purposes, approved June 3, 
1916, are applicable. 

‘*Provided further, That the provisions of existing law re- 
quiring examinations to determine fitness for promotion of 
officers of the Army are hereby extended to include promotions 
to all grades below that of brigadier general: Provided 
further, That examinations of officers in the grades of major 
and lieutenant colonel shall be confined to problems involving 
the higher functions of staff duties and command: *. * 

2. The professional examinations for promotion of officers 
of the Marine Corps of the ranks of major and lieutenant 
colonel will be in addition to the mental, moral and physical 
examinations now required by law and will be confined to the 
following subjects and publications: 

Adjutant and Inspector’s Department, 

(a) Elements of International Law (Davis), omitting Chap- 
ters V., VII., VIII., and Appendices. 

(b) Rules ‘of Land Warfare, and Field Service Regulations. 

Quartermaster’s Department. 

Administration of the Quartermaster’s Department. 

Paymaster’s Department. 
Administration of the Paymaster’s Department. 
Line. 

Problems involving thé higher functions of staff duties and 
command. 

3. Pending a revision of the Naval Instructions, 1913, and 
of the Forms of Procedure, U.S. Navy, 1910, the following 
instructions relative to the examination of officers of the 
Marine Corps for promotion will apply: 

(c) Except for officers who within three months of the re- 
ceipt of these instructions may elect otherwise, Organization 
and Tactics (Wagner) will not be used as a basis for the 
preparation of questions for examination under Articles 3674 
(6), 3676 (4) (f), and 8676 (5) (d), Naval Instructions, 
1913. Corresponding parts of Field Service Regulations and 
Table of Organization, U.S. Army, will be substituted there- 
for. . 

(d) The minimum number of questions required to be pre- 
pared by the examining board in each subject is reduced to 
ten (Vide Article 3674 (9), Naval Instructions, 1913). 

(e) Marine officers who hold certificates from the Naval 
War College (long course), or from the Army War College, 
will be exempt for a period of six years from examination in 
all subjects, subject to the limitations of Article 3674 (12), 
Naval Instructions, 1913,

COAST GUARD NOTES. 


In_response to instructions from Secretary of the Treasury 
McAdoo to give all possible help in ridding the New Jersey 
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coast of sharks, Capt. G. L. Carden, commanding the Coast 
Guard cutter Mohawk, in a report on July 20 told what he 
had done. He reported that he had covered the entire coast 
from Spring Lake to Atlantic Highlands; had conferred with 
all the municipal authorities and bathing beach proprietors; 
had assembled the keepers of the various Coast Guard stations 
and instructed them to keep in touch with the proper authori- 
ties, and that there’was a general movement in this section of 
the coast to install suitable protection. In some instances it 
was found that nets of insufficient strength were being in- 
stalled, and on the advice of Coast Guard officers this defect 
was corrected, it being realized that a weakly constructed net 
would likely do more damage than no net at all, since if it 
failed to serve the purpose it would tend to destroy confidence 
in this method of protection. The various municipal authori- 
ties are eager to co-operate with the bathing beach proprietors, 
and it is believed by the Coast Guard officers that by the in- 
stallation of this form of protection the bathing beaches along 
the entire coast will be made more safe than ever before, since 
in addition to affording adequate protection against dangerous 
sharks these nets will be an added protection against unwary 
swimmers being swept out to sea. The municipal authorities 
appreciated the action of the Government in directing and co- 
ordinating the efforts to prevent a repetition of the recent 
tragedies. In accordance with instructions the work will be 
continued along the entire Jersey coast.

Paul Voinot, son of Professor Paul Voinot, of the 
Department of Modern Languages, Naval Academy, is one of 
the latest additions to the new Fourth Class, a complete list 
of which appears on page 1516. 

The question of the attendance of midshipmen at the Naval 
Academy at the churches of their own choice on Sunday morn 
ing, which became a national matter some years since, promises 
to be reopened. The Rev. Dr. John S. Sowers, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church, of Annapolis, held in his possession 
for some time a letter of admittance to his church of one of 
the midshipmen of the Fourth Class, G. M. Aron, of California, 
and awaited his attendance on the church for that purpose. 
None of the midshipmen except Roman Catholics being allowed 
to come out on Sunday morning, and the Protestants being 
kept in the Academy, the pastor yesterday had to admit the 
bearer of the letter of recommendation without the midshipman’s 
presence. The minister from the pulpit gave notice that he 
was going to look into the matter, and added that no adminis- 
tration, Democratic or Republican. that permitted such a state 
of affairs deserved to be returned to office. Dr. Sowers is a 
Virginian and has just assumed his pastorate here from a 
church in South Carolina. The old issue hinged chiefly on the 
fact that the midshipmen who wished to attend on Sunday 
other than the Academy Chapel service would have to affirm 
that it was a matter of conscience with them not to take part 
in the chapel services. The Roman Catholic midshipmen could 
readilv say this of a non-Catholic religious service, but non- 
Catholics, while it might be a matter of choice to attend an- 
other church, could not well declare that it was a matter of 
conscience. Hence, the Catholic midshipmen came out to their 
church in Annapolis, and the non-Catholics almost to a man 
stayed in. There was a small opening to avoid this alterna- 
tive, through the expressed wishes of parents, but few mid- 
shipmen passed through it. The Protestant ministers made a 
long and vigorous fight against this rule. and finally had it 
changed. The probability is that this regulation, now in vogue. 
only pertains to the Fourth Class during the summer régime, 
and will be abrogated at the beginning of the regular academic 
term on Oct. 1. 

Annapolis city, that sent out two companies, Company M 
and a machine gun company, in the Ist Maryland Regiment, 
N.G., has yet another recruit to enlist. He is Philip Clayton, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Lewis S. Clayton. Young Clayton was 
employed in South Carolina and when his brother-in-law, Mr. 
Benjamin R. Gossett, a graduate of the Naval Academy and 
formerly an officer in the U.S. Marine Corps, raised a machine 
gun company for service, Philip Clayton became his first ser- 





geant. The company is attached to the 1st South Carolina 
National Guard. 

- An inter-battalion debating schedule has been inaugurated 
by the Fourth Class. The first discussion took place Thursday 
night. The question was: ‘‘Resolved, That this year’s build- 
ing program for capital ships shall consist entirely of battle 
cruisers, instead of half battle cruisers and half dreadnoughts, 
as suggested.’’ 

The Congressional action in relation to the enlargement of 
the Naval Academy is in line with what has long been antici- 
pated. The Academy grounds lack being a parallelogram by 
three squares in Annapolis city proper. These are comprised 
in the area between the Academy grounds and Wagner street 
and Hanover and King George. It embraces from fifteen to 
twenty acres of land. 

The citizens of Annapolis will hold a public meeting here 
on the 24th instant. to promote the efforts to have the new 
Naval Laboratory located in the grounds now owned by the 
Government near the Naval Academy.

The ist Virginia Infantry left Richmond July 6 for 
Brownsville, Texas. 

Battery A, Field Art., and the Signal Corps of the 
Kansas National Guard left Fort Riley, Kas., July 6 for 
Eagle Pass, Texas. The ist Infantry of Kansas has 
also left for the border. 

Col. P. M. Hoisington, commanding the 2d Kansas In- 
fantry, at Camp Shafter, Eagle Pass, Texas, as senior 
colonel is in command of the three regiments of Na- 
tional Guard and their attached units on duty at Eagle 
Pass. These are the 1st and 2d Kansas and the Ist 
Vermont. Colonel Hoisington was placed in command 
of the brigade on July 13. Later a brigade of the Army 
is to be assigned to the brigade. 

The 3d Regiment of Minnesota Infantry, Col. Fred- 
erick Resche, pitched camp at Mercedes, Texas, July 15.

Forty of these have 
already started for the border. All secretaries from the 
eastern states are sent direct to San Antonio, and from 
there assigned to the border branches. Frame buildings 
of simple construction are being erected at all places 
where there are units of one regiment or more. These 
structures are fully equipped with benches, tables, free 
writing material, reading matter, musical instruments, and 
a barrel of ice water. The cost of each branch building, 
fully equipped, is about $2,000. The total cost of the 


work outlined by the Army and Navy Department, of 
which B. H. Fancher, 124 East Twenty-eighth street, is 
treasurer, for the next six months will be $200,000. All 
of the larger camps will have a motion picture machine 


and the association will have a show nearly every night. 
Reels will be sent on a circuit from one camp to another.

FIELD INSTRUCTION FOR NATIONAL GUARD. 
G.O. 16, HQRS. BROWNSVILLE DISTRICT, 
Fort Brown, Texas, July 12, 1916. 

1. The following instructions relative to the training, supply 
and sanitary care of state troops called into the service of the 
United States and serving under the district commander, are 
published for the information and guidance of all concerned: 

2. There will be appointed by this office for each regiment 
an inspector-instructor to act as the representative of the 
district commander, to have charge under the regimental com- 
mander of matters pertaining to the instruction and training 
of the troops. 

3. Assistance will be rendered to inspector-instructors by 

commanding officers of Regular troops in the vicinity in this 
important duty of training of Militia. They will exercise a 
friendly interest in their progress. At the request of com- 
manding officers of Militia they will, if practicable, detail 
officers and non-commissioned officers for theoretical or prac- 
tical instruction, this to be in addition to their ordinary 
duties. They will give opportunities for combined drills. 
_ 4. An important part of such instruction is paper work, to 
instruct in which a Regular officer will, when necessary, be 
detailed for each regiment of Militia until it is properly 
understood by adjutants, quartermasters and company com- 
manders. 

5. It is desired that the training of the Militia regiments be 
expedited as much as possible. No ordinary obstacle, such as 
weather, should be allowed to interfere with it. 

6. It is made the duty of inspector-instructors to furnish 
weekly reports to this office stating the progress that has been 
made and a schedule of drill and training for the next week. 
They will also call immediate attention of the district com- 
mander to any serious deficiencies at any time in equipment 
or food. 

7. In this connection attention is called to the schedule of 
drills adopted by the inspector-instructor of the Texas brigade 
and approved by this office. 

8. The form for the monthly inspection of Infantry equip- 
ment devised by Brig. Gen. George Bell, by which a report 
is made each month by company commanders of the equipment 
and its condition, will be used. 

9. The district commander intends to institute eventually 
competitive tests to determine what companies are the best 
instructed in the command. The result will be published in 
general orders. 

10. It is enjoined upon all company and regimental officers 
to fit themselves for their positions by assiduous study and 
practice. The inspector-instructors should at time form the 
officers into classes for drill, in order that the regimental 
officers, by being in ranks, may discover the difficulties which 
the soldier has to overcome and the advantage of having ex- 
pert drillmasters. 

11. Officers who plainly are not on to their job after a 
sufficient period of preparation will be reported to this office 
in order that they may be discharged. 

12. The soldier is not fit for fighting until he can shoot. In 
an emergency the quickest way of teaching men to shoot is 
by the system of firing with full charges at miniature targets 
(Special Course B). When time is lacking this system will 
be adopted. It should be preceded by a complete course of 
aiming and position drills. 

13. A common fault in Militia or volunteer troops is a 
failure to charge up the men with the clothing issued them. 
Inspector-instructors will watch this carefully. 

14. Inspector-instructors will see that the troops have a 
suitable drill ground. Otherwise a report of the fact will be 
made to these headquarters. 

15. In expediting instruction the intelligence of the soldier 
should be utilized. To do this instiactors will require men to 
study text-books of drill, or in their absence print leaflets, 
using the mimeograph, of such things as guard duty, manual 
of arms, bayonet exercises, etc. 

16. To give the men a proper military casriage there should 
be in each regiment setting up exercises for ten minutes after 
reveille. This can be varied with practice in running. 

17. Much stress should be laid on precision in drill. It 
means discipline, and discipline means efficiency in battle and 
on the march. 

18. The course of drills should be interspersed with oc- 
casional combat exercises, contests in athletic and military 
exercises and reviews. These things give variety. and interest 
to the instruction. 

19. In connection with the supply arrangements of Militia 
troops, quartermasters, ordnance officers, medical supply offi- 
cers and other supply officers are informed that it is their 
first duty to see that Militia troops are properly supplied. 
To accomplish this it is not sufficient to wait for the arrival 
of requisitions. They or their agents must visit the camp of 
the Militia and ascertain in what respect the Militia organiza- 
tions are deficient and see that the articles are supplied. If 
the requisitions submitted by the Militia contain errors, and 
the emergency warrants it, issue will be made first and the 
requisition corrected afterward. 

20. Issues of clothing and equipment should be made in 
such a manner that drills will not be interfered with. 

21. Officers detailed as quartermasters in Militia camps are 
considered in the light of inspectors and instructors in the 
matter of supply as well as supply officers, They should 
particularly watch the handling of the ration and its proper 
care and preparation. 

22. It is desired to impress surgeons with the fact that the 
most important thing to be accomplished when Militia are 
mustered into the service of the United States is preparation 
for war in the shortest possible space of time. On this in a 
great emergency the fate of the nation may depend. Surgeons 
are therefore desired to so adjust their demands upon the 
troops as to interfere with hours of drill and instruction as 
little as possible. 

23. Medical and other officers of regiments will be held 
strictly responsible for proper sanitation, for the condition of 
latrines, disposal of garbage, etc.

C. C. C. asks: A says that if a man furloughed to reserve 
at end of four years does not re-enlist within twenty-four 
hours, he cannot re-enlist until the seven-year period has 
elapsed. B says that this man may apply for discharge from 
reserve to re-enlist at any time within three years, provided, 
of course, he meets the requirements, Who is right? An- 
swer: B is right. See first paragraph, Bulletin 1, Jan. 11, 
1916, which corrects Bulletin 43, 1914. 

R. W. F.—The National Defense Act does not increase the 
number of ordnance sergeants. Your prospects, though, should 
be good. : 

J. K.—The pay of radio sergeant, Coast Artillery Corps, is 
$30; the National Defense Act provides for ninety-three in 
this grade; of these, nineteen are authorized in the first in- 
crement, July 1, 1916; the others in four annual increments. 

B. S.—Philippine campaign medals are issued under G.O. 
129, 1908, which you are advised to consult. You do not 
state whether you are now in the Service. If not, you are 
not entitled to the medal, even though you may have had the 
service, 

ALIEN.—The man who, on bad advice, made a false state- 
ment in his first declaration of intention in applying for citi- 
zenship and has since completed an enlistment period and 
received an honorable discharge, should discard his first papers 
and start all over again, using his honorable discharge as a 
basis. ‘This, with proof of residence for one year, will serve 
his purpose. 

H. F., EMPIRE.—The contract of enlistment which you 
made May 26, 1913, did not guarantee that you should be 
furloughed in three years, but the law gave the Secretary of 
War discretion in the matter of granting such a request from 
an enlisted man who had served three years of his seven-year 
contract. If the War Department has seen a military neces- 
sity for a general withholding of this privilege until further 
notice, the best you can do is to wait until next May, when 
you will be furloughed in due course by operation of law, 
having completed the four years’ active service specified in 
your contract. 

J. B. M.—The U.S. Cavalry use the Cavalry Service Regu- 
lations (Experimental) of 1914, 

W. S. E.—In our issue of May 20 we printed the text of 
the National Defense Act (Army Reorganization) and on page 
1220 of that issue you will find the provisions for an officers’ 
reserve corps. This, you will understand, is for service only 
in event of war. If, as we understand, you are young enough 
for a commission as second lieutenant in the Regular Army, 
write to The Adjutant General for information regarding ex- 
aminations soon to be held for civilians. 

J. S. asks: Can a party who already has taken out his first 
naturalization papers get his second papers while still in the 
Service through a military channel? Answer: Let him apply 
to. the nearest U.S. Court for information as to how to pro- 
ceed, 

CURIOUS.—See. 1232, Rey. Statutes, forbids the detailing 
of enlisted men to duty as servants in any capacity whatever. 

W. F. D.—As the conferees have not agreed upon the 
Indian War Pension bill, we cannot state what its final terms 
will be. You could not, in any event, draw both a pension 
and retired pay. You could, if entitled to a pension under 
the law, and the pension were greater than your retired pay, 
give up your retired pay and take the pension. We believe 
you are entitled to campaign badge. Write to Navy Depart- 
ment through the channel; also to The Adjutant General of 
the Army. - 

G. M.—If you were sentenced to lose a certain proportion 
of your pay for a stated number of months, your restoration 
to duty does not relieva you from loss of pay unless it is so 
stated in order. You will have to make up all time you were 
in confinement for any cause during enlistment entered upon 
Aug. 13, 1914, 

R. P. A.—For copies of the Howitzer, address the Business 
Manager, Howitzer, West Point, N.Y. 

M. S.—Under Sec. 26 of the National Defense (Army 
Reorganization) Act, ‘‘Captains and lieutenants of Philippine 
Scouts who are citizens of U.S. shall hereafter be entitled to 
retirement under the laws governing retirement of enlisted 
men of Regular Army, except that they shall be retired in 
grade held by them at date of retirement, shall be entitled 
to retirement for disability under same conditions as officers 
of Regular Army, and shall receive as retired pay, amounts 
allowed by law, as retired pay and allowances, of master 
signal electricians; U.S.A., and no more; provided, that double 
time for service beyond continental limits of U.S. shall not be 
counted for purposes of this section so as to reduce actual 
period of service below twenty years. Former officers of 
Philippine Scouts, who because of disability occasioned by 
wounds received in action, have resigned or been discharged, 
or who have heretofore served as such for a period of more 
than five years and have been retired as enlisted men, shall be 
placed upon the retired list as officers of Philippine Scouts 
and thereafter receive retired pay and allowances [master 
signal electricians] provided by this section for other officers 
of Philippine Scouts.’’ 

R. M. M.—There have been no orders issued relative to 
return of 1st Battalion, 14th Infantry, stationed in Alaska. 

W. H. S. asks: (1) Do the men in the Regular Army have 
a vote either at state or national elections, and if so where 
do they vote? (2) Would a New York Militiaman qualified 
to vote in New York city be able to vote if in the service of 
the United States in Texas? Answer: (1) The right to vote 
is controlled entirely by state law, and Army Regulations 
have no jurisdiction over the franchise. Speaking generally, 
it may be said that the Regular soldier has no vote, for either 
he comes from a state which withholds the vote from soldiers, 
or if his home state is one that permis soldiers who are citi- 
zens thereof to vote, he may be off so far from home that he 
cannot avail himself of his privilege of the franchise, and the 
states do not make provision for balloting of Regular officers 
and men away from their legal residence. A man neither 
gains nor loses residence by service in the Army, As we 
said above, the right of franchise is governed by state law. 
(2) We understand provision will be made by various state elec- 
tion boards, under arrangement with the military authorities, 
whereby National Guardsmen in the U.S. service who would 
be entitled to vote if at home may vote at their stations of 
duty. The arrangements will be similar to those made for the 
Volunteers during the Spanish-American War. 

F. E. J.—Enlisted men for appointment to the Military 
Academy by the President must be between the ages of nine- 
teen and twenty-two and have had one year’s enlisted service. 
The Congressional appointees must be between seventeen and 
twenty-two. 

H. F. D., EAGLE PASS.—Make a plain, straightforward 
statement of your case through the channel and you should 
experience no difficulty in having your record set straight. 

O. B.—Sec. 83 of the Army Reorganization (National De- 
fense) Act does not apply to training camps. Sec. 54 does, 
but nowhere in this section is pay provided for the civilians 
participating in the camps. The National Defense Act was 
approved June 3. Some of its provisions went into effect at 
once. Others, notably those of increasing the Army strength 
(first increment), July 1. The new enlistment laws go into 
effect Nov. 1. The men who have qualified heretofore for 
commission in the Volunteers are available when volunteers 
are called. Apply through the channel for a ruling as to 
apparent conflict of penal code with routine orders of your 
post-office. 

W. J. R.—When the National Guard is drafted into Federal 
service, officers and men receive same pay and allowances as 
officers and men of Regular Army of same grades and same 
prior service. p 

VETERAN READER.—The U.S.S. Oklahoma was author- 
ized in 1911. She was launched March 21, 1914; commis- 





sioned May 2, 1916. The U.S.S. Dolphin was used as a 
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despatch boat on the Atlantic between U.S. and Cuba and 
Porto Rico during Spanish-American War and the officers and 
men who served on her during that war earned the Spanish 
War campaign badge.

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WITH THE TROOPS ON THE BORDER. 


Fort Bliss, Texas, July 15, 1916. 

With the end of the week there are 25,000 National Guard 
and Regular soldiers in and about the El Paso district, with 
10,000 more National Guardsmen on the way. All through the 
week troops have passed through the city to western points, in 
addition to those which detrained for service in El Paso. The 
last of the Pennsylvania brigades arrived Wednesday night ard 
Thursday morning. A camp site exclusively for Pennsylvania 
troops has been selected a mile to the north of the post and 
will extend for three miles along the railroad track. This site 
has been named Camp Stewart, for Capt. John W. Stewart, 
adjutant of the state troops. There are three brigades in this 
camp, and these are in command of Brig. Gens. O. T. O'Neill, 
Albert Logan and Terrill R. Price, with Major Gen. Charles 
M. Clements in command of the three brigades. General 


Clements and his staff arrived at the camp on Wednesday 
The Pennsylvania Artillery was in camp at Camp Pershing, but 
it was thought advisable to concentrate all the troops from 
that state at the same point, so a camp site large enough to 
accommodate them was chosen and all moved to Camp Stewart. 
Among the Pennsylvania troops is the historic cavalry troop 
organized in 1771 and known as the “Ist City Troop,’ receiv- 
ing its mame by an act of the state legislature. This troop 
consists of forty-six officers and 1,128 men. 

The entire 31st Michigan Infantry arrived in El Paso on 
Wednesday afternoon and went into camp at Camp Cotton, not 
far from the banks of the Rio Grande. This regiment is in 
command of Col. Walter Barlow, a city official of Detroit. 
The 32d and 33d Regiments of Infantry, with two batteries 
of Artillery and one troop of Cavalry, are yet to reach here 
from Michigan and are expected next week. Like the “1st 
City Troop” of Pennsylvania, which is composed almost entirely 
of wealthy club men of Philadelphia, the Detroit battalions 
are composed of high salaried and wealthy men. ere are 
1,500 men with the Michigan command here now, with twice 
that number on the way. 

Battery A, Rhode Island N.G., arrived the first of the week 
and went into camp at Camp Pershing. With the arrival 
of this last battery there are sixty guns now in the city and 
at the post. The Rhode Island battery has many fine horses 
and their owners are building stables for them out of their 
own pockets. 

The camp sites are most interesting places and attract thou- 
sands of visitors daily. Everything is in perfect order and 
works with absolute precision. Permits have been given for 
the erection of ice cream stands, and these have gone up like 
magic and are doing a flourishing business. The streets have 
been cleared of quantities of cacti, which, by the way, was 
no easy piece of work, and stones have been gathered and in 
several organizations used for trimmings and for designating 
the different units, the stones being all whitewashed. Holes 
have been dug or blasted, for part of the camps are on caleche 
ground, and the holes have been utilized for ice boxes and 
make fine ones. Col. John M. Sherburne, 1st Mass. Inf., bought 
at his own expense several barrels of oil, which he had sprinkled 
over his camp to allay the dust. Shower baths have been in- 
stalled by this command for its men. Several houses near the 
camp have been rented as “post exchanges,” and these are 
busy early and late. 

The 2d Pennsylvania Infantry has rented a cottage for an 
officers’ club house. So far no pipe lines for furnishing water 
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to the Pennsylvania troops have been laid, and they are fur- 
nished the necessary water from the water wagons, which are 
filled at the post or at the water works. 

The troops of the National Guard of Wisconsin, South Caro- 
lina and Idaho are expected to reach E] Paso the first of the 
week, and these troops will bring the number of border guards 
up to 45,000 at least. As soon as the men have gotten some- 
what accustomed to the change of climate and food they will 
all get down to actual work, the schedule of drills and “hikes” 
and target practice already having been decided upon. Also 
practical experience in brigade building, trench digging, defen- 
sive work, advance under fire, formation of troops for attack, 
and, in fact, everything that goes with an army in time of 
actual warfare. Target practice has been arranged for to the 
west of the Pennsylvania camp, with Mount Franklin as a 
background to receive the bullets and shells. The target 
range of this post, which is thirty miles away, is practically 
of no use unless possibly for the heavy artillery practice later 
on, 

Notwithstanding the fact that all the militiamen were given 
the typhoid serum on the journey to the border, add despite 
the hard trip that some of the regiments had, with few excep- 
tions all arrived here with scarcely a sick man among them, 
though a few have been in the hospital] since, their illness, 
however, being nothing serious. 

Friends of the Pennsylvania guardsmen have made up a 
fund of $500 per month for the purpose of purchasing ice 
for them. The Massachusetts troops in Camp Cotton have put 
wooden floors in the tents of the officers and boarded up the 
sides; several canteens have been built and a large amusement 
hall in each regiment, preparing to make themselves comfort- 
able for a lengthy stay on the border. 

Chaplain Robert McPhetridge, 2d Pa. Inf., spoke before the 
men of the Episcopal Club in the city Monday evening. When 
the Pennsylvania troops set up camp it was found that there 
were not near enough cots to go round and many of the men 
rolled up in a blanket for their night’s rest, but a large con- 
signment of cots will arrive to-morrow. 

Fifteen carloads of small-arms ammunition passed through 
El Paso the middle of the week en route to Douglas, Ariz., 
for the use of the Regular Army and National Guard at that 
point. In response to a request from Senator A. B. Fall, 
of New Mexico, and other citizens of that section, a detach- 
ment of Massachusetts militia was sent to Las Cruces, Canutillo 
and old Fort Seldon, three towns within a radius of seventy- 
five miles from El Paso, to act as guards. 

Five hundred additional troops for the Massachusetts regi- 
ments at this point arrived from Boston and other Bay State 
cities. yesterday and were apportioned to the different com- 
panies. The 7th Infantry, U.S.A., has been transferred to 
camp at this post from Camp Cotton in the city in order 
that there may be room for the new 34th Infantry to be or- 
ganized at that point. General Funston has issued an order 
to employ twenty civilians who are familiar with the Big Bend 
country as scouts to accompany the troops being sent to that 
section, following the announcement made recently by Carranza 
of Villa’s intended raid. 

Col. William H. Allaire, 16th Inf., spent a few days in El 
Paso this week from his command in Mexico. Mrs. Allaire 
is also in the city. It is expected that Brig. Gen. Tasker H. 
Bliss, who is now inspecting troops in Southern Texas, will 
come to E] Paso before he returns to Washington. 

Capt. Robert J. Reaney, 8th Cav., was host of an enjoyable 
dinner on Sunday at the Paso del Norte Hotel in honor of a 
number of the officers of the Pennsylvania N.G. The long 
table was decorated with roses and ferns, which were strewn 
over the cloth, with a large bowl of roses gracing the center. 
Covers were laid for sixteen, and in addition to the militiamen 
present other guests were Gen. George Bell and several citizens 
of El Paso. Supplies for the troops under General Pershing 
in Mexico are again being permitted to be shipped south through 
Juarez over the Mexico Northwestern Railroad. These were 
held up for a time. Major Nathaniel McClure, Cav., wounded 
several weeks ago by an accidental shot through the foot and 
brought to the base hospital at Fort Bliss, is recovering. Mrs. 
McClure is with the Major at the garrison. 

Edward Kavanaugh and David Russek, of Chicago, stopped 
in El Paso a few days this week en route to the camp of 
General Pershing, south of the Mexican border. They are 
driving a Republic 1,500-pound truck as a test and will exhibit 
it to General Pershing. The twenty negro troopers of the 
10th Cavalry, survivors of the Carrizal battle, returned to join 
their troops at Columbus, N.M., Saturday night for further 
service in Mexico. They were given a farewell reception at 
the union depot and were accompanied by many of their friends. 
Four of the troopers whose wounds were more serious are 
still confined at the post hospital, but will soon be released 
as cured. 

Dr. Eugene A. Crockett, in charge of Red Cross work at 
Washington, D.C., arrived in El Paso Saturday to look over 
conditions locally and in the N.G. camps. He was entertained 
with a dinner at the Harvey House by Dr. Hugh Crouse, of 
the El Paso Red Cross. Despite the fact that their camps were 
not yet thoroughly settled, on Sunday a number of the N.G. 
bands gave concerts, which were enjoyed by hundreds of 
visitors. > 

All the Army trucks have been equipped with “Presto Flare’”’ 
lights, which are equal to 7,000 candle power. These lights 
are also being used by the expedition in Mexico around their 
commissary and quartermaster stores for protection. One of 


the armored motor trucks, while being driven in the city by 
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Private Peter Switzer, Q.M.C., 20th Inf., collided with the 
trailer on a street car with disastrous results, the driver being 
knocked from his seat and rendered unconscious and bruised. 
The truck knocked the street car off the track and the pave- 
ment was ploughed up for several feet. Private Switzer was 
removed to the post hospital, where at last accounts he was 
recovering. 

The El Paso school beard has given the use of the Alta Vista 
school house, which is the nearest large building to Camp 
Pershing, to the National Guardsmen of that camp for a read- 
ing room. The room will be under supervision of the provost 
guard, and arrangements will be made to secure home news- 
At present 
the local papers of El Paso devote a part of the daily papers 
to a condensed sheet telegraphed- each day from Boston and 
Philadelphia for the benefit of the militiamen. 

Harry Benwell, correspondent for the Boston American, who 
is in El Paso with the Massachusetts troops, was presented 
with a beautiful horse by members of the 8th U.S. Cavalry. 
Forty soldiers from the 6th Artillery at Douglas, Ariz., passed 
through El Paso to become units of the new 7th Artillery being 
formed at San Antonio. Twenty men from the same regiment 
detrained here and will be part of the 8th Light Artillery, to 
be formed at this garrison. Three large caterpillar tractors and 
a large quantity of planks for road material have been shipped 
from the depot at El Paso to Columbus, N.M., for General 
Pershing’s command. These trucks and lumber are for the 
use of the command in Mexico during the rainy season, when 
the smaller machines would be of little use. 

Lieut. Oliver S. Wood and Lieut. Frederick C. Rogers, 16th 
Inf., have been transferred for duty with the new regiment of 
Infantry on duty at Camp Cotton. These officers are at present 
in Mexico. 

With the presence of 30,000 militiamen and the animals in 
the different commands the water works system of El Paso 
will have to provide at least two million more gallons of water 
per day than was formerly used. Fortunately, perhaps, July 
and August are the rainy season in this part of the world, 
which will make the water supply question an easier one than 
it would be otherwise. A meeting of citizens of El Paso and 
Army officers was held to consider plans to provide amusement 
and entertainment for the large number of National Guard and 
Regulars stationed at this point. Major George Langhorne, 
8th Cav., gave an outline of the plan adopted in Manila, which 
he helped organize and superintend. A sub-committee will in- 
vestigate and report. 

Postmaster E. A. Shelton, of El Paso, has established a 
branch post-office at Camp Pershing for the accommodation of 
the 10,000 or more militiamen at that point, and the handling 
of the mail for these troops has settled down to a systematic 
distribution with four clerks at work. Camp Stewart, of the 
Pennsylvania troops, three miles north of this garrison, will 
also probably have a separate post-office branch. 
post-office authorities have allowed letters and postals to go 
through without stamps, to be stamped at the receiving end of 
the line, but the commanding officer must first O.K. these mis- 
sives. 

The officers and ladies of the garrison entertained with a 
hop at the post hall on Wednesday evening. Music was fur- 
nished by the 8th Catalry band. On Thursday evening the 
ladies of the Catholic Benevolent Association, of El Paso, were 
in charge of the weekly entertainment given at the post hos- 
pital for the convalescent soldiers. All women’s organizations 
of the city have been asked to assist in this good work, or in 
adding any comfort to the sick men. 

Mrs. J. Dowdy, guest of her daughter, Mrs. Martin Shallen- 
berger, for several months, left last week to visit her former 
home in East Texas and later will return to Washington, D.C., 
for the winter. The representative of the American Bible So- 
ciety, S. Brooks MeLane, is going about among the camps of 
the Regulars and National Guard selling or presenting as a 
gift a small Bible, bound in khaki; several thousand already 
having been distributed. The Knights of Columbus of El Paso 
were hosts on Thursday of an enjoyable entertainment given in 
honor of visiting Knights who are members of the different 
militia organizations now in the El Paso district. The affair 
was given at the hall of the organization in the city and was 
attended by 700 guests. An address by Right Rev. Bishop 
A. J. Schuller was appreciated. Songs of the Philadelphia 
quartette received great applause. Among the guests was Gen. 
Cc. T. O'Neill, commanding one of the Pennsylvania brigades. 

Eight hundred militiamen of the District of Columbia passed 
through El Paso on Saturday night for duty at Warren, Ariz. 
They occupied fifteen coaches and were met at the union depot 
by Red Cross members and others, who distributed various 
delicacies and post-cards to them. There were 500 colored men 
in the regiment. The 5th Massachusetts Infantry was the 
first of the National Guardsmen to go into active service on 
the border. These have been ordered to patrol the country 
east of El Paso. Two battalions of the Pennsylvania Infantry 
left Thursday for patrol duty in the Big Bend country. Forty 
men of the 5th Massachusetts were in the hospital this week 
suffering from ptomaine poisoning, the result of canned salmon; 
some were quite ill. A detachment of Massachusetts Infantry 
has gone to Las Cruces, N.M., forty miles from El Paso, for 
patrol duty. 

Gen. George Beli, commanding the El Paso district, has de- 
cided to keep all the Massachusetts regiments in or near the 
city for duty. Troops from these regiments relieving the Regu- 
lar troops have been guarding at various points in and about 
the city. 

When the curfew whistle blows in El Paso all soldiers not 
on duty are ordered to be in their respective camps, General 
Bell deciding that nine o’clock was late enough for them to 
be on the city streets. For several nights this was not thor- 
oughly understood by the militiamen, so a number of arrests 
were made by the provost guard, who, however, reprimanded 
the offenders and sent them toward their various camps.

Describing the Grand Duke Nicholas, of Russia, as 
“the most brilliant figure in the whole war” Charles 
Johnston, in an article in the July number of the North 
American Review says: “In large measure restored to 
health, Grand Duke Nicholas has been able to conceive 
and supervise the remarkable Eastern campaigns, choos- 
ing General Baratoff to lead the Russian forces in Persia, 
and General Yudenitch to conquer Turkish Armenia. 
Only in this section of the war map does war retain its 
oldtime mobility, if we except tropical Africa, where the 
numbers engaged are very small; and it is one of the 
wonders of the Grand Duke’s plan, that he has been able 
so perfectly to co-ordinate the movements of half-a-dozen 
separate forces, operating hundreds of miles apart, amid 
huge mountains and barren wildernesses, among savage 
and hostile tribes; this, and the complete secrecy with 
which the Persian venture especially was shrouded; so 
that, until the capture of Sultanabad and Hamadan, we 
had hardly any inkling that events, which will be de- 
cisive for the future history of Western Asia, were in 
preparation. General Baratoff and his small force—he 
had hardly more than a division—were sent by way of 
the Caspian, which is practically a Russian lake, to 
Teheran; where the first need was to bring the Shah 
definitely to the Russian side, as against the intrigues of 
the German Minister, Prince Henry of Reuss, who had 
sought to gather a Moslem force for an attack on India. 
It is a part of the revenge of time that Russia, whose in- 
vasion of India was a traditional nightmare of an earlier 
generation of Englishmen, has, in fact, saved India from 
invasion.”
